German  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Natural  Lemon-juice. — Messrs.  Lehmann  &  Vcss.  of 
Hamburg,  recently  took  action  against  Die.  A.  V.  Gimbour 
and  Galle  for  prejudice  to  business  interests  through  their 
published  warnings  in  regard  to  synthetic  compounds.  The 
doctors  themselves  were  making'  5.000?.  a  year  cut  of  an 
artificial  lemon- juice  which  they  advertised  in  such  a  way 
as  to  throw  suspicion  on  the  lemon  products  of  other  makers, 
such  as  the  prosecutors.  For  this  the  Court  fined  each  of 
them  75/.,  and  awarded  damages  of  500?.  to  the  prosecutois. 
So  the  "  Apoth.  Zeit."  reports. 

Sunday-closing.— By  a  decree  of  the  local  Government, 
of  Tyrol  and  Vorarlberg  the  compulsory  closing  of  one 
pharmacy,  in  places  possessing  two  businesses,  from 
Sunday,  1  p.m.,  to  Monday,  7  a.m.,  has  been  introduced. 
In  places  with  several  pharmacies  half  of  them  are  to  be 
closed  in  rotation.  Further,  all  employes  in  public  phar- 
macies are  to  be  freed  from  all  duty  every  second  Sunday 
during  the  above  hours,  and  for  every  Sunday  on  duty  are 
to  be  allowed  half  a  day  during  the  week  as  compensation. 
This  is  the  first  step  by  the  authorities  to  regulate  the  free 
time  of  the  pharmaceutical  personnel.

Articles  and  Communications. 

There  are  numerous  items  of  a  business  and  practical  nature 
in  this  number  which  cannot  be  summarised  conveniently.

"  To  wink  at  an  evil  is  a  very  different  matter  from  legalis- 
ing it,"  is  one  of  the  "Daily  Express's"  remarks  in  regard 
to  the  sale  of  agri-horticultural  poisons.    See  note  on  p.  646. 

In  an  article  on  quinine  in  India  we  deal  with  the  un- 
founded rumour  that  the  Government  is  to  authorise  free 
distribution  of  quinine.  Facts  in  regard  to  the  manufacture 
and  distribution  of  quinine  in  India  are  included  in  the  article 
(p.  645). 

"Xrayser"  writes  about  the  placidity  prevailing  in  Irish 
pharmacy ;  his  suggested  improvement  in  Benevolent  Fund 
administration;  the  strange  circumstances  re  advertising 
"secret  remedies"  ;  and  the  words  in  the  latest  part  of  the 
Oxford  English  Dictionary  (p.  643). 

A  feeling  of  indignation  is  growing  throughout  Great 
Britain  in  regard  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  inaction 
as  to  agri-horticultural  licences.

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected- are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
marked  "  Corner  for  Students  "  on  the  top  left-hand  corner) 
will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  October  26,  and  the  samples 
will  be  posted  on  the  following  day.

Street,  Luton,  photographer,  was  committed  for  trial  to 
the  Quarter  Sessions  on  a  charge  of  stealing  a  camera  value 
8?.  8s.,  the  property  of  Messrs.  Loveitt  &  Bones,  chemists, 
Hertford  Street,  Coventry.  It  was  alleged  that  the 
prisoner  hired  a  camera  and  subsequently  pawned  it  at 
Northampton. 

At  the  Ryde  School. of  Art  ticket-writing  is  one  of  the 
subjects  taught  in  the  decorative  painting  class.  It  is  a 
subject  which  chemists'  assistants  should  look  into.  We 
notice  that  Mr.  E.  W.  Pollard,  B.Sc,  Ph.C,  is  the  teacher 
of  botany,  chemistry,  and  magnetism  and  electricity  at  the 
evening  science  classes  held  in  the  school.  Mr.  Pollard's 
lectures  give  a  good  "  Minor  "  foundation. 

Dr.  G.  H.  Savage,  who  delivered  at  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians  on  October  18  the  Harveian  Oration,  is  a 
brother  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Savage,  the  well-known  Brighton 
pharmacist.  After  the  oration,  Sir  William  Church,  the 
President,  presented  the  Moxham  Medal  to  Sir  William 
Gowers  and  the  Baly  Medal  to  Professor  Emil  Fischer,  of 
Berlin,  who,  however,  was  unable  to  be  present. 

When  opening  the  new  phsyiological  and  chemical 
laboratories  at  the  London  Hospital  Medical  School  last 
week,  Professor  William  Osier,  M.D.,  of  Oxford  Univer- 
sity, spoke  of  the  "scandalous  injustice"  that  the  London 
student  cannot,  after  an  ordinary,  honest  examination,  get 
the  usual  M.D.  degree.    He  added  that  by  combination

Lady  Ramsay  laid  the  foundation-stone  of  the  radium 
and  uranium  works  of  the  St.  Ives  Consolidated  Mines, 
Ltd.,  and  the  British  Radium  Corporation,  Ltd.,  at  Thomas 
Street,  Limehouse,  on  Saturday  afternoon,  October  16.  It 
was  stated  that  the  Continental  process  of  extracting 
radium  from  pitchblende  occupies  about  twelve  months, 
but  in  the  works  to  be  erected  it  will  take  from  six  to  seven 
weeks  only.  The  "Financial  Times"  of  October  18  con- 
tained a  two-column  report  of  the  speeches. 

Analysts'  Affairs. 

The  Rotherham  public  analyst  reports  that  he  examined 
during  the  past  quarter  one  sample  each  of  camphorated  oil 
and  castor  oil.    Both  were  genuine. 

The  Salford  public  analyst  (Mr.  J.  Carter  Bell)  in  his 
September  quarterly  report  states  :  "  It  is  remarkable  that 
in  this  quarter  there  are  no  adulterated  samples  to  report 
upon." 

The  Poplar  analyst  has  examined  samples  of  cream  of 
tartar,  vinegar,  olive  oil,  saffron,  ammoniated  tincture  of 
quinine,  and  camphorated  oil,  without  finding  any  of  them 
defective. 

Radnorshire  County  Council  has  received  a  letter  from 
the  Local  Government  Board  with  reference  to  the  pro- 
posed appointment  of  Mr.  H.  H.  Ward  as  analyst  for  the 
county.  Mr.  Ward  states  that  he  hopes  to  obtain  the 
qualifications  required  by  the  Board  next  January.  Mr. 
C.  A.  Seyler,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  Swansea,  is  recommended  for 
appointment  pro  tern. 

False  Trade-marks. 

Sir  Edward  Grey  has  informed  the  Association  of 
Chambers  of  Commerce  that  he  will  approach  the  French 
Government  with  a  view  to  the  introduction  of  legislation 
for  the  suppression  of  fraudulent  marks  indicating  that 
goods  were  made  in  Great  Britain  when  the  contrary  was 
the  fact.  A  suggestion  was  made  by  the  Association  that 
when  the  Customs  authorities  seize  goods  under  the  Mer- 
chandise-marks Act  they  ought  to  furnish  full  information 
to  the  manufacturer,  dealer,  or  trader,  whose  trade-mark 
has  been  infringed,  as  to  the  origin,  transit,  destination, 
and  description  of  the  goods  so  seized,  but  the  Treasury 
reply  that  the  Customs  have  no  power  to  give  such  in- 
formation. 

Lectures  on  Essential  Oils. 

The  second  lecture  of  the  series  by  Mr.  C.  T.  Bennett, 
delivered  at  the  Borough  Polytechnic  Institute  on 
October  13,  dealt  with  the  determination  of  the  physical 
constants  of  essential  oils.  The  various  methods  of  taking 
specific  gravity  were  described  and  practical  difficulties 
explained,  ako  the  corrections  necessary  for  accurate 
scientific  work.  The  structures  of  the  different  forms  of 
polarimeter  and  refractometer  were  explained,  and  the 
elementary  principles  on  which  the  instruments  are  based 
briefly  outlined,  including  the  properties  of  Iceland  spar, 
the  construction  of  the  Nicol  prism,  the  meaning  of 
polarisation  refraction  and  refractive  index,  and  their  value 
in  scientific  work. 

Hygiene  of  Tropical  Africa.

M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  F.R.S.,  Senior  Lecturer,  London  School  of 
Tropical  Medicine;  Sir  Rubert  Boyce,M.D.,  F.R.S.,  Dean 
of  the  Liverpool  School  of  Tropical  Medicine ;  Mr.  C. 
Strachey,  of  the  Colonial  Office ;  Mr.  W.  T.  Prout,  C.M.G., 
M.B.,  late  Principal  Medical  Officer,  Sierra  Leone;  Mr. 
Theodore  Thomson,  C.M.G.,  M.D.,  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  ;  Mr.  W.  J.  Simpson,  C.M.G.,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P., 
Professor  of  Hygiene,  King's  College,  London;  and  Mr. 
J.  K.  Fowler,  M.A.,  M.D.,  D.Sc,  F.R.C.P.,  late  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  University  of  London.  Mr.  A. 
Fiddian,  of  the  Colonial  Office,  will  act  as  Secretary.

[The  gross  profits  mentioned  are  so  extraordinary 
that  we  have  questioned  the  figures  to  a  correspondent,  who 
assures  us  that  they  are  correct  as  published  by  the  Associa- 
tion. As  the  gross  profits  in  the  retail  drug-trade  nowadays 
are  scarcely  half  as  much  as  the  above,  it  would  be  interest- 
ing to  hear  what  the  Association  has  to  say. — Editor

Mr.  D.  Watson,  chemist  and  druggist,  formerly  in 
business  at  Langside,  has  been  appointed  manager  of  the 
St.  Enoch  Square  establishment  of  Messrs.  Spite  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  chemists. 

Mr.  George  Macleod,  who  has  been  for  nine  years  with 
Messrs.  Alexander  Robertson  &  Son,  chemists,  Oban,  has 
left  the  town,  and  was  presented  with  a  purse  of  sovereigns 
by  his  fellow  employes. 

Scarlet  fever  is  epidemic  in  the  city  at  present,  and  the 
medical  officer  regards  it  and  diphtheria  as  part  of  a  wave 
of  prevalence  of  both  diseases,  but  especially  of  scarlet 
fever,  which  is  occurring  in  the  west  of  Scotland. 

The  local  newspapers  have  devoted  some  attention  to 
dangerous  hair-washes,  and  an  evening  paper  remarks  : 

"  There  is  now  a  strong  probability  that  all  hairdressers 
who  have  used  dangerous  preparations  will,  in  their  own 
interests,  discontinue  them,  and,  in  all  likelihood,  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  will  take  steps  to  bring  the  matter  before 
the  Privy  Council  for  the  registration  of  the  substances 
as  poisons  and  the  regulation  of  their  sale."

Cape  Colony. 

Colonial  Medical  Council. — For  four  vacancies  on  this 
'Council  the  following  gentlemen  have  been  nominated  by 
(the  medical  men  of  Cape  Colony  :  Dr.  L.  A.  W.  Beck,  Dr. 
"W.  Darley-Hartley,  Dr.  E.  B.  Fuller,  Dr.  J.  Hewat,  Dr.  F. 
.Murray,  Sir  Edmund  S.  Stevenson,  Dr.  A.  H.  Watkins,  and 
Dr.  D.  J.  Wood.  A  poll  will  be  taken,  and  December  15 
will  be  the  last  day  on  which  voting-papers  will  be  received 
■by  Mr.  Langham  Dale,  Secretary  of  the  Council. 

Chemists  and  Legislation. — Thursday,  September  30, 
was  private  members'  day  in  the  Cape  House  of  Assembly, 
•and  matters  pharmaceutical  were  touched  on  by  various 
speakers. — Dr.  Hewat  asked  the  Colonial  Secretary  whether, 
in  view  of  the  Select  Committee's  report  last  Session,  he 
intended  to  introduce  the  suggested  amendments  to  the 
Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act.  Mr.  De  Waal,  in  reply,  said 
that  the  Government  do  not  intend  to  introduce  such  legis- 
lation pending  the  establishment  of  Union. — Mr.  Alex- 
ander asked  the  Prime  Minister  if  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
'Government  during  the  present  Session  to  repeal  or  amend 
the  Stamps  and  Licensing  Act  of  1908  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
, patent  or  proprietary  medicines.  Mr.  Merriman  replied 
that  it  is  not  the  intention  to  repeal  the  Act,  but  it  is  the 
intention  to  introduce  an  amending  Act.  Mr.  Alexander 
later  moved  for  a  return  showing  the  amount  of  revenue  ob- 
tained from  the  sale  of  patent-medicine  stamps  for  each 
;month  for  the  period  commencing  June  1,  1909,  and  ending 
August  31,  1909.    The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Colonial  Pharmacy  Board. — The  last  date  for  nomina- 
tions by  the  registered  chemists  and  druggists  of  members 
to  fill  the  three  positions  on  the  Pharmacy  Board  was  Sep- 
tember 21.  Messrs.  William  Kalk  Mager,  John  Parry,  and 
'G-eorge  Ramsay  Cleghorn  were  nominated,  and  no  others,  so 
that  no  poll  will  be  necessary,  and  these  gentlemen  will  be 
•■the  chemists'  representatives  on  the  Board  for  the  next 
three  years. 

The  new  member  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  Mr.  George 
Ramsay  Cleghorn,  is  the  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Alexander  Cleg- 
horn,  the  founder  of  the 
well-known  business  in 
Hout  Street,  Cape  Town, 
now  carried  on  under  the 
title  of  A.  Cleghorn  & 
Darroll.  Mr.  Alexander 
Cleghorn  was  for  many 
years  in  business  in  Kirk- 
caldy, Fife,  and  subse- 
quently in  Edinburgh, 
which  he  had  to  leave  for 
South  Africa  on  account  of 
his  health.  His  son,  Mr. 
G.  R.  Cleghorn,  was  born 
in  Edinburgh,  and  ob- 
tained his  first  knowledge 
of  pharmacy  at  his  father's 
establishment,  but  left  after 
a  few  months  for  his  birth- 
place, where  he  was  ap- 
prenticed to  Messrs.  Dun- 
can, Flockhart  &  Co.  Ill- 
health  necessitated  a  return 
to  the  Cape,  and  on  his 
recovery  further  experi- 
ence in  pharmacy  was 
gained  in  Bournemouth. 
From  there  Mr.  Cleghorn 
went  to  Bloomsbury  Square,  where  a  course-  of  study  ended 
Hi  his  passing  the  Minor  examination  in  October  1902,  when 
me  had  just  reached  his  majority.

Botany  in  Poverty. — The  twenty-eighth  annual  report 
of  the  Director  (Mr.  J.  Medley  Wood)  of  the  Natal  Botanic 
Gardens  has  just  been  issued.  Owing  to  the  state  of  the 
finances  the  report  gives  merely  details  of  routine  work 
done  during  the  year. 

Professors  Wanted. — In  connection  with  the  New  Uni- 
versity College,  which  is  being  founded  in  Natal,  the  Edu- 
cation Department  are  advertising  for  five  professors,  one 
of  whom  is  to  fill  the  Chair  of  Physics  and  Chemistry.  The 
salary  offered  is  600Z.  per  annum. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Mr.  Alexander,  of  Messrs.  C.  E.  Gardner  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
has  returned  to  Bloemfontein  after  an  enjoyable  trip  to  the 
Old  Country. 

Science. — The  seventh  annual  meeting  of  the  South 
African  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  opened 
at  Bloemfontein  on  September  27,  and  a  large  number  of 
delegates  from  various  parts  of  South  Africa  has  arrived. 
A  most  interesting  programme  had  been  arranged. 

Alleged  I.D.B. — The  illicit  diamond-buying  case 
(C  tfc  D.,  October  2,  p.  532)  has  been  withdrawn  by  the 
Attorney-General.  It  is  the  common  belief  that  the  em- 
phatic evidence  given  in  the  defendant's  favour  by  Mr. 
Carter,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  has  caused  the  case  to  be 
abandoned. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 

Italian  Pharmacy  Bill. — Cavaliere  Carlo  Giongo,  Pre- 
sident of  the  Union  of  Italian  Pharmaceutical  Societies, 
and  Cavaliere  Bosio,  President  of  the  Turin  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  have  had  an  audience  with  the  King  of  Italy, 
before  whom  they  laid  the  wishes  of  their  confreres  with 
respect  to  the  proposed  reform  of  Italian  pharmacy  law6. 

Congress  of  Pharmacy. — The  International  Congress 
of  Pharmacy  is  to  be  held  in  Brussels  in  1910,  and  we  have 
received  a  list  of  adherents  and  the  rules.  Questions  to  be 
considered  include  international  unification  of  analytical 
methods  applied  to  medicaments,  the  necessity  of  clinical 
studies  to  pharmacists,  home-made  galenicals,  regulation  of 
the  sale  of  proprietaries,  the  representation  of  pharmacists 
on  Pharmacopoeia  Committees,  and  the  formation  of  an 
international  association  of  pharmaceutical  societies.  Two 
medals  and  diplomas  are  to  be  offered  for  the  best  essay  on 
the  arrangement  of  the  pharmacy  and  offices.  The  General 
Secretary  is  Dr.  A.  Schamelhout,  12  rue  Malibran,  Brussels. 
The  subscription  is  20f.  for  membership,  50f.  for  patrons, 
and  lOf.  for  associates. 

Proposed  Quinine  Monopoly  in  Italy. — At  the  recent 
meeting  of  the  Italian  Superior  Board  of  Health,  among 
the  proposed  alterations  was  one  that  the  supply  of  quinine 
to  malaria  districts  be  made  a  Government  monopoly,  by 
the  State  making  the  quinine  which  it  supplies  at  cost-price. 
However,  it  was  pointed  out  that  such  a  course  would  result 
in  considerable  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  product,  since 
the  existing  competition  between  manufacturers  could  be 
turned  to  account  in  purchasing  the  alkaloid.  Further,  the 
supply  of  bark  is  practically  held  by  a  few  proprietors,  who 
in  their  own  interests  would  combine  to  raise  the  price.  In 
spite  of  the  objections  the  Board  has  decided  to  consider  the 
question  again,  as  the  monopoly  proposal  has  a  large  number 
of  adherents. 
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India  and  the  East.

Free  Quinine. — The  Maharajah  of  Kapurthala  has 
ordered  free  distribution  of  quinine  throughout  his  terri- 
tory, as  a  precautionary  measure  to  check  malaria. 

The  Opium  Question. — The  announcement  has  reached 
the  "  Malay  Mail  "  that  another  Conference  of  the  Powers  is 
to  be  summoned  to  meet  at  The  Hague  to  deal  further  with 
the  opium  question.  This  Conference,  like  the  recent  one  at 
Shanghai,  will  be  summoned  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Government  of  India  have  sanctioned  the  award 
of  a  State  Technical  Scholarship  to  Mr.  A.  Kesava  Menon 
to  enable  him  to  study  in  England  the  chemistry  of  soap- 
making  and  the  use  of  native  oils.  The  Secretary  of  State 
will  arrange  that  the  scholarship  affords  the  necessary 
facilities  for  studying  under  proper  supervision. 

The  Poisons  Ordinance. — At  the  Penang  Police  Court, 
Mr.  Chea  Ching  Lean,  a  Chinese  chemist,  was  charged  with 
selling  cyanide  of  potassium  to  Chinamen  without  the  sup- 
port of  a  registered  medical  practitioner's  prescription.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  the  cyanide  is  much  used  in  counter- 
feiting coins,  and  in  view  of  that  the  Government  had  re- 
cently passed  stringent  rules  as  to  its  sale.  Defendant  was 
fined  $50  on  each  charge,  with  costs. 

Octroi  in  the  Punjab. — In  connection  with  the  new  taxa- 
tion scheme  for  Simla,  referred  to  in  the  C.  X-  D.,  Septem- 
ber 18  (p.  475),  the  Punjab  Government  is  considering  the 
question  of  levying  octroi,  with  the  aid  of  the  Post  Office, 
on  postal  parcels.  It  has  been  frequently  observed  that  as 
long  as  parcels  arriving  by  post  evade  octroi  the  incidence 
of  this  tax  can  never  be  considered  entirely  equitable. 
Cases  have  even  occurred  in  which  refunds  of  octroi  have 
been  given  on  articles  which  arrived  by  post  and  were 
never  charged  octroi  in  the  first  instance. 

In  "Tinland,"  a  Kuala  Lumpur  paper,  we  find  the  fol- 
lowing paragraph  : 

"Among  the  stately  pile  of  buildings  that  are  being 
erected  or  renovated  in  this  town,  we  desire  to  draw  attention 
to  the  'Pharmacy  Buildings'  which  commands  one  of  the 
best  sites  in  the  place  for  business  purposes.  The  '  Pharmacy  ' 
is  owned  by  Mr.  Sam  Scott,  one  of  the  '  pioneer  settlers '  in 
Selangor,  and  we  can  without  hesitation  say  that  '  no  better 
gentleman  exists  in  Kuala  Lumpur,'  and  among  the  older 
generation  his  name  is  a  by-word.  The  '  Pharmacy  '  does  a 
good  cash  business,  and  the  requirements  of  its  customers 
command  the  personal  attention  of  the  proprietor:  there  are 
a  lot  of  little  wrinkles  in  the  trade  and  the  genial  owner  is 
ever  ready  to  give  one  'gratis'  to  his  friends." 

The  Murder  of  Mr.  Clapp. — Before  the  Lucknow  Magis- 
trate on  September  15,  Corporal  Allen,  Middlesex  Regi- 
ment, was  charged  with  robbery  and  the  murder  of  Mr.  R.  J. 
Clapp,  chemist  and  druggist  (G.  <b  D.,  October  9,  p.  565). 
The  case  for  the  prosecution  was  that  prisoner  slept  in 
deceased's  room,  and  during  the  night  attempted  to  rob 
deceased,  who  probably  awoke.  The  murder  which  fol- 
lowed was,  it  is  surmised,  perpetrated  with  the  object  of 
getting  rid  of  a  witness.  The  prisoner,  it  appears,  had 
paid  a  bill  at  Rajpore  with  a  50-rupee  note  which  was  paid 
over  to  the  deceased  about  fifteen  days  before  by  the  Delhi 
Bank,  where  he  had  cashed  his  cheque  for  his  salary,  and  this 
was  the  chief  fact  upon  which  the  prosecution  relied.  The 
case  was  expected  to  last  some  days. 

Trade-marks  in  China. — No  progress  appears  to  have 
been  made  by  the  Central  Government  of  China  towards 
issuing  satisfactory  regulations  for  the  registration  of 
trade-marks.  The  Maritime  Customs  record  trade-marks 
sent  to  them  for  that  purpose,  and  British  trade-mark 
owners  are  strongly  advised  (says  the  British  Consular 
Assistant)  to  take  advantage  of  this  facility,  which  may 
prove  of  great  use  as  proof  of  ownership  when  registra- 
tion of  marks  is  initiated.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that 
no  reluctance  has  been  shown  by  the  local  authorities  at 
Shanghai  to  prohibit  by  proclamation  the  imitation  of 
British  marks,  when  requested  to  do  so.  Several  Chinese 
improperly  using  British-owned  marks  have  been  punished 
at  the  Mixed  Court  with  very  salutary  effect.  Soap,  cigar- 
ettes, and  candles  are  the  chief  articles  pirated. 


Legal  Reports. 

High  Court  Cases. 

Injuries  irom  Teeth-extraction. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division,  before  Mr.  Justice  Bray 
and  a  common  jury,  on  October  14  and  15,  the  case  of 
Hawthorne  v.  the  London  Hygienic  Institute  was  heard 
and  decided.  The  plaintiff,  a  foreman  baker,  had  been, 
called  upon  by  a  canvasser  of  the  London  Hygienic  Insti- 
tute, and  an  agreement  was  entered  upon  under  which  the- 
plaintiff  agreed  to  pay  3?.  15.S.  to  have  his  teeth  completely 
and  properly  dealt  with — payment  to  be  made  in  weekly 
h  stalments  of  7.s.  6r7.  Plaintiff  accordingly  attended  at 
the  London  premises  in  Oxford  Street,  where  he  was  seen. 
by  an  assistant,  Mr.  T.  S.  Mason,  who  extracted  (it  was- 
said  and  disputed)  twenty-two  teeth  and  stumps  at  one 
sitting.  Plaintiff's  gums  bled  profusely  even  after  he 
reached  home,  and  it  was  necessary  to  call  in  a  doctor, 
Dr.  Leakey,  who  in  evidence  said  that  plaintiff's  con- 
dition was  not  consistent  with  having  had  twenty-two. 
teeth  properly  extracted,  and  he  advised  that  a  dentist 
should  be  called  in.  The  plaintiff's  mouth  was  much 
lacerated  and  torn.  Mr.  Gwyther,  the  dentist  in  ques 
tion,  found  fourteen  stumps  left  in  the  plaintiff's  mouth, 
and  he  subsequently  extracted  these  on  different  occa- 
sions. He  was  of  opinion  that  the  work  on  the  plaintiff 
had  been  most  unskilfully  done. — Mr.  T.  S.  Mason  was 
the  first  witness  for  the  defendants.  He  contradicted' 
many  of  the  statements  made  by  plaintiff,  and  stated  that 
he  had  extracted  about  10,000  teeth  a  year  in  the  nine- 
years  that  he  had  been  at  the  business.- — Dr.  T.  J.  Head, 
Dr.  Lauzun  Brown,  and  Mr.  W.  D.  B.  Pittar,  registered' 
dentist,  of  New  Zealand,  also  gave  evidence  for  the  de- 
fendants.— His  Lordship,  in  summing  up  the  case  for  the 
jury,  pointed  out  that  it  did  not  follow  that  because  Mr. 
Mason  was  not  a  registered  dentist  he  was  not  qualified' 
to  perform  the  work  which  he  undertook.  The  jury  re- 
turned a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  with  507.  damages,  and 
judgment  was  entered  accordingly. 

A  Hop-ale  Case. 
Before  Mr.  Justice  A.  T.  Lawrance  and  a  common  jury, 
the  hearing  of  a  case  commenced  on  October  15  in  whichi 
Thomas  Paterson,  ship's  rigger,  residing  in  North  Wool- 
wich, sued  R.  White  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  aerated-water  mairu- 
facturers,  for  damages  in  respect  to  personal  injuries- 
alleged  to  have  been  sustained  through  defendants'  negli- 
gence. It  appeared  from  the  statements  of  counsel  and: 
evidence  that  the  plaintiff's  wife  obtained  a  bottle  of  the 
defendants'  hop  ale  from  a  neighbouring  shop,  and  the 
plaintiff  drank  some,  but  found  it  tasted  so  nasty  that  he 
spat  it  out.  It  was  subsequently  ascertained  that  the 
bottle  from  which  he  drank  contained  a  liquid  from  which 
zinc  chloride  was  extracted  in  the  proportion  of  46  grains 
per  pint,  and  plaintiff  further  asserted  that  he  passed  a 
piece  of  metal  or  zinc.  He  had  suffered  from  the  effects 
of  the  corrosive.  For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that  the 
plaintiff  must  have  "faked"  the  liquid,  and  evidence 
was  called  to  show  that  the  manner  in  which  the  hop  ale 
is  made  in  defendants'  factory  precludes  the  possibility 
of  such  contamination  as  plaintiff  alleged ;  further,  that 
the  zinc  chloride  probably  came  from  soldering-fluid  used' 
by  the  plaintiff,  and  that  the  metal  he  passed  was  a 
piece  of  solder,  the  surface  of  which  was  not  blacked' 
through  sulphide,  as  it  would  have  been  had  it  passed? 
through  him.  On  Tuesday,  October  19,  after  a  three- 
days'  hearing,  the  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff,  and' 
assessed  the  damages  at  3007. 

Swan  Trade-marks. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  October  20,  Mr.  Justice  Joyce- 
heard  an  appeal  by  Holbrooks,  Ltd.,  from  a  decision  of 
the  Registrar  of  Trade-marks  refusing  to  proceed  with 
the  registration  of  a  mark  in  respect  of  pickles  and 
vinegar.  Mr.  Hughes,  K.C.,  for  the  applicants,  stated! 
that  the  device  in  question  was  the  representation  of  a. 
swan  with  the  name  Swann  &  Co.,  whose  old-established; 
business  had  been  acquired  by  Holbrooks,  Ltd.  The 
business  of  Swann's  had  been  in  existence  for  over  100' 
years,  and  the  use  of  this  mark  could  be  traced  back  to- 
1876.      The  Registrar  had  declined  to  proceed  because 
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the  name  of  the  applicants  did  not  appear  on  the  mark, 
and  that  it  was  most  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the 
public  that  they  should  know  that  the  goods  were  not 
the  production  of  a  private  company.  But  the  main  objec- 
tion was  that  there  was  already  on  the  register  a  mark  in 
respect  of  sauces  and  pickles,  consisting  of  a  swan  with  a 
boy  sitting  on  its  back  holding  a  bottle  surmounted  with  the 
mame  of  G.  &  S.  Bracknell.  The  Begistrar  thought  that 
■there  was  a  close  resemblance  between  the  two  marks 
which  was  calculated  to  lead  to  confusion  and  to  deceive 
the  public.  Counsel  pointed  out  that  it  would  upset  an 
alarming  number  of  trade-marks  if  a  limited  company 
•could  not  use  marks  used  before  they  acquired  the  busi- 
mess  without  explaining  that  the  article  was  made  by  a 
.limited  company.  He  also  urged  that  there  was  no 
.reasonable  probability  of  deception.  His  clients  were 
■continuous  users  of  the  mark  for  ten  years  before  their 
-opponents  came  into  the  field,  and  he  urged  that  as  earlier 
risers  they  were  entitled  to  have  the  mark  registered 
■without  condition  or  limitation. — Mr.  Sargent,  for  the 
Begistrar,  called  his  Lordship's  attention  to  cases  that  had 
'/.been  decided  to  the  effect  that  in  matters  of  this  kind  the 
Begistrar  had  a  discretion  that  was  not  to  be  lightly  inter- 
fered with,  unless  that  discretion  had  been  wrongly  exer- 
cised.—Mr.  Younger,  K.C.,  for  the  opponents  (G.  T. 
■Sutton,  Sons  &  Co.,  who  had  acquired  Bracknell's  busi- 
ness), contended  that  the  evidence  of  the  applicants  as  to 
-continuous  use  and  as  to  the  extent  of  it  was  of  the 
-vaguest  possible  description.  The  opponents'  mark  had 
'been  described  as  resembling  "  Moses  among  the  bul- 
rushes," but  he  submitted  that  the  essential  part  was  a 
^3wan,  and  that  consequently  the  applicants'  mark  was 
•calculated  to  deceive.— His  Lordship  said  that  the  evi- 
dence with  regard  to  user  was  not  very  clear, 
but  generally  speaking  he  thought  that  Holbrooks  or  their 
..predecessors  had  used  the  device  from  1876  or  1880,  which 
was  contemporaneous  with  the  use  of  the  mark  already 
on  the  register.  The  marks  had  been  used  concurrently 
-for  a  considerable  number  of  years  without  mistake,  error, 
•or  misconception,  and  therefore  he  was  bound  to  hold  that 
fthe  mark  was  not  calculated  to  deceive  and  to  order  the 
Begistrar  to  proceed  in  the  regular  way. 

County  Court  Cases. 

Solvent  on  Insolvent? 
At  the  Southampton  County  Court  last  week,  before  Judge 
■Gye,  Messrs.  Bandall  &  Son,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Southampton, 
.sued  Louis  Nathan  Levene  and  L.  Levene,  as  executors 
for  Esther.  Levene,  deceased,  for  51.  10.?.  6<7.  for  goods  sold 
and  delivered.— Mr.  C.  A.  Emanuel,  who  was  for  the 
•executors,  mentioned  that  the  gross  estate  for  probate 
amounted  to  9,815?.  7s.  6c?.,  but  the  freeholds  and  lease- 
holds, valued  at  9.021?.  17*.  6r?.,  realised  but  6,210?., 
leaving  a  deficit  of  3,000?.  It  seemed  that  one  of  the 
-executors,  Mr.  Louis  N.  Levene,  was  a  creditor  under  the 
•estate  for  a  large  sum  of  money.  He  (Mr.  Emanuel)  did 
not  object  to  judgment  against  the  estate  on  the  under- 
standing that  the  debt  would  be  paid  when  assets  came 
into  their  hands. — Mr.  Locke,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  the 
.estate  could  pay  now. — His  Honour  :  If  the  unhappy  facts 
.related  by  Mr.  Emanuel  are  true,  you  are  out  in  the  cold. — 
Mr.  Locke  said  he  should  like  to  have  one  of  the  executors 
An  the  box. — Louis  Levene,  one  of  the  executors,  wasi 
■accordingly  sworn.  He  explained  the  probate  of  the  de- 
ceased's will,  and,  in  answer  to  Mr.  Locke,  said  that  he 
-did  not  instruct  his  solicitors  when  he  found  the  estate 
was  insolvent.  It  was  admitted  that  witness's  brother 
i(Mr.  Louis  N.  Levene)  had  received  a  large  sum  from  the 
estate  as  a  creditor. — His  Honour  asked  why  this  gentle- 
man was  -  not  present,  and  witness  replied  that  he  was 
•engaged  on  business  in  London. — The  hearing  was  ad- 
journed for  the  attendance  of  Mr.  Louis  N.  Levene. 

"Strip"  for  Laundries. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  October  14,  Messrs.  Pronk, 
Davis  &  Co.,  wholesale  chemists,  22  Harp  Lane,  E.C., 
sued  Mrs.  H.  M.  Goodgame,  Verulam  Laundry,  211  Putney 
Bridge  Boad,  for  11.  15s.  6c?.  for  soap,  marking-ink,  and 
laundry-requisites  supplied.  Defendant  counterelaimed 
for  ,  19/.  15.5.  6c?.  for  damages  caused  to  goods  through 
using  plaintiffs'  materials.    Mr.  Nielson  appeared  for  the 


plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  P.  B.  Petridos  for  the  defendant.  The 
claim  was  practically  admitted.  Defendant's  case  was  that 
the  plaintiffs  supplied  her  with  a  black  liquid  mixture 
called  "  strip,"  with  which  to  remove  stains  and  ironmould 
from  soiled  linen.  She  followed  plaintiffs'  directions,  but 
the  result  was  that  all  the  clothes  experimented  upon  were 
spoiled.  Several  of  her  customers  had  made  her  pay  com- 
pensation for  spoiling  their  sheets,  collars,  shirts,  etc., 
and  had  ceased  to  deal  with  -her.  Plaintiffs'  marking-ink 
when  used  ran  and  spoiled  many  collars. — Mr.  W.  J. 
Cannon,  F.C.S.,  16  Devonshire  Square,  said  he  found  that 
the  plaintiffs'  "strip"  contained  a  very  large  quantity  of 
sulphate  of  iron  and  18  per  cent,  of  sulphuric  acid,  loosely 
combined.  Such  chemicals  were  most  dangerous  and  de- 
cidedly deleterious  to  linen  goods.  Stains  used  to  be 
removed  from  linen  by  stannous  chloride  or  oxalic  acid. 
Sulphuric  acid  was  a  retrograde  step. — For  the  defence 
to  the  counterclaim,  William  Shone,  in  the  plaintiffs' 
service,  said  that  the  "strip"  had  been  used  for  many 
years  in  removing  stains  and  colours,  and  had  given 
universal  satisfaction.  Defendant  must  have  used  the 
marking-ink  on  wet  collars,  and  so  made  it  run.  If  the  de- 
fendant had  followed  the  instructions  for  using  the  "  strip," 
none  of  the  goods  would  have  been  damaged.  Several 
laundry  proprietors  also  stated  in  evidence  that  they  had 
used  the  "  strip  "  for  years  and  never  known  it  damage 
any  articles.  Defendant  must  have  misused  it. — Judge 
Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  said  it  was  not  necessary  for  him  to 
decide  whether  the  "strip"  was  good  or  not,  but  on 
the  facts  he  found  for  the  plaintiffs  for  11.  7s.  6c?.  on  the 
claim,  without  costs,  and  for  the  defendant  for  19?.  15s.  6d. 
on  the  counterclaim,  with  costs  on  the  higher  scale  because 
of  the  importance  of  the  case.  Plaintiffs'  man  evidently 
mixed  the  "strip"  improperly  when  he  called  upon  the 
defendant,  but  they  were  responsible  for  it.

Section  17  Offence. 
Mr.  A.  T.  Beoch,  chemist  and  druggist,  Brook  Street, 
Dundee,  was  charged  at  Dundee  Sheriff  Court  on  October  20 
with  having  sold  poison  without  observing  the  regulations 
of  Section  17.  A  fine  of  10s.  was  imposed  by  Sheriff 
Campbell  Smith.

The  extract  from  the  fresh  roots  is  of  that  nice  golden 
colour  which  indicates  care  in  preparation.  Wholesale 
buyers  should  obtain  samples  from  Messrs.  Stafford  Allen 
&  Sons,  the  prices  being  very  reasonable  owing  to  the 
plentiful  supply. 

Bulgarian  Health  Chocolate  Creams. — The  Standard 
Tablet  &  Pill  Co.,  Hove,  have  sent  us  a  sample  box  of 
these  chocolate  creams,  which  contain  a  concentrated  cul- 
ture of  the  bacillus  isolated  by  Massol  from  Bulgarian 
Yahomth.  The  idea  of  incorporating  these  bacilli  in 
chocolate  cream  is  a  brilliant  one,  the  desiccation  of  the 
bacilli  being  avoided  whilst  the  sugar  needed  as  a  medium 
for  the  production  of  lactic  acid  is  supplied  at  the  same 
time.  The  chocolate  creams  retail  at  Is.  9d.  per  box.  To 
assist  the  sale  the  company  supply  showcards  which  tell 
briefly  the  purpose  of  the  creams.  Compared  with  the 
trouble  involved  in  preparing  soured  milk  by  the  ordinary 
process,  the  presentation  of  the  ferment  in  this  form  is  an 
advance,  and  places  the  treatment  with  lactic-acid  bacilli 
on  a  popular  basis.  Chemists  would  do  well  to  bring  the 
creams  to  the  notice  of  local  medical  men  and  the  intelli- 
gent portion  of  the  public  who  can  appreciate  the  signifi- 
cance of  the  treatment.

Jecovol 

contains  50  per  cent,  of  cod-liver 

oil,  and  has  a  pleasant  spicy  flavour 

which  is  not  likely  to  pall  on  the 

palate.    It  is  being  brought  under 

the  notice  of  the  medical  profession, 

and  chemists  may  expect  to  receive 

inquiries  from  patients  for  whom 

Jecovol  has  been  ordered.  When 

commenting  upon  this  preparation 

in  reporting  on  the  Medical  Exhibi- 
tion, we  inadvertently  printed  the 

name    as    "  Jevocol  "    instead  of 

Jecovol.

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The  Fairchild  Trustees. 


THE  group  of  British  pharmacists  who  carry  out  from 
year  to  year  the  administration  of  the  Fairchild 
Scholarship  and  Prizes  were  faithfully  portrayed  on  the 
menu  card  of  a  dinner  which  Mr.  Samuel  W.  Fairchild, 
of  New  York,  gave  in  their  honour  at  the  Hyde  Park 
Hotel,  London,  on  the  evening  of  October  14.  Our  re- 
production of  the  group  is  tiny  compared  with  the  original 
(a  fine  example  of  Dempsey  &  Caroll  photogravure),  but  it 


is  possible  to  recognise  the  portraits — Mr.   Peter  Boa 
(Scotland),  Mr.  A.  Hagon  (Wales),  Messrs.  W.  Kirkby, 
A.  J.  Phillips,  and  A.  E.  Holden  (England),  and  Mr. 
\V.  F.  Wells  (Ireland).    The  company  invited  to  meet 
them  consisted  of  Professor  A.  W.  Crossley,  Mr.  Fred  M. 
Fisk,  Professor  H.  G.  Greenish,  Mr.  James  Grier,  Mr. 
J.  F.  Harrington  (Pres.  P.S.G.B.),  Mr.  John  Humphrey, 
Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  M.P.,  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan,  Mr. 
E.  Saville  Peck  (Sec.  B.P.C.),  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  Alderman 
R.  A.  Robinson,  Mr.  John  Smith  (Pres.  P.S.I. ),  and 
Mr.  W.  P.  Want.      Mr.  Fairchild  had  come  expressly 
from  New  York  to  give  the  dinner,  which  was  served  in 
the  round  room  of  the  hotel  overlooking  Hyde  Park,  and, 
as  on  a  similar  occasion  five  years  ago,  the  feast  was 
Arthurian  in  so  far  as  it  was  served  on  a  round  table, 
which,  however,  was  decorated  with  flowers  that  King 
Arthur  and  his  hundred  Knights  knew  not  of.  There 
were  many  and  fine  varieties  of  the  orchid  Cattleya 
Mendelii  in  a  carpet  of  Odontoqlossum  crispum,  sprayed 
in  the  yellow  and  black-dotted  blossoms  of  Onddium,  vari- 
co-?um.    The  alcoves  of  the  room  were  filled  with  Sunset 
roses,  Catherine  Mermet  roses,  and  Frau  Druski's ;  pink 
and  white  lilies  peeped  out  here  and  there;  and  the  elec- 
tric lights  seemed  to  grow  from  graceful  palms — Cocos 
fexvosa  and  Bambusa  variegata.    After  a  dinner  which 
was  as  refined  as  the  flowers  and  the  music  from  the 
zither-players,  "The  King"  was  toasted  by  Mr.  Fair- 
child,  and  Alderman  Robinson  capped  it  with  "  The  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States."    "British  Pharmacy"  was 
then  given  by  Mr.  Fairchild  in  a  brief  speech  appreciative 
of  the  efforts  of  our  Pharmaceutical  Societies  in  furthering 
the  interests  of  pharmacy  in  its  educational  and  profes- 
sional aspects,  and  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference's 
services  to  practical  pharmacy.    To  this  Mr.  Harrington, 
Mr.  Smith,  and  Mr.  Peck  replied,  each  speaking  of  the 
service  which  the  Scholarship  competition  has  been  to  the 


young  pharmacists  of  the  Principality  and  the  three 
Kingdoms.    Mr.  Idris  then  submitted  "  Pharmaceutical 
Education,"  recalling  some  incidents  of  his  first  acquaint- 
ance with  the  host  when  he  visited  New  York  about 
twenty  years  ago.     Professor  Greenish,  as  Dean  of  the- 
School  of  Pharmacy,  was  the  first  to  reply,  and  he  spoke- 
on  pre-qualification  studies ;  while  Dr.  Power  followed  (no* 
doubt  as  a  researcher)  on  post-graduate  studies.    He  was 
in  the  Junior  class  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Phar- 
macy when  Mr.  Fairchild  was  in  the  Senior — passing  out 
by  graduation  to  begin  with  his  brother,  Mr.  B.  T.  Fair- 
child,  that  venture  in  pure  retail  pharmacy — "no  soda- 
fountain,  cigars,  or  stationery,"  which  has  since  become 
a  principle  in  American  pharmacy,  although  not  all-per- 
vading.   "  The  health  of  the  Trustees "  was  the  next 
toast,  and  was  given  by  Mr.  Fairchild,  who  thanked  all" 
for  their  friendly  and  painstaking  work  towards  making: 
the  scheme  one  of  service  to  young  pharmacists  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  whether  or  not  they  gain  scholarship 
or  prize.    Mr.  Fairchild  is  young  enough  to  recall  his  own 
difficulties  as  a  student,  and  he  said  the  trustees  were- 
doing  a  work  which  merited  this  acknowledgment.  Mr. 
Boa,  the  first  to  reply,  stated  that  he  had  observed  a- 
marked  improvement  year  by  year  in  the  examination- 
prpers.    He  also  considered  that  the  Fairchild  Scholar- 
ship fills  a  gap  by  providing  complete  education  and  main- 
tenance for  young  men  who  without  it  might  have  to  wait 
long  before  they  could  qualify.    Mr.  Kirkby  in  his  reply 
referred  to  the  fact  that  since  the  last  dinner  Mr.  Fair- 
child's  Alma  Mater  had  conferred  on  him  the  degree  of 
Pharmaciaa  Magister.    As  Secretary  to  the  Trustees  Mr. 
Holden  furnished  interesting  statistics  of  the  scheme  since 
its  inception,  in  which,  he  said,  the  late  W.  Watson-Will 
and  John  W.   Bowen  assisted.    Since  the  inauguration 
dinner  in  May  1905  five  examinations  have  been  held,  and 
264  candidates  have  entered,  of  whom  226  sat,  England' 
furnishing  147,  Ireland  22,  Scotland  37,  and  Wales  20. 
Besides,  200  apprentices  interested  themselves  in  the  matter, 
and  many  of  them  would  have  entered  had  they  been  able  to 
fulfil  the  preliminary  conditions.    The  Scholarship  has  gone 
to  a  student  in  England  on  two  occasions  (1905  and  1907), 
Ireland  won  in  1906,  Scotland  in  1908,  and  this  year  Wales 
completed  the  cycle.    The  students  to  whom  the  prizes 
were  awarded  in  each  year  reached  a  stage  of  excellence1 
not  far  removed  from  that  attained  by  the  Scholars,  and 
sometimes  papers  of  high  distinction  were  written  by 
students  to   whom   neither   Scholarship   or   Prize  was 
awarded.    Indeed  one  lady  candidate  wrote  that  although 
she  was  unsuccessful  in  gaining  one  of  the  Prizes,  the 
examination  had  been  of  great  service  to  her  in  showing- 
her  where  her  weak  points  were,  and  she  passed  the 
Minor  immediately  after  without  going  to  college  at  all. 
The  only  other  toast  was  that  of  "  The  Host,"  which  was 
given  by  Mr.  Wells  in  an  eloquent  speech ;  and  Mr.  Fair- 
child,  in  acknowledging,  expressed  regret  that  Mr.  Hagon 
and  Mr.  Phillips  were  unable  to  be  present  owing  to  ill- 
nesses in  their  families.    Letters  of  regret  had  also  been 
received  from  Dr.  John  Attfield  and  Mr.  R.  Winfrey, 
M.P.    We  may  add  that  Mr.  Arthur  Strugnell  and  Miss 
Evelyn  Vernham  contributed  to  the  pleasure  of  the  occa- 
sion by  their  songs,  and  each  guest  carried  away  with 
him  a  cigarette-case  and  vesta-case  as  a  souvenir.  Mr. 
Fairchild  sailed  for  New  York  two  days  later.

Ferments  of  Drugs.— Dr.  Max  Winckel,  of  Munich, 
points  out  that  the  action  of  ferments  on  the  glucosidal  bodies 
plays  an  important  rule  during  the  drying  and  storage  of 
plants.  By  a  preliminary  heating  to  destroy  these  ferments 
their  action  is  removed.  This  process  is  utilised  in  the  manu- 
facture of  "  Robst  "• — fresh  fruits  (apples  or  grapes)  which 
retain  their  full  natural  qualities — because  the  fermentative 
process  cannot  take  place.  Further  successful  experiments 
on  similar  lines  have  been  made  with  digitalis  and  ergot.  In 
the  case  of  vanilla  the  author  found  that  on  destroying  the 
ferment  contained  in  the  fruit  the  characteristic  surface 
crystallisation  of  vanillin  did  not  take  place. 
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The  White  Cross  Congress. 

Held  in  Paris  this  Week. 


AFTER  the  inaugural  reception  of  the  foreign  delegates 
and  members  on  Sunday  afternoon  the  Sections  of  the 
.second  International  Congress  for  the  Suppression  of 
Fraud  in  Food  and  Drugs  settled  down  to  earnest  work 
in  the  chambers  and  halls  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  a 
■handsome  and  spacious  building  having  a  frontage  on  the 
Boulevard  St-Germain,  and  an  entrance  on  the  Rue  de 


Where  the  Congress  Met. 

1'Ecole  de  Medecine.  In  the  entrance  court  is  the  monu- 
ment to  Professor  Brouardel,  Chairman  of  the  last  Phar- 
maceutical Codex  Revision  Committee.  The  various 
rooms  are  plainly  indicated  by  temporary  inscriptions,  the 
Professors'  room  being  the  "Press  Room,"  and  so  on. 
All  these  little  points  which  make  for  the  efficiency  of 
a  Congress,  from  a  plan  of  the  premises  to  a  complete 
illustrated  programme  of  the  excursions  and  social  side 
of  the  Congress,  have  been  organised  in  a  systematic 
manner,  in  which  one  recognises  the  conspicuous  talent  of 
the  President  of  the  Congress,  Dr.  Bordas.  The  twenty- 
three  flags  which  waved  over  the  entrance  of  the  building 
eymbolised  the  number  of  nationalities  represented  at  the 
opening  meeting,  which  was  held  in  the  amphitheatre  of 
the  Ecole  Pratique.  Numerous  French  officials  and  dele- 
gates of  official  bodies  figured  on  the  platform  along  with 
the  officers  of  the  Congress.    Dr.  F.  Bordas  is  Principal 

of  the  laboratories  of  the 
Ministry  of  Pinance.  A 
man  gifted  as  an  adminis- 
trator as  well  as  an 
analyst,  a  genial  giant  of 
hearty  physique  and  a 
comparatively  youthful 
aspect,  which  some  folks  do 
not  at  first  associate  with 
his  high  scientific  attain- 
ments and  official  position, 
Dr.  Bordas  wears  the  red 
rosette  of  an  Officer  of  the 
Legion  of  Honour,  which 
itself  stamps  him  as  a  man 
of  high  rank.  M.  Vuille, 
President  of  the  White 
Cross  Society  of  Geneva, 
opened  the  proceedings, 
briefly  alluding  to  the  cir- 
De.  Bordas.  cumstances  which  had  led 

up  to  the  present  gather- 
ing. He  also  thanked  the  French  Premier  and  Ministers 
f  or  their  official  patronage,  and  the  various  Governments 
represented  for  their  support.  He  referred  to  the  Sac- 
^"•nier.C°ngreSS'  and  mentioned  that  an  Internationa] 
Official  Committee  will  probably  meet  in  Paris  next  month. 
The  White  Cross  Society  was  represented  at  the  Chemistry 
Congress  in  London  last  May  by  Dr.  Bordas,  then  actual 
President.  M.  Vuille  hoped  that  the  international  action 
which  had  effected  such  remarkable  results  with  regard  to 
the  Red  Cross  organisation,  the  Postal  Union,  copyright, 


|  and  trade-marks  would  now  be  extended  to  the  protection 
of  pure  aliments.  M.  Ruau,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
after  acknowledging  the  cordial  reception  accorded  to  him 
at  Geneva  last  year,  sketched  in  broad  and  eloquent 
fashion  the  objects  of  the  Congress,  and  claimed  for  the 
French  Anti-Adulteration  Act  of  1905  the  first  idea  of 
uniting  the  efforts  of  traders  and  manufacturers  with  "the 
impartial  guardians  of  scientific  truth  "  for  the  protection 
of  the  consumer.  In  addition  to  MM.  Muntz,  Guignard, 
and  Landouzy,  whose  names  alone  were  a  veritable  pro- 
gramme, they  had,  he  added,  his  friend  Professor  Bordas, 
M.  Roux  (always  first  in  the  breach),  and  M.  Franche, 
as  well  as  a  galaxy  of  foreign  savants.  He  was  firmly 
convinced  that  the  "  Codex  Alimentarius,"  which  would 
be  the  result  of  the  labours  of  the  Congress,  would  form 
alike  the  code  of  the  international  hygienist  and  of 
international  honest  commerce  and  manufacture.  Certain 
Courts  had  already  quoted  the  text  of  Genevan  decisions 
in  giving  judgment  in  disputed  cases,  and  he  hoped  that 
in  future  all  nations  would  base  their  regulations  on  the 
code  of  purity  thus  established.  Just  as  the  Red  Cross 
of  Geneva  protected  the  wounded  of  all  nations  on  the 
field  of  battle,  the  White  Cross  would  protect  the  con- 
sumer and  honest  dealer  in  every  country. 
Dr.  Bordas  then  delivered  his 

inaugural  Address. 

In  the  course  of  this  he  stated  that  the  Geneva  Congress 
had  found  it  impossible  to  complete  the  first  portion  of 
its  work,  so  that  the  present  Congress  had,  before  proceed- 
ing further,  to  examine  the  operations  necessary  for  the 
pieparation  of  chemically  pure  aliments,  and  to  establish 
the  definition  of  crude  drugs  and  chemicals,  etc.  When 
this  was  done  they  would  ask  their  friends  the  doctors 
and  hygienists  to  join  them  in  studying  a  series  of  ques- 
tions. But  before  going  further  he  gave  some  indis- 
pensable explanations  regarding  dings  and  chemicals. 
Through  a  misunderstanding,  caused  by  the  title  chosen 
for  the  first  Congress,  the  "Pharmaceutical  Products" 
Section  (as  it  was  then  called)  was  not  able  to  meet  during 
the  Geneva  sessions.  There  was  an  impression  that  com- 
pound medicaments  (of  which  the  pieparation  and  charac- 
teristics are  described  in  the  Pharmacopoeias  of  different 
countries)  were  to  be  studied  and  defined,  whereas  the 
idea  of  the  organisers  of  the  first  Congress  was  simply  to 
draw  up  definitions  of  commercially  pure  chemicals  and  of 
raw  vegetable  and  animal  substances  used  in  the  drug- 
trade.  The  French  delegation  alone  having  drawn  up  a 
complete  list  of  this  kind,  the  meeting  unanimously 
decided  to  postpone  the  discussion  to  the  next  Congress, 
and  voted  the  following  resolution,  drafted  by  Professor 
Perrot,  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  at  the  Paris  Superior 
School  of  Pharmacy  : 

(1)  The  White  Cross  Bureau,  in  view  of  the  large  number 
of  products  to  be  examined,  shall  immediately  draw  uo  a 
list  of  crude  drugs  and  chemicals,  of  which  the  definition 
shall  be  discussed  and  adopted  at  the  next  Congress. 

(2)  The  work  of  this  Section  shall  be  strictly  limited  to 
crude  drugs  and  drug-trade  chemicals,  to  the  exclusion  of 
compound  medicaments  of  which  the  preparation  and  sale 
is  regulated  by  the  pharmacy  laws  of  each  country. 

(3)  That  in  drawing  up  the  list  in  question  the  work 
already  done  by  the  French  delegation  shall  be  taken  into 
account,  and  the  products  therein  named  shall  in  any  case 
figure  on  the  list. 

(4)  That,  to  avoid  further  misunderstanding,  the  matter 
shall  be  duly  notified  to  the  groups  of  the  various  nations 
interested  which  are  to  co-operate  in  the  work  of  the  Inter- 
national White  Cross  Congress. 

Finally,  the  Geneva  Congress  decided  to  substitute  the 
expression  "Crude  Drugs  and  Chemicals"  for  "Pharma- 
ceutical Products." 

The  Directing  Committee  of  the  White  Cross  having 
approved  these  resolutions,  M.  Bulo  was  instructed  to 
bring  the  matter  before  the  Bureau  of  the  second  Congress 
to  enable  the  list  and  definitions  to  be  drawn  up  as  early 
as  possible.  M.  Guignard,  President,  and  MM.  Perrot 
and  Grimbert,  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Drugs  and  Chemicals 
Section,  were  asked  last  year  to  meet  and  draft  the  list 
and  make  it  known  as  far  as  possible.  Thanks  to  the 
erergy  of  Professor  Perrot  and  his  collaborators,  the  work 
was  terminated,  not  only  in  time  to  be  printed  in  French, 
but  also  to  be  translated  into  English  and  German,  and 
thus  distributed  abroad.    "  So  much  for  the  Crude  Drugs 
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and  Chemical  Section,"  concluded  Dr.  Bordas.  "  Now, 
how  are  we  going  to  clear  off  in  these  few  meetings  our 
back  work  and  face  the  new  necessities  of  our  Paris 
programme  ?  The  problem  is  by  no  means  an  easy  one 
to  solve."  The  remedy  seemed  to  be  to  count  on  the 
methodical  and  hearty  aid  of  trade  associations.  The 
French  delegation  therefore  invited  them  to  join  in  the 
work  of  drafting  a  uniform  and  precisely  worded 
formulary  as  a  base  to  be  respected  in  all  discussions. 
The  principle  that  the  definitions  adopted  at  Geneva 
should  be  in  no  case  re-discussed  was  formally  laid  down 
by  the  White  Cross  Committee  of  Direction  and  accepted 
by  the  Parisian  organisers.  Such  definitions  might, 
however,  in  exceptional  cases  be  completed,  provided  the 
additions  should  not  modify  their  general  sense  and  pur- 
port. This  decided,  each  group  was  invited  to  study 
accurately  the  various  operations  considered  indispensable 
for  the  preparation  of  chemically  pure  aliments.  Those 
which  did  not  appear  indispensable,  but  to  which  it  seems 
necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  consumers,  were  subse- 
quently classed  as  "permissible  (facultative)  operations." 
Finally,  all  desiderata  not  coming  under  these  two  heads 
were  noted  in  the  form  of  resolutions.  These  projects 
were  communicated  by  the  Paris  Association  to  pro- 
vincial bodies.  The  reports  of  the  French  delegations 
already  distributed,  mostly  drawn  up  by  chairmen  of 
trade  associations,  give  the  tangible  results  of  this  work. 
Naturally,  agreement  was  not  always  arrived  at ;  discus- 
sion was  sometimes  keenest  on  minor  points.  In  such 
cases  Dr.  Bordas  and  his  colleagues  acted  as  peacemakers. 
He  mentioned  these  details,  not  only  to  illustrate  some  of 
their  difficulties,  but  also  to  claim  indulgence  should  all 
not  be  as  complete  and  satisfactory  as  could  be  wished. 
When  this  was  completed  the  organisers  found  their  work 
had  but  begun.  An  office  had  to  be  organised  in  each 
foreign  coantry  and  induced  to  make  a  similar  effort. 
Here,  as  a  rule,  the  link  of  the  trade  association  was 
lacking,  and  the  organisation  adopted  in  France  was  con- 
sequently impossible.  But  French  documents  were  trans- 
lated into  German  and  English  and  distributed  as  speci- 
mens of  the  objects  and  methods  of  the  Congress.  Then, 
once  the  French  and  foreign  delegations  had  handed  in 
their  documents,  a  summary  had  to  be  drawn  up.  This 
was  done  by  M.  Xavier  Rocques  for  the  alimentary  por- 
tion, and  by  M.  Fayolle  for  drugs,  chemicals,  essential 
oils,  and  mineral  waters.  Having  thus  explained  methods, 
etc.,  Dr.  Bordas  begged  the  congressists  not  to  lose  a 
moment  of  the  short  time  at  their  disposal.  All  necessary 
■details  were  in  their  hands  in  printed  form.  The  only 
counsel  he  would  allow  himself  to  give  was  to  be  as  brief 
in  debate  as  possible.  This  would  be  the  only  way  to 
exhaust  the  long  notice-paper  on  dispensing.  "  Our  task 
is  terminated,"  concluded  Dr.  Bordas;  "yours  now 
begins."  Turning  to  M.  Ruau,  he  expressed  in  a  few 
well-chosen  phrases  the  thanks  of  the  French  delegation 
for  the  Minister's  personal  presence  and  patronage.  The 
official  delegates  of  various  Governments  having  mutually 
complimented  their  French  hosts  and  one  another,  the 
congressists  flocked  out  into  the  fresh,  summer-like  air 
outside,  to  prepare  for  work  on  the  following  morning. 

Section  III. 

The  Amphitheatre  of  Pharmacology,  where  the  Third 
Section  (drags,  chemicals,  essential  oils,  and  mineral 
waters)  meets,  is  a  spacious  lecture-theatre  capable  of 
seating  some  200  persons.  It  is  interesting  as  being  the 
special  domain  of  Professor  Gabriel  Pouchet,  who,  it  will 
be  remembered,  sat  on  the  last  Pharmaceutical  Codex 
Revision  Committee.  It  dates,  like  all  this  the  most 
modern  portion  of  the  Faculty,  from  1900.  The  oldest 
portion  of  the  establishment  is  the  Musee  Dupuytren,  the 
anatomical  museum  on  the  other  side  of  the  Rue  de  l'Ecole 
de  Medecine,  which  is  the  old  chapel  of  the  Convent  of 
Cordeliers,  where  met  the  famous  club  which  played  such 
an  important  part  in  the  great  French  Revolution.  All 
this  part  of  Paris  is  full  of  such  souvenirs  :  only  a  few 
score  yards  away  is  the  house  where  Camille  Desmoulins 
■was  arrested  ;  Danton's  house  (which  has  now  disappeared) 
was  near  where  his  statue  stands  to-day.  M.  Guignard, 
Director  of  the  Ecole  de  Pharmacie,  Paris,  is  President  of 
the  Section. 


The  first  meeting  of  the  Section  was  held  on  Tuesday 
morning  and  was  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the 
definition  of 

Mineral  Waters 

drawn  up  by  the  Congress  at  Geneva  last  year.  The  chair 
was  taken  soon  after  9  a.m.  by  M.  Ed.  Bonjean,  head  of  the- 
laboratory  of  the  Superior  Council  of  Public  Hygiene,  when*

seventy  to  eighty  members  were  present.  A  keen  and 
sometimes  almost  stormy  discussion  took  place.  The  Geneva 
definition  was  that 

A  natural  mineral  water  is  from  a  commercial  point  of 
view,  that  which  at  its  place  of  origin,  such  as  it  bursts  forth 
from  the  ground,  is  directly  placed  in  the  same  receptacles 
in  which  it  is  delivered  to  the  consumer. 

Watertight  canalisation,  mechanical  pumping,  storage  in 
closed  tanks  for  springs  of  feeble  yield,  were  admitted  -r 
but  all  manipulations,  it  was  specified,  should  be  stated  on 
the  label.  It  was  known  that  these  definitions  were  f  reely 
criticised  in  some  quarters,  and  that  these  complaints  would 
not  fail  to  find  expression  at  the  Paris  Congress.  At 
Tuesday's  gathering  the  bulk  of  those  present  appeared  to- 
be  members  of  the  French  mineral-water  trade,  with  a* 
sprinkling  of  pharmacists,  including  M.  Vaudin,  Presi- 
dent of  the  General  Association,  and  his  colleagues, 
M.  Collard  and  M.  Crinon.  Professor  Perrot,  of  the 
Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  who  has  been  in  charge  of 
the  Crude-drug  Section,  followed  the  discussion  closely, 
and  ever  and  anon  replying,  as  the  advocate  of  scientific 
purity,  to  the  criticisms  of  the  trade  element,  while  Pro- 
fessors Grimbert  and  Moureu  "sat  up  aloft,"  silent  and! 
attentive  witnesses  of  their  colleagues'  combat  with  com- 
mercialism. M.  Crinon,  jun.,  then  rose  to  support  a  resolu- 
tion inscribed  on  the  blackboard  while  the  mineral-water 
debate  still  raged  in  favour  of  extending  this  prohibition 
of  the  undue  assumption  of  the  names  of  springs  to  the  salts 
and  by-products.  The  meeting  seemed  distinctly  in  his 
favour,  but  the  Chairman  declined  to  take  a  vote  on  the- 
subject.  Resolutions  could  be  proposed,  he  held,  but  if  not 
on  the  notice-paper  could  not  be  debated  or  voted  upon. 
A  murmur  of  protest  greeted  the  announcement,  but 
M.  Bonjean,  tapping  a  pile  of  papers  deliberately  with  his 
pencil,  insisted  that  they  had  still  much  to  do  and  the- 
clock  hands  were  approaching  the  midday  hour  sacred  to 
dejeuner  in  France.  Half  his  hearers  rose  to  their  feet, 
and  a  dozen  were  speaking  at  once,  and  M.  Collard  profited' 
by  a  moment's  comparative  silence  to  make  a  last  appeal  to 
the  chair.  The  discussion  was  becoming  heated.  The 
definition  of  "natural  mineral  water,"  as  drawn  up  at 
Geneva,  was  finally  carried  by  a  majority,  after  the  words 
"  except  from  harmful  germs  "  had  been  added.  Complete 
definitions  were  passed  as  follows  : 

A  natural  mineral-water  is,  from  a  commercial  point  of 
view,  that  which  at  its  place  of  origin,  such  as  it  bursts. 
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forth  from  the  ground,  is  directly  placed  in  the  same 
'receptacles  in  which  it  is  delivered  to  the  consumer  free 
from  harmful  germs. 

Mineral  water  is  the  non-contaminated  natural  water 
proposed  for  consumption  on  account  of  its  special  thera- 
peutic or  hygienic  properties. 

The  term  table  water  "  is  exclusively  applied  to  natural 
waters. 

The  terms  "gaseous  or  aerated  mineral  water"  or 
"  gaseous  or  aerated  water  "  imply  a  natural  mineral  water. 

The  question  of  bottling,  etc.,  then  came  under  discussion. 
The  Geneva  decision — 

The  work  of  collecting  mineral  water  should  in  no  case 
alter  the  composition  of  such  water :  water-tight  canalisa- 
tion, mechanical  lifting,  storage  in  hermetically  closed 
tanks  put  up  over  springs  of  a  feeble  yield,  do  not  change 
the  natural  character  of  the  water — 

was  not,  the  Chairman  held,  open  to  discussion,  and  the 
subsequent  paragraph — 

All  manipulations  must  be  visibly  indicated  upon  the 
label  fixed  to  the  receptacle  containing  the  water  such  as 
it  is  delivered  to  the  consumer — 

•was  carried  nem.  con.,  and  so  the  matter  went  on. 

Another  lively  discussion,  in  which  M.  Crinon,  Schamel- 
liout,  Lavalle,  etc.,  took  part,  preceded  the  adoption  of  the 
following  important  resolution  : 

Any  water  not  answering  to  the  definitions  of  natural 
water  or  mineral  water,  or  having  been  manipulated  other- 
wise than  as  above  indicated,  should  be  termed  "  artificial." 
Water,  however,  into  which  carbonic  anhydrid  has  been 
introduced  under  pressure,  but  which  has  not  been  other- 
wise manipulated,  may  be  described  as  "  seltzer  water." 

After  waters  in  barrels  and  carboys  were  disposed  of,  the 
following  resolutions  were  carried  nem,  con.  : 

1.  That  the  title  "mineral  water"  be  reserved  to 
natural  waters  officially  recognised  as  possessing  thera- 
peutic properties. 

2.  That  it  be  forbidden  to  give  natural  water,  natural 
mineral  water,  or  artificial  water,  the  name  of  a  pre-exist- 
ing spring  or  of  a  locality  known  for  its  springs. 

3.  That  the  same  natural  water  or  natural  mineral  water 
shall  not  be  delivered  to  the  consumer  under  two  different 
names. 

The  following  definitions  were  also  voted,  after  some 
remarks  by  M.  Schamelhoat  : 

4.  That  artificial  waters  shall  be  sold  in  recipients  of 
special  form,  like  syphons,  that  the  said  recipients  shall 
necessarily  have  a  label  bearing  the  words  "  artificial 
waters,"  followed  by  an  indication  of  the  manipulations  to 
which  the  water  has  been  subject. 

5.  That  seltzer  water  may  only  be  prepared  with  sterilised 
water  or  pure  water  and  commercially  pure  carbonic  acid. 

The  purity  of  ice  was  discussed  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  and 
Wednesday  morning  was  devoted  to 

Essential  Oils. 
Some  forty  or  forty-five  persons  were  present,  few  of 
whom  appeared  to  be  retail  pharmacists,  and  the  proceed- 
ings had  the  calm  repose  of  a  purely  scientific  discussion. 
M.  Perrot,  who  presided  (supported  by  Professor  Armand 
Gautier  and  M.  Fayolle),  adopted  a  systematic  and  business- 
like fashion  of  dealing  with  the  long  notice-paper.  The 
Geneva  decisions,  printed  in  full  in  the  green-covered  French 
programme  which  has  been  so  freely  distributed,  was  read 
out  by  M.  Fayolle,  oil  of  copaiba  being  the  first  monograph 
read,  and  on  this  a  very  detailed  contribution  by  Messrs. 
Schimmel  &  Co.,  presented  by  the  German  delegation,  was 
then  read.  M.  Perrot  then  called  in  rotation  on  any  members 
who  wished  to  present  any  observation.  These  being  given, 
he  next  consulted  M.  Pillet  (President  of  the  French 
Essential  Oil  Manufacturers'  Association),  who  was  specially 
installed  at  a  small  table  facing  the  Presidential  fauteuils, 
to  give  his  opinion,  after  which  a  vote  was  taken.  This 
system  was  followed  in  regard  to  each  oil. 

Some  Papers. 

The  interesting  feature  of  these  Congresses  is  thus  to 
sec  theoretical  and  practical  men  of  different  nations 
brought  into  contact.  The  essentially  international  cha- 
racter of  the  Congress  may  be  briefly  indicated  by  the 
list  of  papers  already  submitted.

One  of  the  largest  grocery 
establishments  in  Paris  was  afterwards  inspected,  and  m 
the  afternoon  an  excursion  was  made  to  the  chocolate  factory 
of  MM.  Menier  freres,  a  firm  well  known  in  the  drug-trade 
before  this  portion  of  their  business  was  sold  to  the  Phar- 
macie  Centrale  de  France.  The  visit  to  the  Hotel  de  Ville 
took  place  at  5  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  when  a  reception  was 
held  by  the  municipality  of  Paris.  The  Minister  of  Com- 
merce will  receive  the  Congressists  at  10  p.m.  on  Thursday 
(this  was  fixed  for  Wednesday,  but  afterwards  postponed).

French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent) 


Pharmaceutical  Trade-marks.— The  recent  decision  of 
the  Court  of  Cassation  that  the  name  "  Pyramidon  "  could 
not  be  considered  an  exclusive  property,  has  been  criticised 
by  M.  Fourneau,  who  holds  that  such  decisions  deprive  the 
inventor  of  a  new  chemical  of  his  just  rights.  A  pharma- 
ceutical journal  combats  at  some  length  M.  Fourneau's  con- 
clusions, and  points  out  that  pharmaceutical  associations 
have  declared  in  favour  of  a  system  by  which  the  name 
under  which  a  new  product  is  first  presented  to  the  medical 
profession  should  necessarily  become  public  property. 
Should  the  inventor  wish  to  reserve  his  rights  he  has  only 
to  place  his  own  name— to  which  no  one  will  dispute  his 
exclusive  right — before  or  after  this  scientific  name,  such  as 
"Piperazine,  Midy,"  or  "  Creosol,  Dubois,"  or  adopt  a 
special  and  fancy  title,  such  as  "  Neurosine  "  for  glycero- 
phosphate of  lime.

Cream-emulsion  Display. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Martin,  Willow  Bridge  Street,  Leicester,  sends 
this  photo.  The  lower  half  of  window  represents  a  tank,  in 
which  the  codfish  (printed  in  colours  on  paper  and  stuck  on 
cardboard)  are  swimming-  by  means  of  wire  fastened  to  the 
top  of  window.  The  window  is  painted  on  the  inside  with 
a  tinted  varnish,  while  at  the  back  is  green  crinkled  paper, 
which  is  kept  in  position  by  a  staying  of  2-in.  square  board. 
The  lifebuoys  are  cut  out  from  ticket-board  and  painted  and 
shaded,  and  the  words  printed  in  white  and  black.  These 
-are  suspended  half  in  and  half  out  of  the  water  by  means  of 
wire  from  top,  while  to  them  is  fastened  a  bottle  of  the  Cream 
Emulsion,  which,  of  course,  "  Saves  Life."  At  the  bottom  of 
the  tank  is  a  liberal  supply  of  sand,  shells,  fossils,  and  bottles 
of  emulsion  dotted  about.  Imitation  moss  supplies  the  neces- 
sary growths.  The  bottles,  which  look  apparently  full  of 
emulsion,  are  covered  with  white  demy,  cut  level  at  neck  to 
continue  the  illusion,  and  when  neck  label  and  ordinary  label 
are  stuck  on  they  look  very  much  like  the  real  article.  White 
letters  are  cut  out  of  paper  as  usual  and  stuck  on  the  window. 
The  secret  of  the  whole  thing  is  the  varnish  effect,  which 
•causes  the  fish  to  look  like  being  in  real  water.  Further,  it 
was  a  big  business-bringer,  and  Mr.  Martin  followed  it  up 
with  a  distribution  of  handbills.

Olive  Oil  in  Asia  Minor.— The  Acting  British  Consul- 
General  at  Smyrna  reports  that  the  coming  olive  oil  yield  in 
the  districts  of  Smyrna,  Mitylene,  and  Aivali  is  estimated  at 
from  44,000  to  45,000  tons,  as  against  about  33,000  tons  last 
season.  From  80  to  85  per  cent,  of  the  yield  will  be  consumed 
in  the  country,  either  for  eating  purposes  or  for  soap  making. 
The  importation  of  cotton-seed  oil,  formerly  prohibited,  is 
now  permitted,  and,  as  this  oil  is  much  cheaper  than  olive 
oil,  it  has  since  last  winter  been  used  largely  both  for 
eating  purposes  and  in  the  soap  industry.  It  is  proposed, 
however,  to  denature  cotton-seed  oil  at  customs  entry. 
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Observations  and  Reflections.

Ireland 

would  seem  to  be  one  of  the  most  restful  spots  on  earth, 
if  pharmaceutical  indications  can  be  trusted.  Exactly  a 
dozen  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  attended  the 
annual  meeting  of  that  body  in  Dublin  last  week,  and  for 
the  fourth  year  in  succession  there  was  no  contest  for  seats 
on  its  Council.  It  is  polite  to  interpret  this  absence  of 
internal  commotion  as  a  respectful  manifestation  of  com- 
plete satisfaction  with  the  procedure  of  the  actual  govern- 
ing body  ;  and  no  doubt  to  a  certain  extent  that  explanation 
is  a  correct  one.  But  it  cannot  be  a  sign  of  vigorous  health 
that  334  persons — and  Irish  persons,  let  it  be  remembered — 
should  continue  year  after  year  to  be  so  placidly  contented 
in  regard  to  matters  which  must  affect  their  material 
interests  a  little,  however  perfectly  the  work  may  be  done. 
Moreover,  it  appears  from  the  President's  statement  that 
there  are  more  than  thirteen  hundred  licentiates  of  the 
Society  who  do  not  care  enough  about  the  policy  adopted 
even  to  acquire  the  influence  of  a  vote  ;  while  when  748 
qualified  persons,  "keeping  open  shop"  for  the  sale  of 
poisons,  were  asked  a  question  the  answer  to  which  might 
have  helped  the  Council  to  protect  their  businesses  in  some 
degree,  only  twenty-six  took  the  trouble  to  reply.  It  is 
greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  few  pharmacists  in  Ireland  who 
have  been  willing  to  bear  the  burden  that  they  should  have 
continued  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  Society  so  long  and 
so  patiently  in  the  face  of  so  much  undemonstrative  grati- 
tude, as  this  attitude  of  their  constituents  may  be 
euphemistically  described. 
The  Editorial  Endorsement 

of  the  remarks  made  on  this  page 
last  week  in  reference  to  the  possibility  of  promoting 
interest  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Benevolent  Fund  by  the 
annual  election  of  a  few  "  extra  "  members  to  the  advisory 
committee  which  deals  with  its  administration,  encourages 
me  to  supplement  the  considerations  then  set  forth  by  one 
from  a  different  point  of  view.  Since  1868,  when  the  benefits 
of  the  Fund  were  extended  to  all  registered  chemists  and  their 
families,  the  investments,  the  subscriptions,  and  the  assist- 
ance afforded  have  all  multiplied  four-  or  five-fold.  This 
is  perhaps  what  might  have  been  anticipated,  but  it  is  not 
the  less  fair  to  recognise  that  the  augmentation  of  the  means 
to  meet  the  largely  increased  demands  have  been  supplied 
to  a  large  extent  by  persons  and  firms  not  specially  asso- 
ciated with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  new  policy 
adopted  in  1868  was  wise  as  well  as  generous,  and  it  would 
probably  be  similarly  wise  and  generous  to  ask  the  persons 
and  firms  alluded  to  to  send  representatives  to  the  com- 
mittee, and  thus  contribute  personal  service  as  well  as 
money  :  a  sure  way  of  maintaining  and  developing  their 
interest  in  the  objects  of  the  Fund  towards  which  they  have 
already  shown  so  much  sympathy. 
The  Analysis  of  Secret  Remedies 

is  the  fairest,  and  probably 
the  most  effective,  form  of  reprisal  open  to  the  medical  pro- 
fession against  their  irregular  but  formidable  competitors, 
the  advertisers  of  proprietary  medicines.  The  reprint  of 
the  articles  from  the  "  British  Medical  Journal  "  exposing 
the  cost  and  composition  of  many  of  the  most  widely  puffed 
of  these  products,  ought  to  satisfy  the  most  passionate  of 
the  anti-quackery  crusaders.  They  are  never  likely  to  get 
a  prohibitory  Act,  and  a  Royal  Commission,  which  would 
have  to  listen  to  both  sides,  and  might  record  cases  of  won- 
derful cures  effected  by  nostrums  after  the  regular  faculty 


had  failed,  is  not  an  altogether  safe  tribunal  to  clamour  for. 
Just  now,  however,  a  curious  complication  occurs.  With 
the  natural  desire  to  educate  the  public  as  fully  as 
possible,  the  "B.M.J."  sent  advertisements  of  its 
book  to  fourteen  journals.  The  advertisement  was 
inserted  in  the  "Daily  Telegraph,"  "Manchester 
Guardian,"  "  Glasgow  Herald,"  "Spectator,"  "Punch," 
"John  Bull,"  "Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  and  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist.  It  was  at  first  declined,  but 
afterwards  accepted,  by  the  "Daily  Mail";  but  was 
refused  by  the  "Express,"  "Chronicle,"  "Star," 
"Graphic,"  and  "News  of  the  World."  These  journals 
"  assign  no  reason  for  their  refusal,"  and  it  is  not  unreason- 
ably inferred  that  they  were  influenced  by  the  "  very  con- 
siderable revenue"  they  derive  from  "  the  _  nostrum- 
mongers."  It  will  probably  be  agreed  that  their  conduct 
in  this  matter  is  not  up  to  sporting  standard,  but  perhaps 
their  conductors  have  not  realised  the  enormity  of  "the 
nefarious  traffic,"  as  it  is  so  glibly  designated  in  medical 
circles. 

Among  the  5,560  Words 

dealt  with  in  the  latest  part  of  the 
Oxford  English  Dictionary  (Prophesy-Pyxis)  there  are  not 
more  than  half  a  dozen  of  distinct  pharmaceutical  interest 
if  we  exclude  the  "  protos  "  and  "  pseudos  "  and  "  pyros," 
and  other  chemical  and  medical  terms  constructed  from  the 
Greek.  It  may  be  here  noted  that  Sir  James  Murray  com- 
ments reproachfully  on  the  English  "  unscholarly  practice  " 
of  dropping  the  sound  of  the  p  in  words  from  the  Greek 
beginning  with  "  ps,"  as,  for  example,  in  "  pseudo," 
"psoriasis,"  and  "psychical."  Our  ancestors  set  the  bad 
example  with  "psalm,"  and  Sir  James  has  no  hope  of 
restoring  the  proper  pronunciation  to  that  word  and  its 
relatives ;  but  he  urges  that  in  scientific  terms  generally  a 
more  correct  habit  should  prevail,  as  it  does,  he  says,  among 
French  and  German  scholars.  He  extends  the  same 
criticism  to  words  beginning  with  "  pt,"  such  as 
"  ptomaine,"  for  instance.  This  word  comes  in  for  a  further 
application  of  the  etymological  lash  as  having  been  "  blun- 
deringly formed  by  Professor  Selmi,  of  Bologna,"  who  dis- 
covered the  corpse  alkaloids  in  1876.  He  ought  to  have 
named  them  "  ptomatines."  Our  word  "  puke,"  for  vomit, 
has  not  been  traced  further  back  than  to  Shakespeare's 
familiar  "  mewling  and  puking  in  the  nurse's  arms."  Pul- 
satilla is  a  diminutive  of  "  pulsata,"  beaten  or  driven 
about,  and,  according  to  Linnasus,  means  in  this  case  a 
flower  beaten  by  the  wind.  It  is  of  interest  to  remember 
that  the  generic  name  "anemone"  similarly  means  the 
wind-flower.  "  Pulver "  was  once  a  current  word  in 
English  for  dust.  "  Pulver  Wednesday  "  for  Ash  Wednes- 
day is  quoted  from  the  Paston  Papers  (1484).  "  Pulvil  "' 
and  "  pulvilio  "  were  terms  for  toilet  or  cosmetic  powders. 
"  Pumice,"  from  the  Latin  pumex,  is  synonymous  with  the 
French  ponce  or  pounce.  "Ptisan"  is  from  the  Greek 
ptissane,  peeled  or  pearl  barley.  "Purge"  is  traced  to 
early  Latin  pur-igare,  conveying  the  original  sense  of  to> 
bring  about  purity.  Perhaps 
Prunella, 

which  is  still  familiar  to  pharmacists  as  the  name  of 
the  special  form  of  fused  nitre,  is  the  word  in  this  part  with 
the  most  interesting  history  to  us.  Boerhaave  (1732)  is  the- 
authority  for  the  derivation  of  the  term  from  the  name 
given  popularly  to  a  sort  of  quinsy  which  was  epidemic  in- 
some  German  armies  in  the  sixteenth  century,  and  was 
characterised  by  the  tongue  and  mouth  being  of  a  brown 
colour.  Hence  the  disease  was  first  called  die  Braune,  then* 
brunel,  and  afterwards  prunel  and  prunella.  The  salt, 
(which,  it  may  be  stated,  was  at  that  time  prepared  by 
deflagrating  some  sulphur  with  the  fused  nitre)  proved  to 
be  a  valuable  remedy  in  the  treatment  of  the  complaint, 
and  so  acquired  the  name.  The  plant  Prunella  vulgaris, 
commonly  known  as  "self-heal,"  was  likewise  used  as  a 
remedy  against  the  prunella,  and  the  designation  was  given 
to  it  for  the  same  reason.  The  prunella  indicated  in  Pope's 
familiar  couplet — ■ 

Worth  makes  the  man,  and  want  of  it  the  fellow; 

The  rest  is  all  but  leather  or  prunella 

— was  a  material  used  for  clergymen's  gowns  and  for  the 
uppers  of  ladies'  boots,  and  apparently  got  its  name  frorts 
the  French  prunclle,  the  sloe,  on  account  of  its  colour.  j

Ebttorial  Comments* 


Poison-licence. 

That,  every  measure  taken  against  the  improper  granting  of 
poison-licences  having  been  ineffective,  immediate  steps  be  taken 
to  press  upon  H.M.  Ministers  the  justice  of  issuing  a  circular  to 
the  "  bodies  "  concerned  in  accordance  with  the  specifio  state- 
ments of  the  Ministers  in  charge  of  the  Bill  during  its  passage 
through  Parliament.— Motion  by  Mr.  R.  L.  Gifjord  at  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  not  seconded.—"  C.  &  D.,"  October  2,  p.  546. 

This  meeting  expresses  disappointment  at  the  inaction  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  in  not  obtaining  from  the  Government 
an  authoritative  statement  on  the  words  "  the  reasonable  re- 
quirements of  the  public  "  in  Section  2,  Sub-section  2,  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  It  would  appear  from  state- 
ments made  in  the  House  of  Lords  that  it  was  not  the  intention 
of  the  Government  that  poison-licences  should  be  granted  indis- 
criminately. The  committee  would  urge  upon  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council  the  absolute  necessity  of  taking  some  decisive  action, 
either  in  the  form  of  a  test-case  or  by  approaching  the  Privy 
Council,  in  order  that  flagrant  cases  of  indiscriminately  granting 
licences  might  be  investigated. — Cumberland  and  Westmoreland 
Chemists'  Association,  "  C.  &  D.,"  October  9,  p.  583. 

The  inaction  in  England  is  admitted,  but  the  Assistant- 
Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Scotland  has 
been  most  active  in  opposing  the  granting  of  licences,  the 
results  rather  justifying  the  policy  of  inactivity  which  has 
been  adopted  for  the  territory  south  of  the  Border.  In 
Cumberland  the  number  of  licences  granted  is  exceeded, 
proportionately,  by  only  one  other  district  in  England, 
viz.,  Lancashire.  It  is  a  mere  coincidence  that  our  quota- 
tions come  from  representatives  of  these  districts.  Dis- 
content in  regard  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  inaction 
does  not  exist  in  these  districts  alone;  it  is  widely  spread, 
and  it  is  deep.  The  inactivity  is  not  masterly.  At  the 
July  meeting  the  Council  resolved  to  do  something,  and 
adopted  a  motion  by  Mr.  Young,  which  was  referred  to 
the  General  Purposes  Committee,  which  body  reported  on 
September  29  that  "consideration  of  the  matter  was 
deferred  pending  further  evidence,  which  the  Secretary 
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was  directed  to  obtain."  This  does  not  look  as  if  the 
Council  had  got  a  grip  of  the  subject  at  all.  It  is  more 
like  playing  with  it,  and  frittering  time  away,  which  is 
inexcusable  because,  whether  or  not  the  Council  can  do 
what  its  memorialists  want,  it  has  a  unique  position  and 
great  powers  under  the  Statutes,  and  if  these  were  exer- 
cised by  the  Council  in  a  statesmanlike  manner  it  would 
command  the  respect  of  public  authorities.  But  the 
powers  have  not  been  exercised,  and  that  is  the  offence. 

There  are  differences  of  opinion  as  to  what  the  Council 
•should  do,  »ad  as  to  the  grounds  upon  which  authorities 
should  be  approached.  Perhaps  the  most  prominent  com- 
plaint is  that  licences  are  being  granted  contrary  to  the 
intentions  of  the  Government.  Mr.  Lord  Gifford  voiced 
this  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  again  at  Black- 
burn last  week,  when  he  said  that 

poison-lioences  had  been  granted  all  over  the  country  with- 
out the  discrimination  expressly  promised  by  the  Govern- 
ment, whose  declarations  and  assurances  were  accepted  by 
chemists  in  good  faith,  and  those  who  negotiated  the  Bill 
held  them  forth  as  solid  advantages  secured  to  the  chemist. 
Obviously  either  the  Government  and  their  representatives 
meant  what  they  said,  or  chemists  were  deceived. 

It  is  advisable  at  this  point  that  the  Earl  of  Crewe's 
statement  on  the  matter  should  be  repeated.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  Viscount  Hill  moved  an  amendment  to 
Clause  2  to  the  effect  that  its  provisions  should  not  be 

applicable  in  any  municipal  borough  or  in  any  urban  dis- 
trict containing  a  duly  registered  chemist  and  druggist 
actually  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  refused  to  accept  this,  and  said  : 

"  It  does  not  at  all  follow  that  because  there  is  a  chemist 
in  the  place  the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  agricultural 
public  will  be  met.  It  is  quite  possible  that,  he  might  decline 
to  supply  these  substances  at  all.  He  might  not,  think  it 
worth  his  while,  and  no  provision  is  inserted  compelling  him 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  public  at  all,  and,  of  course, 
it  obviously  would  be  impossible  to  insert  such  a  section. 
These  licences  will,  I  think  it  is  quite  certain,  being  in  the 
bands  of  responsible  local  authorities,  be  issued  with  very 
great  care,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  in  a  place  where  there 
are  chemists  who  are  in  the  habit  of  selling  these  things  and 
who  satisfy  the  public  no  licence  will  be  issued  at  all,  provided 
that  the  requirements  of  the  public  are  satisfied.  I  must 
draw  attention  to  Sub-section  2  of  this  section,  which  says 
that 

before  granting  any  licence  under  this  section  the  local 
authorities  shall  take  into  consideration  whether  in  the 
neighbourhood  where  the  applicant  for  the  licence  carries 
on  or  intends  to  carry  on  business  the  reasonable  require- 
ments of  the  public  with  respect  to  the  purchase  of  such 
poisonous  substances  as  aforesaid  are  satisfied. 
Therefore,  if  the  chemist  is  there  and  sells  the  things,  ob- 
viously no  licence  will  be  issued  ;  but  if  he  is  there  and  does 
not  sell  the  thing  the  licence  ought  to  be  issued." 

Thus  the  promise  of  the  Government  was  limited  in 
nature,  and  is  contained  in  the  last  sentence.  Among 
the  hundreds  of  persons  who  have  been  licensed  there  are, 
undoubtedly,  many  who  are  in  business  in  the  same  dis- 
tricts, even  streets,  where  already  there  are  registered 
chemists  dealing  in  the  articles.  This  is  at  variance  with 
the  Earl  of  Crewe 'e  statement  and  the  intentions  of  Regu- 
lation 5.  The  Pharmaceutical  Council  has  had  several 
months  to  consider  what  action,  if  any,  it  can  take  in 
regard  to  these  cases,  and  no  light  one  way  or  other  has 
come  from  it.  As  far  as  we  can  gather  it  does  not  know 
what  to  do.  The  position  is  delicate  no  doubt,  the  Society 
being  the  prosecuting  authority  under  the  Statutes,  but 
that  only  adds  to  the  gravity  of  the  Council's  inaction  in 
respect  to  Regulation  8,  which  is  : 

A  licence  may  be  revoked  or  suspended  for  such  term  as 
the  local  authority  may  think  fit,  if  the  local  authority 
are  satisfied  that  the  licensee  has  failed  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  these  regulations  or  of  the  Poisons  Act, 
or  that  the  licensee  is  not  a  fit  person  to  be  entrusted  with 
the  sale  of  poisons. 


It  is  common  knowledge  that  many  licensees  are  fl&grantly 
violating  the  regulations  and  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act.  Why  does  not  the  Council  take  proceedings  under 
the  section  ?  It  does  against  chemists  now  and  then.  We 
reported  a  case  last  week,  but  it  has  not  even  made  any 
systematic  effort  to  warn  licensees  that  their  conduct  of 
this  part  of  their  business  is  subject  to  the  Society's  super- 
vision as  well  as  that  of  the  police.  We  think  this  is 
a  matter  in  which  much  could  be  done  by  judicious  sug- 
gestion. We  do  not  advocate  general  prosecution,  but 
we  do  say  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  with  its  ex- 
perience, its  statutory  powers,  and  its  organisation  can  do 
much  to  confine  the  operations  of  the  1908  Act  within  the 
limits  prescribed  by  Parliament.  This  it  has  not  done, 
nor  is  doing,  and  in  the  meanwhile  many  persons  licensed 
under  the  Act  are  using  the  licence  as  a  cover  for  more 
extensive  trading  in  druggists'  goods  than  the  licence 
warrants.  Is  it  surprising  that,  with  this  knowledge, 
members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are  asking  if 
Bloomsbury  is  asleep  ? 


Quinine  in  India. 

The  fact  that  a  Malaria  Conference  is  now  being  held  at 
Simla  has  excited  some  interest  on  this  side,  and  a  report 
has  been  current  on  the  markets  that  the  Indian  Govern- 
ment may  possibly  sanction  a  general  and  free  distribu- 
tion of  quinine  in  the  malarial  districts;  but  we  are  afraid 
the  report  has  been  circulated  more  as  a  "bull  point"  for 
quinine  than  anything  else,  and  that  the  wish  is  father  to 
the  thought.  As  throwing  some  light  on  the  distribution 
of  quinine  in  India  we  notice  that  a  recent  number  of  the 
"United  Provinces  Gazette"  contains  a  resolution  signed 
by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Punjab,  which  accepts 
the  principle  that  quinine  should  not  be  distributed  at  the 
public  expense  unless  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  combat 
a  severe  epidemic  of  malaria.  From  past  experience  it  is 
calculated  that  the  amount  which  could  be  distributed 
among  a  million  people  would  be  from  25,000  oz.  to 
30,000  oz.,  not  a  very  large  amount.  This,  it  is  presumed, 
is  quinine  manufactured  by  the  Indian  Government.  The 
above  resolution  also  states  that  "  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
approves  the  Committee's  proposals  to  increase  the  amount 
of  quinine  sold  for  a  pice  (id.)  from  7  gr.  to  9  gr."  Addi- 
tions to  agencies  for  the  sale  of  these  packets  are  under 
consideration,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
experimental  issue  of  the  drug  in  tablet  form,  three  tablets  of 
3  grains  each  being  contained  in  a  packet.  It  is  quite  possible 
that  the  larger  the  sales  the  greater  will  be  the  loss  to  the 
Government,  considering  that  9  grains  is  sold  for  a 
farthing,  but  the  inference  seems  to  be  that,  whatever  the 
loss,  the  Government  is  anxious  to  incur  it  in  its  efforts  to 
encourage  the  use  of  the  drug  as  a  prophylactic.  Recently 
several  important  changes  have  been  made  by  the  Govern- 
ment in  order  to  effect  economic  distribution  of  quinine, 
the  chief  being  the  concentration  of  the  "  putting-up  "  of 
packets  at  the  juvenile  gaol  at  Alipore,  where  thirty  boys 
are  engaged  in  the  work.  Special  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  stock  the  tablets  in  large  quantities,  and  the 
Inspector-General  of  Prisons  is  confident  of  being  able  to 
meet  any  sudden  demand  when  malaria  appears  in 
epidemic  form.  He  reports  that  over  four  millions  of 
pice  packets  were  made  and  despatched  to  various  post- 
offices  during  last  year,  and  operations  henceforward  are 
to  be  on  a  much  larger  scale,  which  probably  accounts  for 
the  fact  of  the  recent  purchases  in  London;  but  those,  it 
need  hardly  be  said,  did  not  awaken  any  responsive  chords 
in  the  quinine-market  here,  speculation  being  to  all  intents

and  purposes  dead.  In  view  of  this  increased  consump- 
tion of  quinine  the  annual  reports  of  the  two  Government 
cinchona-factories  in  India  for  the  year  1908-9  are  more 
interesting  than  usual.  Last  autumn,  it  appears,  there 
was  a  considerable  demand  for  quinine  when  a  widespread 
epidemic  of  malaria  occurred,  and  both  the  Madras  and 
Bengal  factories  readily  disposed  of  their  stocks.  The 
former  produced  about  420,000  oz.  of  quinine,  or 
128,000  oz.  more  than  the  annual  average,  but  it  must  not 
be  supposed  that  this  was  all  indigenous  bark.  On  the 
contrary,  the  output  was  the  result  of  working  up  Java 
bark  imported  into  India  from  Amsterdam,  the  yield 
being  5.5  per  cent,  of  quinine  sulphate,  against  3.1  per 
cent,  from  Indian  bark.  In  the  Bengal  factory,  where  the 
output  of  quinine  was  about  586,000  oz.,  Java  bark  was 
also  used,  the  percentage  of  quinine  being  6.71  per  cent., 
as  compared  with  3.59  per  cent,  from  local  bark.  The 
question  arises,  Why  should  not  the  Indian  Government 
be  in  a  positron  to  import  bark  direct  from  Java?  Valu- 
able analytical  work  has  been  accomplished  at  the  Bengal 
factory  during  the  year,  and  some  time  has  been  devoted 
by  the  quinologist  and  his  assistant  to  the  production  of 
quinine  tablets.  The  results  were  very  satisfactory,  and 
it  is  now  stated  that  the  factory  if  required  to  do  so,  could 
turn  out  tablets  in  any  desired  quantity,  with  the  neces- 
sary additional  machinery.  Entirely  new  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  the  re-crystallisation  of  quinine 
sulphate,  and  a  new  quinine-drying  room  has  been  built 
with  the  machinery  essential  for  maintaining  a  constant 
supply  of  fresh  air.  The  profit  of  the  Bengal  factory  was 
Rs.  1,29,805,  but  as  the  price  of  the  quinine  was  estimated 
on  the  highest  market  rate  rather  than  the  average,  it  is 
doubtful  if  such  a  profit  would  be  realised  if  the  quinine 
was  suddenly  thrown  on  the  market. 


The  Sale  of  Poisons. 

The  "  Daily  Express,"  in  the  course  of  an  article  under 
the  above  heading  and  the  sub-heading  "further  restric- 
tions are  absolutely  necessary,"  says  : 

"  It  is  evident  that  any  attempt  to  relax  the  restrictions 
that  already  exist  is  a  most  undesirable  step.  Yet,  curiously 
enough,  the  new  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  actually  legalises 
the  traffic  in  poisons  sold  for  agricultural  and  horticultural 
purposes.  To  be  precise,  the  Act  gives  the  power  to  sell  such 
highly  poisonous  substances  to  any  person  whom  a  local 
authority  may  choose  to  license  for  that  purpose — that  is  to 
say,  to  such  persons  as  general  shopkeepers,  ironmongers, 
seedsmen,  the  village  shopkeeper,  and  others.  It  is  true  that 
a  large  and  illicit  trade  in  poisons  had  been  carried  on  by 
such  irresponsible  and  unregistered  people,  but  that  was  due 
to  the  laxity  of  the  police  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
And,  in  any  case,  to  wink  at  an  evil  is  a  very  different  matter 
to  legalising  it.  Seeing  that  these  agricultural  preparations 
of  poison  are  so  highly  dangerous — numerous  deaths  occur 
annually  from  weed-killers  and  vermin-killers — it  would 
follow  that  no  relaxation  of  the  law  should  be  made  in  their 
favour.  Rather  should  it  be  rigorously  enforced  and,  if  need 
be,  strengthened." 

These  remarks  come  about  a  year  too  late  to  be  of  practical 
service,  but  not  too  late  to  stir  up  the  administrators 
of  the  law,  who  can  do  much  to  enforce  existing  precautions 
upon  the  licensed  persons. 

Dry  Shampoo. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  prosecution  against  two  employes 
of  Harrods'  Stores,  Ltd.,  in  respect  to  the  fatality  which 
resulted  through  shampooing  a  lady's  hair  with  carbon 
tetrachloride,  was  expected.  The  object  of  the  inquiry  was 
apparently  to  give  wide  publicity  to  the  fact  that  there  is 
real  danger  in  using  an  anaesthetic  liquid  such  as  carbon 
tetrachloride  for  cleansing  the  hair.  The  introduction  of. 
the  tetrachloride  for  this  purpose  was  a  result  of  numerous 


fatalities  through  the  use  of  petroleum  spirit  and  consequent- 
explosions  and  burnings.  Carbon  tetrachloride  is  a  good 
grease-solvent  and  is  non-inflammable — hence  the  resort 
to  it ;  but  it  is  even  more  toxic  than  chloroform  when  in- 
haled in  excess.  It  is  a  curious  and  lamentable  fact  that 
the  close  of  this  inquiry  is  marked  with  the  beginning  of 
another  respecting  two  burning  fatalities  in  the  West  of 
London  from  the  explosion  of  petroleum  spirit  in  a  hair- 
dresser's saloon  while  a  young  woman  was  having  a  dry 
shampoo  with  petrol.  It  seems  to  us  that  these  inquiries 
should  be  followed  up  by  some  more  strict  regulations 
respecting  the  use  of  dangerous  liquids  in  shampooing. 
Hairdressers  blame  women  for  driving  them  to  use  highly 
volatile  liquids,  as  some  women  want  to  have  their  hair 
cleansed  and  dried  as  quickly  as  possible  and  spirit  is  too- 
slow  for  them.  This  is  eminently  a  case  in  which  public 
authority  should  override  personal  convenience.

Cahill,  M.  F.  The  Householder's  Duty  Respecting  Repairs. 
7x4i.  Pp.  292.  3s.  bd.  net.  (Effingham  Wilson.)  [This- 
book  discusses  the  points  in  the  formation  of  the  tenancy, 
repairs  during  the  tenancy,  and  the  end  of  the  tenancy. 
English  law,  both  in  its  formation  and  interpretation,  seems- 
to  be  entirely  against  tenants  and  in  favour  of  landlords  :  the 
spider  and  the  fly  story  in  everyday  life.  Mr.  Cahill  deals 
not  only  with  the  tenant's  liability  to  the  landlord,  but  with 
his  liability  to  passers-by,  customers,  servants,  neighbours,  the 
local  authorities,  and  others.  It  is  a  useful  book,  made  up 
largely  of  case  law,  presented  in  an  orderly  and  interesting 
manner.] 

Jago,  William,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  Barrister-at-Law.  A 
Manual  of  Forensic  Chemistry }  dealing  especially  with 
Chemical  Evidence,  its  Preparation  and  Adduction.  Basedl 
upon  a  course  of  lectures  delivered  at  University  College, 
University  of  London.  7x4f.  Pp.  viii  +  256.  5s.net.  (Stevens 
&  Haynes.)  [The  lectures  were  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.  as 
they  were  delivered,  but  in  book  form  they  have  been  much 
amplified.  The  book  is  divided  into  eight  chapters,  as 
follows :  Introductory ;  Adulteration  of  Foo'd ;  Adultera- 
tion of  Drugs ;  Use  or  Non-use  of  New  Manufacturing 
Processes;  Use  of  Preservatives  and  Colouring-matters; 
More  Important  Criminal  Matters ;  Chemical  Evidence  in 
Civil  Actions ;  and  Practice.  The  book  is  interesting — ex- 
ceptionally so  for  a  law  treatise — the  author's  expert  know- 
ledge of  chemical  practice  no  doubt  accounting  for  this. 
Summaries  of  cases  which  are  of  historic  or  practical  im- 
portance are  a  notable  part  of  the  treatise.] 

Maris,  G.  C.  _  The  Card  Index,  6£  by  4,  pp.  126,  Is.  net; 
Systematic  Business:  Mow  to  Make  a  Bad  Business  Goodt 
and  a  Good  Business  Better,  6£*4,  pp.  198,  Is.  net.  (G. 
Pitman.)  [The  first  of  these  books  is  better  than  the  second, 
because  the  subject  is  not  so  general.  "  The  smart  but  neat 
man  in  front  of  the  buyer  is  beyond  criticism.  His  collar  is 
clean,  his  tie  shows  he  has  good  taste,  and  the  absence  of 
flashy  diamond  ring  or  pin  confirms  this.  Shaved  this  morn- 
ing;   footwear  of   a    fine  class;    hands   and  finger-nails 

clean  ."   This  is  from  the  Art  of  Salesmanship  chapter  of 

"Systematic  Business";  and  there  is  a  good  deal  more  of 
the  same  sort  of  thing  in  it  that  boys  learn  in  decent  up- 
bringing and  at  public  schools.  It  is  rarely  learnt  when  they 
come  to  read  books.  "  The  Card  Index  "  explains  the  system 
in  practice,  filing  correspondence  and  the  card  ledger.  It  is 
an  informative  book,  and  saner  than  card-index  manuals 
usually  are.]

Brief  Records. 

Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society.— 

The  first  meeting  of  the  newly  elected  Council  was  held  on 
October  19,  Mr.  Percy  Can  (President)  presiding  over  a  good 
attendance.  The  arrangements  for  the  coming  session  were 
•discussed,  a  draft  of  the  syllabus  being  submitted.  Mr. 
Bernard  Ellis  is  to  open  the  session  at  a  meeting  on  Novem- 
ber 10  by  opening  a  discussion  on  "  Parliamentary  Repre- 
sentation." It  was  decided  to  abandon  the  annual  ball  fix- 
ture for  this  year,  but  a  sub-committee  was  appointed  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  annual  dinner. 

Assistants'   Union.- A  meeting  of  the  London  Branch  of 
the  N.U.A.P.  was  held  at  the  London  College,  323  Clapham  j 
"Road,  on  October  17.    Mr.  Shelley  took  the  chair  and  intro- 
•duced  Mr.  Bullen,  who  read  a  paper  on  "  The  Immediate  and 
the  Ultimate."    He  emphasised  the  necessity  of  unity;  and 
clearly  pointed  out  the  many  advantages  the  qualified  assistant 
might  reap  by  joining  the  Union.    He  referred  to  the  better- 
ment of  conditions  which  had  taken  place  in  part  of  Australia  , 
through  the  unity  of  the  assistants.  A  discussion  then  followed 
on  the  "Shop  Hours  Act"  and  the  "Inclusion  of  the  Un- 
qualified in  the  Union."

Mansfield  and  District  Pharmacists'  Association. —

Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Rawson  Hotel,  Bradford,  on 
Tuesday  evening,  October  19,  Mr.  John  Gordon  presiding 
over  a  large  attendance  of  members.  The  business  was  an 
address  on 

Successful  Advertising, 
by  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  from  which  we  cull  the  following  points  : 

The  public  should  be  constantly  hammered  at  until  the 
desired  effect-is  produced.  There  must  be  a  good  deal  of 
sowing  the  seed  in  advertising. 

Successful  advertising  is  the  art  of  attracting  and  convinc- 
ing. 

The  idea  that  if  sufficient  direct  results  accrue  from  one 
advertisement  to  cover  the  cost  it  is  a  success,  and  if  not 
it  is  not  a  success,  is  erroneous. 

The  advertisement  is  a  success  which  first  brings  people 
to  the  place,  even  though  the  first  transaction  is  small.  We 
must  not  take  too  seriously  the  first  results  in  regard  to  profit. 
What  is  of  real  importance  is  the  general  result  of  a  year 
or  a  season. 

Advertising  is  of  little  use  unless  the  article  is  of  such 
real  intrinsic  value  that  it  will  go  on  advertising  itself. 

Spasmodic  advertising  is  foredoomed  to  failure.  Adver- 
tising must  be  well  sustained  and  systematic.  A  certain  fixed 
proportion  of  the  turnover  should  be  devoted  to  advertising 
each  year.  It  is  possible  to  do  a  great  deal  locally  with  a 
small  amount  of  money  if  a  carefully  set-out  plan  is  followed. 

In  preparing  the  advertising  matter  pay  close  attention 
to  the  class  of  people  appealed  to  as  well  as  sex  and  age. 
Pictures  are  attractive,  drawing  attention  to  and  increasing 
the  charms  of  the  letterpress.  Where  the  pharmacist  cannot 
phrase  an  advertisement  himself,  he  might  rely  upon  special- 
ists, some  of  whom  were  particularly  experienced  in  drawing 
up  chemists'  advertisements. 

As  to  window-display  advertising,  the  attractive  window  is 
not  necessarily  the  most  successful  window.  Eccentricities 
may  draw  a  big  crowd,  which  does  not  necessarily  mean  a 
busy  counter.  Window  price-tickets  should  be  on  the  right 
articles.  People  like  to  know  exactly  what  they  have  to 
pay  for  an  article  when  they  come  into  the  shop. 

Many  special  lines  of  the  pharmacist  are  particularly 
adapted  for  mail-order  business  therefore  to  advertising,  and 
it  is  cash  business.  Great  numbers  of  people  prefer  to 
buy  an  article  through  the  post  from  another  town,  especi- 
ally from  a  larger  town  than  their  own.  The  Alpha  of  adver- 
tising is  to  win  public  confidence,  and  the  Omega  is  to 
hold  that  confidence. 

Messrs.  Broadhead,  R.  W.  Silson,  D.  S.  Priestley,  R.  T. 
Silson,  H.  R.  Jackson,  and  H.  W.  Gregory  spoke  in  warm 
terms  of  the  value  of  the  address. 

Portsmouth  Pharmacists'  Association. 

The  first  social  event  of  this  Association  took  the  form  of 
a  dinner,  and  was  held  at  the  County  Club,  Southsea,  on 
October  20.  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  was  unable  to  be  present, 
and  letters  of  regret  for  absence  were  also  received  from 
Mr.  H.  Wilson  (Southampton)  and  Mr.  O.  Freeman 
(Technical  College).

information. — Messrs.  F.  A.  Rope  and  A.  Barber  were 
chosen  as  auditors. — The  ballot  for  election  of  committee 
gave  the  following  result  :  Messrs.  Ancliffe,  F.  Barge,  W.

New  Officers. — The  committee  subsequently  met  and 
elected  Mr.  W.  Condy  U'Ren  President,  Mr.  H.  D.  Davey 
Vice-President,  Mr.  F.  J.  Barge  Treasurer,  and  H.  H. 
Cannon  Hon.  Secretary  with  power  to  employ  clerical  assist- 
ance at  the  expense  of  the  Association. 

Junior  Section. — Mr.  R.  F.  Roper  gave  the  opening 
address  to  the  students  at  7  Whimple  Street,  on  Wednesday, 
October  13.  Introducing  the  study  of  materia  medica,  in 
which  a  series  of  lectures  has  been  arranged  for  the  winter 
session,  Mr.  Roper  suggested  that  as  the  historical  side  of 
the  question  is  full  of  interest  it  would  well  repay  those 
who  took  the  trouble  to  study  it. 

Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  10  Emmanuel  Street  on 
Friday,  October  15,  Mr.  B.  S.  Campkin  (President)  in  the 
chair.  There  were  also  present  Alderman  A.  Sidney 
Campkin,  Messrs.  E.  Saville  Peck,  M.A.,  H.  F.  Cook,  J.P., 
H.  Flanders,  A.  A.  Deck,  F.  S.  Campkin,  Lincoln  (Ely), 
J.  Evans  (Hon.  Treasurer),  and  T.  J.  Mallett  (Hon. 
Secretary). 

Annual  Statements. — The  President  reviewed  the  work 
of  the  past  session,  specially  mentioning  what  had  been 
done  in  opposing  the  applications  for  agri-horticultural 
licences,  and  next  year's  meeting  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  in  Cambridge.— The  Hon.  Secretary 
presented  his  report  showing  an  increased  membership  and 
greater  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Association.— The 
Hon.  Treasurer  submitted  the  balance-sheet  showing  thirty- 
two  subscribing  members  and  a  substantial  balance  on  the 
right  side. — After  discussion  as  to  the  amount  to  be  added 
to  the  reserve  fund  for  fighting  and  organising  purposes, 
the  reports  were  adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Cook, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Flanders. 

Organisation. — The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  the 
Peterborough  Association  calling  attention  to  a  meeting  of 
chemists  at  Spalding  on  October  21.— Mr.  A.  Sidney 
Campkin  hoped  a  good  number  of  Cambridge  pharmacists 
would  attend.  The  meeting  was  arranged  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  was  part  of  the  organisation  scheme. 
Mr.  Campkin  also  referred  to  the  direct  Parliamentary 
representation  scheme,  adducing  the  advantage  to  phar- 
macists of  having  a  member  in  the  House  of  Commons 
devoting  his  whole  time  to  their  welfare.— A  discussion  fol- 
lowed, and  several  members  promised  financial  assistance. 

The  Annual  Vote  for  the  Benevolent  Fund  was  agreed  to. 
A  long  discussion  on  Conference  matters  ensued. 

Election  of  Officers. — The  President  intimated  that  his 
term  of  office  had  expired,  and  he  moved  that  Mr.  E.  H. 
Church  be  elected  President.  Mr.  Cook  seconded,  Mr.  Peck 
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supported,  and  the  meeting  elected  Mr.  Church  unanimously. 
The  other  officers  elected  are  :  Vice-Presidents,  Alderman 
A.  Sidney  Campkin,  J. P.,  Mr.  H.  F.  Cook,  J. P.,  and  Mr. 
H.  Flanders;  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  Evans;  Hon.  Sec- 
retary, Mr.  T.  J.  Mallett ;  committee,  Messrs.  Missen, 
Parson,  Peck,  B.  S.  Campkin,  Deck,  and  Pain.  Votes  of 
thanks  to  the  retiring  President  and  to  the  Treasurer  and 
Secretary  terminated  the  proceedings. 

Leeds  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Old  Bank  Restaurant,  Com- 
mercial Street,  Leeds,  on  Wednesday  evening,  October  20, 
Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant  (President)  in  the  chair.  There 
was  a  large  attendance.  The  meeting  was  chiefly  in  the 
nature  of  a  social  event,  a  smoking-concert  having  been 
arranged,  but  in  the  first  instance  an  address  was  delivered 
by  the  President  giving  a  general  review  of 

The  Present  Pharmaceutical  Position. 
In  the  course  of  this  address  he  mentioned  the  revision 
of  the  rules,  the  effect  of  which  is  that  unqualified  persons 
cannot  be  elected  members,  nor  those  who  have  not  passed 
a  Preliminary  examination  associates.  He  also  referred 
to  other  work  done,  saying  that  it  was  a  record  of  which  they 
need  not  be  ashamed.  As  to  the  policy  of  the  Association 
in  the  immediate  future,  he  recalled  his  remarks  as  to 
Section  2  licences  being  granted  in  towns  where  there  are 
chemists  (which  has  been  done),  and  referred  to  the  danger 
of  Section  4,  providing  for  the  registration  of  certain  dis- 
pensers as  chemists.  He  suggested  that  chemists  could, 
by  friendly  co-operation  with  bona- fide  agri-horticultural 
dealers,  limit  the  channels  by  which  these  poisonous  pre- 
parations find  their  way  to  the  users,  and  they  could  do  that 
even  better  if  they  made  themselves  acquainted  with  the 
wants  of  these  users  and  prepared  to  supply  them.  He 
assured  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  of  the  heartiest  support 
from  that  Association  in  any  efforts  they  might  make  to 
withstand  the  attacks  on  the  standard  of  registration  under 
Section  4.  He  added  that  the  letter  of  the  1908  Act  is  being 
violated  by  companies,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  harass  the  officials  of  the  Society  until  definite  action 
is  taken,  but  he  believed  that  there  would  not  be  efficient 
administration  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  until  it  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  police.  He  also  touched  upon  representation  of  phar- 
macists in  Parliament,  and  deprecated  the  association  of 
pharmacy  with  any  political  party,  and  said  that  the  Leeds 
Chemists'  Association  would  not  only  support  any  candidate 
who  was  introduced  by  the  methods  of  the  Parliamentary 
Representation  Committee,  but  would  protest  vigorously 
against  such  a  one  pretending  to  represent  the  craft. 
A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  the  President  on  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Beacock,  seconded  by  Mr.  Bentley.  The  remainder 
of  the  evening  was  spent  in  a  convivial  manner,  a  number 
of  capable  artistes  contributing  vocal  and  elocutionary  items 
to  an  interesting  programme  of  entertainment. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

At  the  meeting  held  at  7  Newman  Street,  London,  W.,  on 
Thursday  evening,  Mr.  F.  L.  K.  Loxley  presided,  and  the 
business  of  the  evening  was  a  lecture  by  Mr.  H.  Wippell 
Gadd.  barrister-at-law,  on 

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act, 
which  he  considered  from  different  points  of  view.  As  it 
affects  the  public  weal,  the  Act  is  for  good,  because  Section  3 
requires  that  every  premises  where  the  business  of  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  i6  carried  on 
must  be  bona  fide  conducted  by  a  person  of  proved  com- 
petence, whether  it  belongs  to  a  pharmacist,  is  carried  on 
by  the  executors  of  a  deceased  pharmacist,  or  belongs  to  a 
body  corporate.  Further,  the  description  of  chemist  and 
druggist,  or  of  chemist,  or  of  druggist,  or  of  dispensing 
chemist  or  druggist  can  only  be  used  by  a  body  corporate 
(or  in  Scotland  a  firm  or  partnership)  if  the  superintendent 
is  a  member  of  the  governing  body  of  the  body  corporate  (or 
in  Scotland  of  the  firm  or  partnership),  and  the  titles  phar- 
macist, pharmaceutist,  and  pharmaceutical  chemist  can  only 
be  used  personally  by  those  who  have  earned  them  in  the 
statutory  manner.  Thus  the  public  are  assured  that 
wherever  poisons  (in  the  legal  sense)  are  6old,  not  only  is 
the  physical  transfer  conducted  by  a  person  of  proved  com- 
petency, but  the  whole  conduct  of  the  business  is  under 


skilled  supervision.  It  is  also  for  the  public  good,  Mr. 
Gadd  considered,  because  the  competence  of  embryonic 
pharmacists  is  ensured  by  practical  instruction  as  well  as 
interrogation.  Moreover,  the  Poisons  Schedule  is  improved 
as  regards  care  in  selling,  and  the  Act  provides  for  more 
care  to  be  exercised  in  the  sale  of  "  poisonous  "  substances 
in  the  mineral  acids  group.  Mr.  Gadd  next  referred  to- 
the  new  provisions  which  make  for  public  danger,  and  having, 
explained  Section  2  he  said  : 

"  The  regulations  [as  to  the  sale  of  agri-horticultural 
poisons]  should  be  strictly  enforced.  I  have  myself  seen  ripe 
fruit  on  the  same  counter  as  a  preparation  of  nicotine,  in 
flagrant  disregard  of  Regulation  13,  and  in  other  respects- 
thero  is  little  doubt  that  the  law  is  being  daily  broken.  Sec- 
tion 2  distinctly  enacts  that  to  obtain  exemption  from  the- 
penalties  imposed  on  unqualified  persons  for  selling  or  keen- 
ing open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  it  is  necessary  not  only 
that  the  vendors  shall  be  duly  licensed  by  the  local  authorities, 
but  also  that  they  shall  conform  to  the  regulations.  The- 
Pharmaceutical  Society  therefore  has  power,  when  these  regu- 
lations are  broken,  to  sue  the  licensees  for  a  penalty  of  51. 
under  Section  15  of  the  1868  Act,  and  the  recovery  of  such 
penalty  would  be  good  ground  for  the  revocation  or  suspen- 
sion of  the  licence  by  the  local  authority.  Again,  while 
nothing  short  of  a  new  Act  of  Parliament  can  altogether 
remove  the  public  danger  caused  by  the  enactment  of  Sec- 
tion 2,  the  regulations  may  be  altered  by  Order  in  Council, 
and  representations  might  well  be  made  to  the  Privy  Council 
showing  the  necessity  of  their  being  made  more  stringent.  The 
grosser  anomalies  would,  for  example,  be  entirely  removed 
by  a  regulation  stating  that  no  licence  should  be  granted  for 
any  premises  situated  within  one  mile  of  an  existing  phar- 
macy. Such  a  regulation  could  cause  no  real  hardship,  and' 
would  carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  Act." 

The  curriculum  and  reciprocity  section  was  also  con- 
sidered to  be  a  public  danger,  not  in  respect  to  Colonial 
diplomas,  but  as  regards  assistants  to  apothecaries  or  mili- 
tary dispensers. 

Mr.  Gadd  next  discussed  the  Act  from  the  point  of  view 
of  the  pharmacist,  dealing  in  this  part  of  the  address  with 
the  changes  in  the  Schedule  of  poisons  on  somewhat  similar 
lines  to  those  followed  by  him  in  his  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference paper  (C.  <fc  D.,  July  31).  Speaking  of  the  "  certifi- 
cate of  qualification,"  he  said  it  is  (1)  the  certificate  of 
registration  which  the  Registrar  supplies  for  the  sum  of 
one  shilling,  (2)  the  certificate  of  having  passed  the  Minor 
examination,  or  (3)  the  certificate  of  membership  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  ;  but  the  point  is  of  purely  academic 
interest,  the  exhibition  of  any  one  of  the  three  certificates 
being  sufficient  for  all  practical  purposes.    The  conduct  of 
pharmacies  by  companies  was  next  dealt  with,  historically 
at  first,  then  in  the  light  of  the  new  statutory  provisions. 
In  regard  to  the  use  of  the  title  pharmacist  by  registered 
persons,  he  rather  favoured  the  view  that  no  such  person 
should  use  it  except  in  association  with  his  own  name.  As 
to  the  effect  of  the  Act  on  the  chemist's  assistant, 
To  the  qualified  it  is,  he  said,  entirely  for  good — 
It  enhances  the  value  of  their  qualification. 
It  increases  the  demand  for  their  services. 
It  gives  them  a  status  they  have  never  formerly  enjoyed, 
To  the  unqualified  the  moral  is  obvious — 
At  any  cost  become  qualified  ! 

The  lot  of  the  unregistered  will  become  harder  every  year. 
The  demand  for  his  services  is  bound  to  decrease. 
His  status  and  his  stipend  will  alike  diminish. 
In  one  respect  only  is  his  burden  to  be  lightened  :  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  now  power  to  divide  the 
Minor  examination. 

Mr.  Gadd  said  this  should  be  done  by  taking  the  funda- 
mental sciences  (chemistry,  botany,  and  physics)  first,  and 
the  arts  in  which  they  are  applied  (pharmacy  and  pharma- 
cognosy) subsequently.  But  the  standard  should  not  be 
materially  raised,  still  less  should  anything  like  a  complete 
collegiate  course  be  enforced. 

The  lecture  was  much  appreciated  by  the  members,  who- 
raised  several  points  by  questions,  which  were  afterwards 
lucidly  explained  by  the  lecturer.  The  members  who  took 
a  more  prominent  part  in  the  discussion  were  Messrs. 
F.  L.  K.  Loxley,  F.  W,  Crossley- Holland,  S.  Furnival, 
R.  Lownsbroueh,  L.  Cooper,  and  Smith.  The  President 
then  thanked  Mr.  Gadd,  and  the  motion  was  carried  with- 
enthusiasm.

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Westminster  Wisdom. 

A  Record  of  Parliamentary  Progress. 

Shanghai  Opium  Commission. 
The  Foreign  Office  has  received  the  report  of  this  Com- 
mission, and  two  copies  have  been  placed  in  the  Library  at 
St.  Stephen's  for  the  use  of  members  of  both  Houses  of 
Parliament. 

First-aid  at  St.  Stephen's. 
It  is  surprising,  in  view  of  the  strenuousness  of  the 
Parliamentary  Session,  that  cases  of  disablement  do  not 
more  often  occur,  but  in  the  case  of  Mr.  G.  R. 
Thome,  M.P.,  who  was  seized  with  a  fainting  fit  in  the 
Library  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  evening,  it 
is  interesting  to  note  that  the  medicine-chest  provided 
foy  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  was  again  re- 
sorted to.  The  chest  is  kept  in  the  private  room  of  the 
Assistant  Serjeant-at-Arms,  where  it  is  accessible  to  both 
Houses. 

Poisons  Act. 

Captain  Murray's  question  regarding  the  granting  of  a 
ipoison-licence  at  Penicuik  (C.  <i-  D.,  October  16,  p.  605)  was 
answered  by  the  Lord  Advocate,  who  replied  that  the  ques- 
tion of  the  grant  of  licences  under  Section  2  of  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  is  one  entirely  within  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  local  authority  so  long  as  the  terms  of  the  Act 
are  not  infringed.  The  Act  charges  the  local  authority 
with  the  duty  of  considering  whether  the  reasonable  require- 
ments of  the  public  are  satisfied,  and  these  requirements 
may  not  in  some  cases  be  met  through  the  facilities  given 
"(by  chemists.  There  is  no  provision  in  the  Act  for  can- 
celling a  licence  granted  by  the  local  authority. 

The  Apprenticeship  System. 
The  Council  of  the  Association  of  Chambers  of  Commerce 
of  the  United  Kingdom  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  no 
further  action  in  regard  to  the  apprenticeship  question  can 
be  taken  with  advantage  at  the  present  moment,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  new  Lord  Mayor  of  London  is 
contemplating  the  summoning  of  a  special  conference  to  con- 
sider the  possibility  of  reviving  the  old  system.  The 
Association  has  memorialised  the  Board  of  Trade  and  other 
■Government  departments  on  the  subject,  and  the  Board  of 
Trade  replied  that  they  were  conducting  a  general  inquiry 
into  the  wages  and  houre  of  labour  in  the  various  industries, 
and  that  one  section  of  the  inquiry  was  being  devoted  to 
ascertaining  all  particulars  in  regard  to  the  systems  of 
apprenticeship  in  vogue.  This  report  has  yet  to  be  pre- 
sented. 

Inflammable  Hair-washes. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday,  October  20, 
Sir  William  Collins  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
•the  Home  Department  whether  he  proposed  to  take  any 
action  with  a  view  to  restrict  or  prevent  the  use  of  substances 
for  shampooing  the  hair  which,  by  reason  of  their  poisonous 
or  inflammable  qualities,  were  liable  to  cause  serious  injury 
■or  fatal  results.  Two  other  questions  bearing  upon  the  6ame 
matter  were  also  addressed  to  the  right  hon.  gentleman  the 
same  afternoon — one  by  Dr.  Rutherford  (L.,  Brentford) 
asking  whether,  in  view  of  the  recent  further  deaths  which 
had  taken  place  from  the  use  of  these  hair- washes,  he  could 
hold  out  any  hope  of  the  introduction  next  Session  of  legis- 
lation for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  use  of  all  such 
preparations.  The  other  question  was  in  the  name  of  Mr. 
'Stephen  Collins,  and  was  to  much  the  same  effect,  the  hon. 
member  desiring  to  know  whether  the  attention  of  the  Home 
'Office  had  been  called  to  the  recent  further  deaths  from  the 
use  of  these  inflammable  preparations. — Mr.  Gladstone,  in 
reply,  said  that  the  matter  was  receiving  his  serious  atten- 
tion, and  the  question  whether  legislation  ought  to  be 
■undertaken  would  be  fully  considered.  In  the  meantime  he 
might  point  out  that,  as  intimated  by  counsel  in  the  recent 
proceedings  at  Westminster  Police  Court,  the  Director  of 
Public  Prosecutions  would  certainly  prosecute  for  man- 
slaughter if  tetrachloride  should  again  be  used  and  a  fatal 
result  ensue.  The  inquest  in  the  recent  case  of  two  deaths 
arising  from  the  use  of  petrol  was  not  yet  concluded,  but 
when  the  inquiry  was  completed  the  question  of  prosecution 
would  be  considered  by  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions. 


Brewers'  Exhibition. 


fPHE  Brewers'  Exhibition  is  being  held  this  week  at  the 
X  Royal  Agricultural  Hall,  Islington,  London,  N.  The 
exhibition  is  the  oldest  of  the  many  trade  exhibitions 
which  are  held  during  the  year,  and  a  walk  round  will 
interest  those  who  take  a  wide  view  of  the  scope  of  the 
drug-trade.  The  feature  of  this  year  seems  to  be  the 
machinery  for  use  in  brewing  and  aerated-water  making. 
One  carries  away  with  one  bewildering  recollections  of 
bottle-washing  machinery  tempered  with  a  thankful  feeling 
that  the  importance  of  clean  containers  is  so  definitely 
recognised  and  made  easy  of  attainment.  Our  representa- 
tive spent  some  time  in  watching  the  working  of  the  Nash 
bottle-washer.  In  this  machine  each  bottle  is  put  through 
a  cycle  of  soaking,  brushing,  and  rinsing  inside  and  out,  the 
operator  being  occupied  in  changing  clean  for  dirty  bottles. 
The  apparatus  is  also  adapted  for  jampots,  and  is  in  use 
at  Horlick's  malted-milk  factory.  There  are  at  least  a 
dozen  other  kinds  of  bottle-washers  being  shown  at  the 
Exhibition,  the  names  of  some  of  these  being  the  "Auto- 
maton," "Brooke,"  "Century,"  "Champion,"  "Dia- 
mond," "Eclipse,"  "Eureka,"  "Express,"  "Kingston," 
"Premier,"  "Soka,"  "Stepney,"  "Turbo,"  "Turret," 
"  Tunelis,"  "  Victoria." 

Labelling-machines  are  also  much  en  evidence,  some 
being  simple  arrangements  for  facilitating  the  pasting  of  the 
labels,  such  as  the  "Little  Dart  "  and  "  Eti-Kettle  "  tables, 
while  others  are  more  complicated — the  "  World  "  machine, 
for  example,  which  takes  a  bottle  and  automatically  affixes 
from  one  to  three  labels  thereon  at  the  same  time.  Other 
machines  noted  were  the  "  Premier,"  "  Victor,"  "  Eclipse," 
and  "Express."  The  Berkefeld  Filter  Co.  are  showing 
various  forms  of  their  filters  for  use  in  aerated-water  fac- 
tories and  the  house.  The  "  Winco"  semi-rotary  wing-pumps 
are  also  exhibited  by  this  company.  Another  company  show 
"  Turfa  "  semi-rotary  pump  and  "  Arma  "  piston-pump. 
Sidney  Munckton  has  his  "  Speedwell  "  syphon-top  polisher 
on  show,  as  well  as  a  patent  bottle-washer.  Farrow  &  Jack- 
son exhibit  soda-water  machinery  among  other  goods.  The 
"  Consol  "  aerators  are  to  be  seen  at  the  stall  of  the  British 
Automatic  Aerators  near  the  entrance.  Idris  &  Co.  have  a 
fine  exhibit  of  the  various  syphons  they  manufacture. 
Visitors  can  bring  away  a  handsome  and  informative 
souvenir  of  this  stand  in  the  shape  of  an  illustrated  list 
which  explains  the  advantages  of  the  different  patterns. 
[The  souvenir  can  also  be  obtained  on  application. — Ed.] 
We  noted  here  a  handy  syphon-top  polishing  machine ;  it  is 
a  small  machine,  but  requires  power  to  drive  it.  The  com- 
pany also  have  a  simple  cleaning-block  for  hand  use.  C.  H. 
Glover  &  Co.  show  boxes  for  syphons  and  bottles,  and  at 
the  opposite  end  of  the  hall  is  an  exhibit  of  drainers  and 
crates  made  for  brewers,  but  suited  for  aerated-water 
makers. 

Special  stopperings  for  bottles  are  shown  by  the  Goldy 
Stopper  Co.,  Lumley  &  Co.  (Dan  Crown  cork),  the  Imperial 
Cork  Manufacturing  Co.,  Crown  Cork  Co.,  Simplex  Stopper 
Syndicate,  and  N.  R.  Capsule  Syndicate.  The  last-named 
is  a  non-filling  device  for  bottles,  the  contents  of  the  bottle 
being  poured  out  without  entirely  removing  the  capsule. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  the  importance  which  is  rightly 
attached  to  sterilised  corks  :  at  one  stall  may  be  seen  a  cork- 
steaming  machine  and  at  another  place  the  "  Kosmos " 
cork-washing  apparatus.  The  lacquering  of  the  inside  of 
beer-casks  is  becoming  routine  work  at  many  breweries. 
Several  firms  specialise  in  the  resinous  material  used  for 
lining  and  the  machines  for  applying  the  melted  lacquer. 
There  are  quite  a  number  of  appliances  shown  for  tilting 
casks,  some  forms  of  which  would  be  useful  to  chemists 
with  a  "heavy"  trade.  The  particular  kinds  we  noticed 
were  the  Thompson  filter,  Edwards'  stooper,  the  "  Acme  " 
tilter,  and  Liggins'  filter.  Bennett,  Sons  &  Shears,  Ltd., 
are  showing  the  "Auto"  still  and  "Ideal"  condenser. 
Finer  chemical  instruments  are  to  be  seen  at  the  stands  of 
W.  Reeves,  Dring  &  Fage,  and  Joseph  Long.  Of  general 
interest  is  the  exhibit  of  the  National  Cash  Register  Co., 
S.  Clark  &  Co.  ("Syphon"  stoves),  H.  C.  Slingsby  (sack- 
trucks),  and  the  Ken-Laur  illuminating  signs. 

A  number  of  the  exhibits  are  chemical  in  character  as  the 
brewing  and  aerated-water  industries  are  but  branches  of 
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chemical  industry.  The  following  are  the  exhibitors  in 
this  class  :  Saccharin  Corporation ;  London  Essence  Co. 
(soluble  and  fruit  essences)  ;  Boake,  Roberts  &  Co. 
(caramels,  "  K.  M.  S.,"  and  primings)  ;  Gillman  &  Spencer 
(lime  bisulphite,  nutramide,  restorative,  lustril)  ;  Valentin, 
Ord  &  Co.  (brewing-sugars,  dextrin-maltose,  caramel)  ;  E.  J. 
Hay  &  Co.  (black  malt  extract,  porter-flavouring) ;  Krainite 
Sugar  Co.  (brewers'  Krainite)  ;  Vanguard  Chemical  Co.  ; 
W.  A.  Wayland  &  Co.  (kalium  metasulphite>  ukaline,  uka- 
zone,  soluble  gypsum)  ;  Hassall  &  Co.  (phospho-citric  acid)  ; 
E.  S.  Spencer  (sanafin  detergent,  sealax  cleanser,  amine- 
peptone  yeast  food,  glucosamide)  ;  London  Chemical  Co.

carbonic-gas  to  casks  of  draught  beer,  and  so  preventing  the 
beer  from  going  sour  through  the  admission  of  air.  Car- 
bonic acid  is  very  largely  employed  for  adding  to  beer  and 
for  refrigerating-purposes. 

There  are  a  few  bottle  firms  showing — A.  Alexander  & 
Co.,  J.  Kilner  &  Sons,  Redfern  Bros.,  and  Witting  Bros. — 
and  earthenware  vessels  are  exhibited  by  J.  Stiff  &  Sons, 
Price,  Powell  &  Co.,  and  Doulton  &  Co.  The  last-named 
company  have  among  their  samples  a  nicely  shaped  foot- 
warmer.  Among  the  exhibits  of  beverages  are  Liebig's 
Extract  of  Meat  Co.  (lemco  and  oxo)  ;  Bovril,  Ltd.  (bovril 
and  wild-cherry  sauce)  ;  Coleman  &  Co.  (Wincarnis)  ;  J. 
Symons  &  Co.  (cyder)  ;  H.  Whiteway  &  Co.  (cydrax  and 
apple  vinegar)  ;  Teplitz  natural  mineral  water ;  Sieger's 
Angostura  bitters  and  Ivelcon.  Marshall  &  Philip  are 
showing  the  "  Fountain  "  fruit-tree  spraying  plant. 


Business  Systems. 


At  Olympia  this  week  a  very  successful  Business  Exhibition 
is  being  held,  and  there  a  C.  <b  D.  representative  received  the 
impression  that  even  the  largest  business  may  be  run  easily 
by  anyone  possessing  money  enough  to  instal  a  "system" 
and  to  engage  an  odd  office-boy  or  typist.  According  to 
some  of  the  representatives  of  "systems"  interviewed,  most 
businesses  properly  set  agoing  (with  their  particular  system) 
would  run  themselves.  It  is  apparent,  at  any  rate,  that 
system  for  business  purposes  is  becoming  more  and  more 
popular.  This  is  shown  by  the  lavish  displays  made  by 
The  Shannon,  Ltd.,  Rockwell  Wabash  Co.,  Ltd.,  Mathieson  & 
Sprague,  Ltd.,  Systems,  Ltd.,  Amberg  File  and  Index  Co., 
Fordham  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Johnson,  Taylor  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  H. 
Hammond,  and  others. 

The  card-index  system  still  holds  favour,  but  a  feature  of 
the  Exhibition  is  the  strong  opposition  to  cards  by  makers 
of  loose-leaf  ledgers.  At  one  time  "Kalamazoo"  held  the 
field  in  this  department,  but  loose-leaf  books  are  now  made 
by  Edgar  &  Co.,  Waterlow  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Partridge,  Cooper 
&  Co.,  and  Hammond  &  Stow,  Ltd.  Typewriters  and 
duplicators  are  strongly  in  evidence  (indeed,  one  of  the  largest 
and  attractive  shows  is  that  of  the  Smith  Premier  Type- 
writer Co.),  while  "  Roneo,"  "  Quadruplex,"  "Cyclostyle," 
and  others  worthily  represent  the  mutiple  machines.  Adver- 
tising experts  abound,  including  one  specialist  in  Japanese 
advertising,  while  Hapgood,  the  "  brain-brokers,"  are  there. 
Machines  for  folding  circulars  and  letters,  for  opening  letters, 
and  for  closing  letters  are  to  be  examined,  the  automatic 
folding  machine  of  the  Business  Development  Co.  (described 
some  time  ago  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist)  being  much  in 
evidence.  Sir  Isaac  Pitman  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  and  the  Caxton 
Publishing  Co.  have  a  good  display  of  business  books.  One 
of  the  most  interesting  displays  in  the  Exhibition,  so  far  at 
least  as  chemists  are  concerned,  is  that  of  Mr.  Tom  Morley, 
who  specialises  in  window-tickets  and  showcards.  He  has 
some  very  attractive  specimens  of  air-brush  work,  got  up 
specially  for  the  chemists'  trade,  and  he  is  fully  alive  to  the 
necessity  for  first-class  work  in  connection  with  pharmacy. 
The  "  Inventors'  Section "  is  very  quaint,  and  is  largely 
represented.  Most  of  the  inventions,  however,  seem  to  run 
to  the  region  of  window-sashes.  There  are  slicing  machines, 
hat-pin  protectors,  and  some  weird  combinations,  such  as 
a  perambulator  which  can  be  made  "  a  double  or  single 
perambulator,  a  child's  wagon,  an  adult  chair,  a  high  chair, 


one  or  two  armchairs  for  children,  and  a  travelling  trunk, 
and  the  whole  to  pack  up  in  a  space  of  24  in.  by  11  in.  by  12  in." 
Chemists  who  have  a  few  minutes  to  spare  may  gain  an 
idea  or  two  by  visiting  the  Exhibition  before  it  closes  on. 
October  23. 

A  Swiss  Industrial  Exhibition. 

The  inhabitants  of  Valais  have  been  holding  a  cantonal' 
exhibition  at  their  ancient  capital,  Sion.  Of  the  thirteen, 
groups  of  exhibits  several  can  be  classed  as  chemical-manu- 
factures, the  most  interesting  being  the  electro-chemical: 
products  shown  by  "  La  Societe  Suisse  des  Produits  Azotes," 
of  Geneva,  including  calcium  cyanamide,  dicyanamide,. 
ammonia,  ammonium  sulphate,  liquid  air,  and  calcium 
carbide,  the  two  last-mentioned  being  used  in  the  manufacturer 
of  calcium  cyanamide.  This  company  has  a  factory  on  the- 
outskirts  of  Martigny,  which  one  passes  in  crossing  the 
Great  St.  Bernard.  The  factory  is  driven  by  electrical' 
energy  derived  from  a  fall  on  the  river  Drance,  which  rises- 
near  the  well-known  St.  Bernard  Hospice.  A  somewhat 
similar  exhibit  was  that  of  the  "  Usine  Electrique,"  of 
Gampel,  a  concern  which  has  four  electro-chemical  factories- 
with  a  combined  horse-power  of  39,500,  all  derived  from, 
falling  water.  Calcium  carbide  is  their  mainstay,  but  ferro- 
sihcon  and  other  products  are  also  made.  Perhaps  the- 
greatest  variety  of  electro-chemical  products  was  shown  by 
the  "  Fabrique  de  Produits  Electro-Chimiques  de  Monthey/' 
which  uses  as  a  raw  material  the  salt-impregnated  gypsum 
found  at  Bex,  well  known  as  a  resort  for  autumn  visitors- 
undergoing  the  "  grape  cure."  The  manufactures  include 
sodium,  chlorine,  bleaching-powder,  tin  tetrachloride,  chloral 
hydrate,  carbon  tetrachloride,  and.  a  great  variety  of  soda 
and  _  chlorine  products.  The  Chippis  factory  showed 
aluminium  in  various  forms,  and  nitric  acid  and  "  nitration 
mixture"  for  the  preparation  of  nitro-explosives,  all  these' 
being  made  electrically.  As  an  indication  of  the  great  extent 
to  which  the  water-power  of  Switzerland  is  now  being  used" 
industrially,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  total  available- 
o?Jon"P0w^!-"  >n  the  Canton  of  Valais  has  been  estimated  at 
266,22o.  Of  this  all  but  23,800  horse-power  has  been  let  to 
concessionnaires,  for  which  407,350f.  has  been  paid,  and  in 
addition  the  State  receives  a  rent  of  47,632f.  per  annum  and' 
the  communes  of  the  canton  213,241f.  per  annum. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

EIGHT  fatalities,  including  one  misadventure  and  one  case- 
ot  murder  have  been  reported  from  poisoning  during 
the  week— At  Belfast,  Robert  Gilmour  (45),  an  unemployed 
clerk,  took  a  quantity  of  strychnine  which  he  had  purchased 
trom  a  chemist  on  the  pretext  of  requiring  it  to  poison  a 
dog.— A  verdict  of  wilful  murder  against  the  mother  was- 
returned  at  the  inquest  on  the  illegitimate  infant  daughter 
ot  Letitia  Key.  The  mother  administered  laudanum  to  her- 
self and  the  child  but  only  the  latter  died.— William  Sher- 
wood, Master  of  the  Malton  Workhouse,  committed  suicide- 
by  taking  carbolic  acid  owing  to  his  losses  by  gambling 
Deceased  attempted  to  obtain  two  shillingsworth  of  opium 
trom  a  local  chemist  "  for  experimenting  on  plants,"  but 
without  success  However,  Mr.  G.  P.  Thompson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  of  Messrs.  Wray  &  Thompson,  chemists,  Malton 
supplied  him  with  an  8-oz.  bottle  of  crude  carbolic  acid  to 
be  put  down  to  the  workhouse  account.  At  the  inquest  the- 
jury  stated  that  the  firm  of  chemists  had  not  acted  carefully 
in  supplying  crude  carbolic  acid  without  the  doctor's  orders  " 
—Carbolic  acid  poisoning  also  caused  the  self-inflicted  death 
ot  John  boui  (65),  of  Liverpool,  who  was  found  dead  in  bed 
with  a  bottle  pi  acid  near  at  hand.— Another  fatality  with 
carbolic  acid  is  also  reported  from  Liverpool,  a  young  girl' 
named  Alice  Hazel,  who  was  depressed  owing  to  being  dis- 
charged from  her  employment  in  a  restaurant,  taking  this 
poison  with  suicidal  intent.— Oxalic  acid  was  the  agent  used! 
™,r  uikC}eS^\0in  by  .a  Srocer  named  Charles  Frederick 
Rush  (35)  at  Kirkley.— A  Derby  stonemason  named  Frederick 
1  inkier  (39)  died  in  the  local  infirmary  from  the  effects  of 
spirit  of  salt  poisoning. — A  schoolboy  named  Geo.  F.  Staley  (8) 
died  at  Burton-on-Trent  in  consequence  of  eating  deadly 
nightshade  berries. 


Illegal  Possession  of  Cocaike.— Adam  Khudabux,  a 
Mahomedan,  was  fined  Rs.  35,  at  the  Bombay  Police  Court, 
for  possessing  a  quantity  of  cocaine  in  excess  of  that  allowed 
by  law.  Mahomed  Yusuf  Sajan,  a  Mahomedan  boy,  was 
also  charged  at  Bombay  with  selling  6  gr.  of  cocaine,  and 
with  being  in  possession  of  8  gr.  of  the  drug,  without  a 
licence.  He  was  sentenced  to  one  day'e  imprisonment  and 
to  pay  a  fine  of  Rs.  25  on  the  first  charge,  and  to  pay  Re.  15 
on  the  second  charge.

Colourblindness. 

Dr.  G.  Arbour  Stephens  makes  an  interesting  com- 
munication to  the  ' '  British  Medical  Journal ' '  in  reference  to 
a  theory  he  has  advanced  of  colour-vision.  He  contends 
that  the  cells  of  the  retina  move  in  one  direction  in 
response  to  a  red  stimulus,  and  in  another  direction  to 
blue,  while  failure  to  move  in  any  certain  direction 
means  failure  to  convey  to  the  brain  the  result  of  a 
colour-stimulus.  With  regard  to  the  sensation  of  white 
he  holds  that  colour-blind  persons  respond  to  that  sen- 
.sation  because  the  total  or  complete  movement  of  the 
cells  is  produced  by  a  process  of  contiguity  which  over- 
comes a  sluggishness  of  response  to  any  individual  colour. 
Anything  that  would  improve  the  movements  of  the 
cells  ought  to  have  the  effect  of  stimulating  the  retinal 
celk  to  more  Teady  response  to  colour-sensations ;  and 
as  the  calcium  salts  have  that  stimulating  effect  on  the 
body  cells  he  concluded  that  a  big  dose  of  calcium  lactate 
ought  to  remove  colour-blindness,  if  only  temporarily. 
Dr.  Stephens  has  tried  the  salt  in  three  cases,  and  the 
results  confirm  his  surmise — the  colour-te6t  in  persons 
who  had  been  previously  found  to  be  colour-blind  was 
found  to  yield  a  better  response. 

Objections  to  Wearing  Glasses. 

A  Question  which  is  frequently  asked  by  customers  when 
being  fitted  is  whether  by  constantly  wearing  glasses  for  a 
time  they  will  be  able  to  leave  them  off.  A  number  of  people 
have  a  great  objection  to  wearing  spectacles,  under  the  im- 
pression that  it  either  detracts  from  their  personal  appear- 
ance or  is  a  sign  of  increasing  age  which  might  tell  against 
them  in  their  business.  Another  very  common  impression  is 
that  the  defect  is  due  to  a  passing  ailment  or  weakness  alone, 
and  that  if  the  glasses  are  worn  constantly  for  some  time 
the  vision  will  get  better  and  eventually  the  spectacles  can 
be  dispensed  with.  Questions  of  this  kind  require  a  good 
deal  of  tact  to  answer  satisfactorily,  as  I  have  known  people 
with  hyperopia  of  low  degree  absolutely  refuse  to  wear 
glasses  on  being  informed  that  they  would  never  be  able  to 
leave  them  off.  The  argument  generally  used  is  that  since 
the  customer  has  managed  all  right  without  glasses  for  so 
many  years  and  can  see  very  well  at  a  distance  it  cannot  be 
necessary  to  wear  glasses  always.  Explanations  as  to  the 
true  cause  and  effect  of  eye-strain  are  often  of  no 
avail  in  overcoming  these  objections.  On  the  other  hand, 
people  with  myopia  not  exceeding  two  or  three  dioptres 
frequently  find  an  improvement  in  the  sight  with  advancing 
age,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  myopia  is  counteracted  by  the 
increasing  presbyopia  and  also  because  the  pupil  tends  to 
get  smaller.  In  these  cases  it  is  permissible,  provided  that 
the  customer  has  passed  the  growing  age  and  there  is  no 
fear  of  the  myopia  being  progressive,  to  inform  him  that 
there  is  a  possibility  of  an  improvement  in  course  of  time. 
One  should  always  be  careful  to  explain  why  it  is  so.  The 
majority  of  people  grasp  a  simple  explanation  very  readily 
and  obtain  a  better  opinion  of  the  knowledge  and  capability 
of  their  optician. 

Bifocal  Lenses. 

In  "The  Chemist  Optician"  (p.  9)  there  is  a  para- 
graph dealing  with  bifocal  lenses,  in  which  is  a  reference 
to  the  Borsch  lenses  made  in  Philadelphia,  consisting  of 
a  distance-lens  having  the  surface  cut  away,  so  that  the 
segment  for  the  reading-lens  can  be  inserted  and  welded 
"by  heat.  This  process  is  now  being  worked  in  England 
on  a  commercial  scale  by  Kryptok,  Ltd.,  and  an  interest- 
ing paper  on  the  subject  was  recently  read  by  their 
manager,  Mr.  Val.  H.  Mackinney,  on  the  properties  of 
these  lenses,  which  is  full  of  information  to  the  optician 
who  wishes  to  keep  himself  au  fait  with  new  ideas.  Bi- 
focals from  their  construction  have  always  presented 
some  disadvantages  which  have  prevented  them  gaining 
as  much  popularity  as  they  might  otherwise  have  done. 
There  is  no  question  of  the  convenience  of  bifocals  to 
anyone  who  is  obliged  to  wear  different  corrections  for 
near  or  distant  vision.  In  the  old  type  of  split  bifocals, 
where  there  were  two  segments  joined  with  either  a 


straight  or  a  curved  joint,  in  the  course  of  everyday  wear 
this  joint  gradually  collected  dirt,  which,  besides  looking 
unsightly,  is  an  annoyance  to  the  wearer,  as  a  black  line 
shows  in  the  field  of  vision.  Then  came  the  type  with 
the  segment  cemented  on,  but  this,  again,  has  the  objec- 
tion that  the  segments  are  liable  to  become  detached, 
necessitating  re-cementing.  Sometimes  this  happens  re- 
peatedly to  the  same  glass.  I  have  seen  the  same 
customer  back  three  or  four  times  with  this  trouble, 
which  not  only  is  annoying,  but  gives  the  customer  a 
poor  idea  of  the  business  capabilities  of  the  optician. 
The  new  system  of  welding  by  heat  will  do  away  with 
these  troubles.  There  still,  however,  remains  an  objection 
which  is  very  serious,  and  cannot  be  overcome  so  easily; 
that  is  the  fact  that  when  the  wearer  is  going  down- 
stairs, or  is  looking  on  the  ground  at  his  feet,  he  is  look- 
ing through  the  lower  half,  or  reading-segments,  of  the 
glasses,  instead  of  through  the  distance-half,  as  he  should 
be  doing.  This  may  lead  to  unpleasant  results  in  use, 
especially  as  the  wearers  of  these  glasses  are  generally 
people  advanced  in  life,  who  have  to  be  careful  of  their 
steps.  When  fitting  bifocals  it  is  a  necessary  part  of  the 
optician's  duties  to  warn  his  customer  of  this  point  to 
save  him  from  a  probable  accident.

The  "  Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Journal"  states  that  the 
following  formulas  are  recommended  by  the  Toronto  Section 
for  inclusion  in  the  "  Canadian  Formulary"  : 

LOTIO  SULPHURIS  COMPOSITUS. 

Compound  Sulphur  Lotion. 
(Alba  Sulphide.) 

Sulphate  of  zinc   20  dr. 

Sulphuretted  potash    20  dr. 

Precipitated  sulphur    20  dr. 

Glycerin   20fl.dr. 

Rose-water    sufficient  to 

make  80  fl.  oz. 

Dissolve  the  sulphate  of  zinc  in  20  fl.  oz.  of  rose-water  and 
filter.  Dissolve  the  potassium  sulphuret  in  20  fl.  oz.  of  rose- 
water  and  filter.  Mix  the  two  solutions  by  pouring  carefully 
the  solution  of  zinc  sulphate  into  the  solution  of  potassium 
sulphuret.  Rub  up  the  sulphur  with  the  glycerin,  then  add 
the  mixed  solution  and  sufficient  rose-water  to  make  80  fl.  oz. 

SYRUPUS  PRUNI  VlRGINIAN/E,  OLEI  MORRHUiE  ET  Malti. 

Syrup  of  Wild  Cherry,  Cod-liver  Oil,  and  Malt. 

Cod-liver  oil   40  fl.  dr. 

Extract  of  malt    40  fl.  dr. 

Glycerin    1  fl.  oz. 

Powdered  acacia.    1  oz.  (avoir.) 

Oil  of  peppermint   j  fl.  dr. 

Syrup  of  wild  cherry    sufficient  to 

make  80  fl.  oz. 

Mix  together  the  two  oils  and  prepare  an  emulsion  by 
rubbing  up  with  the  acacia,  adding  6  fl.  oz.  of  syrup  of  wild 
cherry.  Mix  together  the  extract  of  malt,  glycerin,  and 
balance  of  wild  cherry,  add  to  the  emulsion,  and  triturate  well, 
adding  syrup  of  wild  cherry  sufficient  to  make  20  fl.  oz. 

Syrupus  Thymi  Compositus. 
Compound  Syrup  of  Thyme. 
(Pertussin.) 
Liquid  extract  of  garden  thyme 


(vulgare)    8  fl.  dr. 

Liquid   extract  of   wild  thyme 

(serpyllum)    8  fl.  dr. 

Alcohol  (90-per-cent.)    4  fl.  dr. 

Potassium  bromide   200  grains 

Simple  syrup    60  dr. 

Distilled  water    4  dr. 


Each  drachm  contains  approximately  2§  grains  potassium 
bromide.

THE  reports  in  regard  to  business  have  been  of  a  more 
encouraging  nature  this  week,  and  in  several  directions 
there  has  been  some  expansion  from  the  hand-to-mouth  trad- 
ing. Prominent  among  the  price  alterations  is  a  5s.  advance 
in  quicksilver,  which  was  immediately  followed  by  one  of 
Id.  per  lb.  in  mercurials.  The  convention  price  of  glycerin 
has  been  advanced  50s.,  but  refiners  are  not  sellers  at  the 
enhanced  rates,  and  the  tone  continues  "  bullish."  Opium 
has  had  a  further  rise  in  Smyrna  on  account  of  continued 
American  buying,  and  makers  of  morphine  salts  have  added 
another  3c?.  to  their  prices,  but  are  not  free  sellers.  Codeine 
was  expected  to  follow  this  advance,  but  at  the  time  of 
writing  it  has  not  materialised.  Santonin  is  firm  but  un- 
altered, first  hands  being  without  offers.  Quinine  is  quite 
unaltered ;  the  Malaria  Conference  at  Simla  lends  a  senti- 
mental interest  to  the  article.  In  the  drug  and  essential  oil 
section  a  feature  has  been  the  advance  in  American  HGH 
peppermint  oil,  Wayne  County  being  firm,  while  Japanese 
dementholised  has  not  moved.  Menthol  has  an  easier 
tendency  on  the  spot.  Genuine  cubebs  are  exceedingly 
scarce.  Chamomiles  are  about  steady,  with  an  absence  of 
good  white.  Milk-sugar  is  fairly  brisk.  Castor  oil  is 
firmer,  and  shellac  is  lower.  An  auction  of  first-hand  drug 
is  reported,  and  the  price-movements  are  tabulated  below  :

Smyrna,  October  16  : — Large  sales  of  opium  have  been 
made  on  United  States  account  at  up  to  16s.  per  lb.  for 
11  per  cent,  morphine. 

New  York,  October  21  : — Business  in  drugs  is  good. 
Opium  shows  a  further  advance,  to-day's  quotation  for 
druggists  in  single  cases  being  $5.10.  The  situation  in 
peppermint  oil  in  tins  is  nominal.  Domestic  refined  camphor 
has  been  reduced  to  45c.  Quicksilver  is  dearer.  Damiana- 
leaves  are  steady  at  18c.  Hydrastis  (golden  seal)  is  quoted 
at  $2.  Senega  is  firm  at  52c,  and  cascara  sagrada  is  dull 
at  8c.  per  lb. 

Smyrna,  October  21  : — Further  sales  of  opium  amounting 
to  100  case's  have  been  made  on  American  account  at  from 
the  equivalent  of  15s.  6d.  to  16s.  6c?.  per  lb.  The  market 
is  expected  to  go  to  18s.  to  19s.  as  buyers  are  eager,  and 
stocks  are  becoming  exhausted. 

Java  Quinine. 

The  report  of  the  Bandong  quinine  factory  for  1908  states 
that  1,020,917  kilos,  of  cinchona  was  worked  during  the  year, 
containing  61,582  kilos,  quinine  sulphate,  or,  after  deduction 
of  waste,  58,619  kilos.  Of  the  quinine  produced  the  Govern- 
ment of  Netherlands  India,  received  18,929  kilos.  The 
balance  was  sold  in  auction  at  Batavia  and  settled  with  the 


private  planters.  The  price  at  which  the  factory  account 
closed  for  the  delivered  bark  with  the  contracting  parties 
was  based  on  a  payment  of  7.50H.  for  the  quantity  of  bark 
required  for  one  kilo,  quinine  sulphate,  so  that  these  under- 
takings enjoyed  considerably  more  benefit  by  delivering  to 
the  factory  than  by  shipment  to  Europe,  as  the  price  of  bark 
on  the  Amsterdam  market  declined  to  about  3.15c.  per  unit. 
The  production  of  cinchona  appears  to  exceed  the  world's 
consumption,  and,  moreover,  it  is  said  that  the  quinine  makers- 
in  Europe  and  America  have  formed  a  combination  which 
fixes  the  price  at  the  Amsterdam  auctions.  This  combina- 
tion, it  is  rumoured,  buys  up  all  the  bark  offered  for  sale, 
and  thus  makes  a  reserve,  enabling  it  to  abstain  from  buying 
for  a  long  time  if  planters  try  to  command  higher  prices  or 
refuse  to  sell  on  the  present  low  basis.  However,  it  is  not- 
impossible  that  the  contrary  will  occur,  and  that  buyers  will 
have  to  pay  much  higher  prices  in  order  to  encourage  pro- 
duction. On  many  cinchona  plantations  plans  are  already  in 
operation  to  cultivate  tea  instead  of  bark.  The  working 
account  shows  a  profit  of  104,492n\,  out  of  which  a  sum  is 
proposed  for  writing  off,  and  the  balance  allows  a  dividend! 
of  10  per  cent,  to  be  paid  to  shareholders.

The  exports  from 
Java  to  Europe  during  the  first  half  of  October  amounted 
to  885,000  Amst.  lb.,  against  794,000  Amst.  lb.  for  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  1908.

10s.  per  ton  naked  in  5-ton  lots;  but  this  advance  is 
purely  nominal,  and  it  is  reported  that  orders  have  been

the  quotations  for  mercurial  salts. 

— A  fairly  brisk  spot  demand  is  reported,  up 
of  41s.  having  been  paid  for  American,  while  some  of  the 
Continental  makes  can  be  had  at  slightly  below  this  figure. 

Morphine. — In  consequence  of  the  continued  advance  in 
•opium,  makers  have  raised  the  price  of  morphine  salts  3d. 
per  oz.,  quoting  hydrochloride  powder  at  from  7s.  3d.  to 
'7s.  6d.  per  oz. ;  but  in  view  of  the  strong  position  of  opium 
makers  are  understood  to  be  unwilling  sellers,  and  it  is 
doubtful  if  they  would  book  1,000  oz.  at  the  outside  figure.

prices  the  demand  has  improved  somewhat ;  from  15s.  3d. 
.per  lb.  c.i.f.  London  is  quoted. 

Oil,  Castor,  is  firmer.  Hull  make  is  quoted  at  271.  10s. 
for  first-pressing  for  November-December,  and  26/.  10s. 
ior  January- June  1910,  delivered  free  on  wharf  London. 
Belgium  firsts  is  quoted  27/.  10s.  for  prompt  and  1/.  less  for 
delivery  up  to  June  1910,  ex  wharf  London. 

Oil,  Lemon,  is  attracting  more  interest,  as  the  time  for 
•contracting  for  new-crop  oils  is  now  close  at  hand.  It 
is  said  that  in  some  districts  the  new  crop  will  be  smaller 
than  last  year,  but  this  shortness  may  occasionally  be  com- 
« .compensated  for  by  accidental  occurrences,  such  as  a  smaller 
export  of  fresh  fruit  in  boxes  or  such  weather  conditions 
as  will  render  the  fresh  fruit  unfit  for  export.  An  advice 
tfrom  Palermo,  dated  October  9,  states  that  the  fact  that 
the  lemon-oil  market  was  almost  cleared  of  parcek  in 


weak  holders,  hands  has  given  a  better  tone  to  the  market, 
inasmuch  as  an  advance  has  been  paid  to  the  larger  holders 
who  prefer  to  sell  small  lots  in  preference  to  larger  parcels. 
The  position  generally  is  firm,  and  holders  are  endeavour- 
ing to  transfer  this  better  feeling  to  new-crop  oil  :  from 
2s.  lid.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  London  is  quoted  for  December  or 
January  to  June  1910  shipment. 

Oil,  Lemongrass. — Privately  the  market  is  steady  at 
from  2id.  to  2^d.  per  oz. 

Oil,  Turpentine,  is  practically  unchanged  on  the  week, 
American  closing  at  41s.  3d.  spot. 

Opium. — It  will  be  noted  from  our  Smyrna  cable  that 
American  buying  at  advancing  rates  is  again  a  feature,  and 
it  would  appear  from  the  way  in  which  the  arrivals  from  the 
interior  are  being  absorbed  that  there  will  be  a  squeeze 
during  the  next  two  or  three  months.  The  business  done 
includes  Turkey  druggists'  at  15s.  per  lb.  ;  but  sellers  refuse 
to  go  on  at  this  figure.  On  the  spot  good  Turkey  druggists' 
is  worth  16s.,  for  inferior  ditto  15s.  has  been  paid,  and 
small  sales  of  Tokat  have  been  made  up  to  17s.  per  lb. 
Of  Persian  opium  the  market  is  extremely  bare,  there  being- 
only  about  eight  cases  available,  and  these  of  low  quality ; 
to  arrive  November-December  shipment  is  quoted  at  16s. , 
and  an  offer  of  15s.  6d.  has  been  refused. 

A  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  October  9  that  the 
market  from  September  25  to  October  2  was  quiet  owing  to 
the  fact  that  buyers  were  asking  concessions  in  price,  whereas 
holders  wanted  136  piastres  for  ''extra"  Karahissar,  this 
being  the  last  price  at  which  business  was  done.  As  this 
inactivity  did  not  inspire  confidence,  native  speculators  eased 
their  rates,  selling  6  cases  extra  Karahissar  at  131  piastres, 
or  14s.  Id.,  and  11  cases  Bogaditz  at  133p.  to  134p.,  or  14s.  3d. 
to  14s.  4d.  c.i.f.  European  ports.  This  week,  on  the  contrary, 
the  market  has  been  very  active.  Many  consumers  have 
been  operating,  and  it  lay  in  the  hands  of  holders  to  raise 
the  prices ;  however,  they;  showed  themselves  conciliatory, 
and  facilitated  the  execution  of  all  the  orders  which  came 
in,  only  exacting  a  slight  increase.  The  sales  comprise  151 
cases  extra  Karahissar  at  from  131  to  138  piastres,  or  at  the 
equivalent  of  from  14s.  Id.  to  14s.  lOd.  c.i.f.  Market  closed 
firmly  with  buyers.  The  arrivals  amount  to  1,484  cas^s, 
against  1,791  cases  last  year  at  the  same  date. 

Otto  of  Eose. — The  "  Nachrichten  fur  Handel  und  In- 
dustrie "  (Berlin)  of  October  1,  quoting  from  a  report 
(dated  September  10)  by  the  German  Consul-General  at 
Constantinople,  states  that  the  yield  of  oil  of  rose  in  Turkey 
this  year  is  very  satisfactory.  According  to  one  estimate, 
it  is  about  3,000  kilos.,  as  compared  with  2,000  kilos,  last 
year,  while  other  estimates  place  the  yield  this  year  as 
high  as  5,000  kilos. 

Quicksilver. — Owing  to  an  active  demand  the  principal 
importer  raised  his  price  twice  on  Wednesday,  first  to 
8/.

— The  position  in  Hamburg  is  indicated  in  our 
Continental  markets,  the  outstanding  feature  of  which  is 
that  the  withdrawal  of  offers  by  the  makers  still  continues. 
On  the  spot  the  few  holders  ask  from  33s.  to  35s.  per  lb.,  but 
it  is  readily  understood  that  the  quantity  offered  is  quite 
retail,  and  in  some  instances  a  few  pounds  only.

2d.  and 
English  at  Is.  l^d.  per  lb. 
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Thymol  is  firm  at  6.s.  per  lb. 

Turmeric. — Small  sales  of  Madras  finger  have  been  made 
at  from  17s.  to  17s.  6c?.  spot.    Bengal  is  scarce  on  the  spot. 

Vermilion  follows  the  advance  in  mercurials  by  Id.  per 
lb.  also. 

London  Drug-auctions. 

At  the  auction  of  first-hand  drugs  to-day  there  was  a  better 
demand  than  usual,  and  a  fair  proportion  of  the  goods 
offered  was  sold.  Cape  aloes  is  scarce  at  the  moment,  but 
for  the  indifferent  quality  offered  easier  rates  were  paid. 
Curacao  aloes  in  boxes,  on  the  other  hand,  was  firmer. 
Buchu,  although  more  plentiful,  was  fully  steady.  Sumatra 
benzoin  is  easy.  Cascara  sagrada  sold  at  lower  rates,  and 
for  cardamoms,  which  met  with  a  fair  demand,  prices  were 
irregular,  medium  and  bold  sizes  being  higher,  while  small 
and  medium  were  cheaper.

There  has  been  rather  slow  demand  for  heavy  chemicals 
for  home  consumption,  but  on  export  account  it  is  well  main- 
tained. Caustic  soda  for  next  year's  delivery  is  a  shade 
quieter,  but  for  prompt  delivery  70-per-cent.  is  quoted, 
•9?.  17s.  6c?.  per  ton,  on  rails,  at  works.   Bleaching-powder  is 


nominal  at  from  4?.  2s.  6cZ.  to  4?.  5s.  per  ton  for  softwood 
casks  on  rails.  Ammonia  alkali  (48-per-cent.)  remains  firm, 
and  other  sorts  are  steady.  Sulphate  of  copper  continues 
disappointing  to  holders.  _  For  prompt  delivery,  18?.  12s.  6c?. 
to  18?.  17s.  6c?.  per  ton  is  quoted,  and  for  spring  delivery 
19?.  5s.  to  19/.  7s.  6c?.  Manchester.  Caustic  potash  is  firm. 
Acetate  of  lime  is  steady  at  late  rates.  Sulphate  of  iron 
(green  copperas)  in  bulk  is  quoted  25s.  to  30s.  per  ton 
Manchester.  Cream  of  tartar  and  acids  are  quiet.  Coal-tar 
products  are  dull  generally.  Sulphate  of  ammonia  prompt  is 
10/.  18s.  to  11?.  per  ton  on  rails  Manchester.  Creosote  2|c?. 
There  is  not  much  change  in  naphthas,  and  the  demand  is 
slow. 

Continental  Markets. 

Ergot. — The  report  that  the  crops  in  Russia  are  plentiful 
and  good  seems  to  be  confirmed  in  Hamburg,  and  the  fall  of 
prices  is  thus  explainable.  The  cheaper  offers  which  have 
been  recently  made  were  taken  up  by  consumers,  and  for 
October  delivery  from  the  Interior  2.70m.  and  2.75m.  per 
kilo  is  asked.  Offers  under  these  prices  were  left  un- 
answered by  Russian  holders.  Spot  (Hamburg)  goods  are 
still  scarce,  and  the  prices  asked  of  from  3m.  to  3.10m.  have 
been  accepted. 

Potash  Bichromate. — The  convention  which  was  formed 
some  time  ago  is  said  to  have  been  recently  joined  by  some 
makers  who  had  been  keeping  aloof.  The  market  has  now 
only  to  reckon  with  the  considerable  supplies  in  second-hands, 
which  are  offered  at  62m.  per  100  kilos. 

Santonin. — The  i-epresentatives  of  the  Santonin  Co.  have  at 
last  made  offers,  but  in  such  small  quantities  as  not  nearly  to 
cover  the  barest  requirements.  There  is  no  explanation  for 
the  policy  of  "  feeding  "  the  trade  in  this  manner.  The 
parcels  placed  on  the  market  by  the  monopoly  have  been 
quickly  taken  up  by  consumers,  so  that  the  monopoly  is  now 
said  to  be  quite  sold  out  and  to  have  nothing  more  for  sale. 
From  second-hands,  however,  goods  are  being  offered  at 
75m.  per  kilo,  in  limited  quantities.  There  seems  no  proba- 
bility of  a  fall  in  prices,  and  a  rise  is  more  likely,  as  the  con- 
sumer is  badly  off  and  the  monopoly  cannot  even  approxi- 
mately supply  the  demand. 

Thymol  is  now  much  steadier.  It  is  improbable  that  the 
makers  have  much  more  raw  material  at  their  disposal,  the 
new  crop  of  which  is  not  to  be  expected  before  March  or  April 
next.    Sales  have  been  made  at  from  13m.  to  14m.  per  kilo. 

American  Drug-market. 

New  York,  October  12. 

A  mild  decline  in  the  volume  of  business  during  the  period 
under  review  is  generally  attributed  to  the  diversions  of  the 
"  discovery  "  celebrations.  On  the  whole  trading  conditions 
have  been  satisfactory,  with  prices  well  maintained.  Country 
markets  for  crude  drugs  are  reported  firmer  in  view  of  the 
increasing  demands  of  local  dealers. 

Aloes. — Curacao  in  boxes  is  well  maintained  at  6gC.  to  7c.  in 
spite  of  continued  arrivals.  Aloin  is  somewhat  easier  owing 
to  competition. 

Cascara  Sagrada. — Spot  demand  continues  slow,  and  prices 
are  unaltered  at  8c.  to  9c.  The  coast  position  is  practically 
unaltered,  being  still  characterised  by  firmness  and  absence 
of  selling  pressure.  Primary  dealers  seek  to  justify  their 
views  on  the  ground  of  a  short  peel,  and  claim  that  with  the 
increasing  demand  for  consumption  the  Eastern  markets  will 
soon  require  replenishing.  Local  dealers,  however,  are  dis- 
inclined to  operate  in  a  large  way  in  view  of  the  poor  demand 
in  this  market. 

Opium. — This  continued  strong.  Advices  from  primary 
sources  have  stimulated  buying  inquiry  on  spot,  though  not 
to  the  extent  that  the  statistical  position  and  comparatively 
low  price  of  $5  warrant. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American). — The  position  of  the  oil  has  not 
altered  to  any  great  extent  during  the  past  fortnight,  except 
for  an  advance  in  the  inside  figures  to  a  range  of  $1.85  to 
$2.00,  but  since  the  market  deadlock  remains  unsprung  these 
prices  are  of  nominal  significance  only.  The  conflicting 
spot  and  primary  interests  both  claim  to  have  good  supplies 
on  hand,  and  are  equally  confident  of  the  outcome  of  the 
controversy — a  frame  of  mind  which  offers  little  hope  of  a 
speedy  settlement  of  the  dispute.  The  price*  generally  asked 
by  primary  holders  for  1,000-lb.  lots  are  on  a  parity  with  the 
New  York  jobbing  market.  There  are,  howevar,  sellers  in 
the  Western  markets  with  less  positive  views,  and  fair  quan- 
tities of  oil  have  been  secured  at  comparatiyely  moderate 
terms.  Representatives  of  the  primary  dealers  claim  that 
the  disposal  of  these  lots  hardly  affects  the  general  position, 
since  they  are  of  inferior  quality ;  but,  to  the  contrary,  it  is 
positively  stated  that  the  oil  in  question,  coming  from  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  country,  is  well  up  to  the  average  in 
physical  and  chemical  constants,  and  that,  apart  from  the 
"still  odour"  characteristic  of  new  oil,  the  product  compares 
favourably  in  aroma  with  that  of  previous  years.

Poison-licences  and  the  Council. 

Sir, — A  resolution  passed  by  the  Executive  of  the  Cum- 
berland and  Westmoreland  Chemists'  Association  has  been 
sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  by  the  Secretary,  Mr. 
Townley,  of  Keswick,  asking  the  Council  what  action  they 
are  takmg  in  view  of  the  wholesale  granting  of  licences  by 
local  authorities  in  face  of  the  definite  promises  of  Lord 
Crewe  and  Mr.  Samuels  during  the  discussion  of  the  Bill 
in  Parliament.  A  copy  of  our  resolution  was  published  in 
the  C .  <£•  D.,  October  9,  p.  583,  and  I  ask  the  opinion  of  your 
numerous  readers,  and  at  the  same  time  urge  upon  them 
the  necessity  of  backing  up  the  memorialists  in  their  en- 
deavour to  rouse  the  Society  to  make  some  effort  to  define 
our  position.  It  is  very  difficult  to  know  how  to  approach 
this  subject,  but  if  there  was  ever  a  time  to  speak  out  fear- 
lessly on  the  aspect  of  our  calling  that  time  is  now.  There 
are  thousands  of  chemists  in  country  districts  whose  trade 
in  sheep-dips  and  insecticides  is  an  important  part  of  their 
business.  They  have  been  seriously  affected  by  the  granting 
of  these  licences  to  traders,  in  some  cases  next  door  to  them- 
selves. To  my  mind,  the  do-nothing  policy  of  the  Society 
is  inexplicable,  and  the  longer  this  policy  is  continued  the 
position  of  the  country  chemists  will  become  worse.  If  the 
Council  have  any  knowledge  of  the  position  of  affairs  at  the 
seat  of  government,  let  us  know  the  worst.  The  history  of 
the  promotion  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  and  its 
becoming  law  are  matters  well  known,  and  it  would  be  well 
if  we  examined  the  present  state  of  affairs.  This  Act,  by  a 
compromise,  has  given  the  drug  companies  the  title  of 
"  Chemists."  It  has  given  to  local  authorities  the  power  to 
grant  licences  to  traders,  thus  seriously  affecting  the  trade 
of  country  chemists  in  sheep-dips  and  insecticides.  What  has 
it  done  for  us?  It  has  given  us  the  title  of  "  Pharmacist." 
It  has  caused  serious  unrest  among  all  country  chemists  and 
has  emplanted  a  feeling  of  distrust  against  the  Society  in 
their  minds.  In  Carlisle  the  authorities  granted  seven 
licences  en  bloc  without  discrimination.  In  the  county  they 
at  first  acted  reasonably,  and  granted  no  licences  in  towns 
where  there  were  chemists'  shops,  but  they  have  just  re- 
versed that  policy,  and  are  now  granting  them  to  all  ap- 
plicants. This  is  also  the  method  they  have  adopted  in 
Westmoreland  and  other  parts  of  the  country,  and  yet  when 
Mr.  Lord  Gifford  makes  a  move  in  the  Council  Chamber  to 
redress  these  anomalies  he  is  met  with  a  policy  of  silence 
and  does  not  receive  a  seconder.  What  are  we  to  think  of 
it  ?  Is  it  because  the  bulk  of  the  councillors  not  being  in- 
terested in  the  sale  of  these  poisons  for  agri-horticultural- 
purposes  are  indifferent  ? 

This  I  cannot  think  is  the  reason,  but  the  demand  we 
make  that  the  Society  should  receive  a  deputation  is  reason- 
able, and  I  hope  all  country  chemists  and  Associations  will 
communicate  with  Mr.  Townley,  and  also  place  their  views 
before  your  readers.  Yours  faithfully,

the  facts,  which  are  as  follows — viz.  : 

(a)  That  no  undertaking  of  any  kind  has  ever  been 
given  by  us  or  suggested  by  the  J.  B.  Williams  Co. ;  and 

(b)  That  the  box  containing  the  1.?.  "  St.  Paul's  " 
shaving-stick  has  not  been  withdrawn  from  sale  since  the 
decision  in  the  action  against  us. 

It  is  perhaps  right  to  add  that,  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
trial  before  Mr.  Justice  Neville,  we  stated  to  the  manager 
of  the  plaintiff  company  that  had  we  been  approached  on 
the  subject  of  their  objection  to  our  "get-up"  "three 
words  would  have  settled  the  matter,"  but  in  view  of  the 
result  of  the  appeal  (and  there  having  been  no  appeal 
against  the  decision  in  the  action  against  ourselves)  the 
propriety  of  any  change  has  ceased  to  exist.  This  informa- 
tion will  interest  any  who  may  have  received  the  "  St. 
Paul's  "  shaving-stick  (Is.)  since  the  actions  were  com- 
menced many  months  since.  It  also  negatives  the  im- 
pression that  the  decision  not  to  appeal  in  our  case  might 
have  resulted  from  any  understanding  with,  or  undertaking

The  Apprenticeship  Question  in  Ireland. 

Sir, — Some  two  years  since  I,  in  conjunction  with  three 
other  members  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Committee, 
met  the  Law  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in 
Dublin,  to  see  if  we  could  not  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  ar- 
rangement with  reference  to  the  differences  which  exist 
between  the  two  bodies,  especially  on  the  two  years' 
apprenticeship  question.  At  that  conference  I  pointed  out 
to  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  that  they 
must  admit  that  even  apprentices  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  practically  without  any  exception,  received  no  in- 
struction from  their  principals,  and  that  it  is,  as  a  rule,  left 
to  the  apprentice's  own  initiative  to  pick  up  what  know- 
ledge he  can  ;  also,  that  in  the  majority  of  cases,  except 
when  gifted  with  more  than  the  usual  share  of  "  stickative- 
ness,"  it  amounts  to  very  little,  as  we  all  know  by  experi- 
ence how  difficult  it  is  to  keep  them  at  the  work  to  try  to 
improve  themselves.  I  then  advocated  that  a  course,  or 
class,  should  be  arranged  for  the  study  of  pharmacy  and 
the  reading  and  compounding  of  prescriptions,  especially 
of  difficult  and  exceptional  ones,  the  course  to  be  made  com- 
pulsory, and  to  run  concurrently  with  the  six  months'  course 
of  chemistry,  thereby  creating  no  hardship  on  young  men 
from  the  country.  I  stated  then  that  if  the  Society  could 
see  their  way  to  meet  our  views  by  doing  away  with  the 
two-years'  service  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  which  was 
not  contemplated  in  the  1875  Act,  but  which  is  at  present 
compulsory  and  hedged  about  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  it 
practically  impossible  for  a  chemist  and  druggist's  appren- 
tice to  qualify  for  the  pharmaceutical  examination,  we 
would  not  only  be  prepared  to  accept  the  course,  but  would 
advocate  it  as  a  most  necessary  and  beneficial  thing  for  all 
apprentices.  I  am,  therefore,  very  much  pleased  to  see 
that  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  evidently 
agrees  with  my  views  in  reference  to  the  necessity  of  this 
course  for  the  apprentices  of  pharmaceutical  chemists. 
Now,  if  he  and  the  other  members  of  the  Council  would 
go  one  step  further  and  admit  chemists  and  druggists' 
apprentices  to  the  pharmaceutical  examination  on  their 
complying  with  what  is  required  from  the  pharmaceutical 
chemist's  apprentice,  making  this  course  compulsory,  I  feel 
convinced  there  would  not  be  much  difficulty  in  all  parties 
coming  to  an  agreeable  understanding,  so  as  to  get  a  Bill 
brought  in  to  arrange  matters  on  an  equitable  ancl  satis- 
factory basis.  J.  D.  Carse.

The  Registered  Druggist  Qualification. 
Sir, — I  am  a  registered  druggist  by  examination  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland.  What  is  the  use  of 
this  qualification  ?  The  entrance-fee  for  this  examination 
is  four  guineas,  that  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence  five 
guineas.  A  certificate  of  having  served  four  years  to  the 
business  is  also  required.  I  have  gone  to  a  good  deal  of 
expense  to  gain  this  certificate,  and  now  that  I  have  got  it 
what  does  the  Society  do  for  me  in  return  ?  Here  in  this 
town  where  I  have  opened  a  shop  nearly  all  the  grocers  and 
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oilmen  sell  such  articles  as  Harvey's  aconite  powders, 
Cooper's  sheep-dip,  laudanum,  etc.,  some  of  them  even  ex- 
hibiting them  in  their  windows,  although  they  are  poisons 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  It  is  not  unusual  to  see 
these  articles  stored  promiscuously  with  packets  of  tea 
and  sugar  in  some  of  the  grocers'  shops.  If  a  doctor  send 
to  me  for  a  pennyworth  of  zinc  ointment,  and  I  supply  it, 
I  am  prosecuted  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  promptly 
fined  51.  Is  it  fair  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should 
treat  registered  druggists  in  this  manner  ?

Parliamentary  Representation. 

Sir, —  I  feel  that  it  would  hardly  be  doing  justice  to 
my  case  if  I  omitted  to  reply  to  Mr.  Woolcock's  letter  of 
last  week,  and  I  must  therefore  ask  if  you  will  kindly  allow 
me  once  more  to  trespass  on  your  valuable  space.  In  the 
first  portion  of  his  letter  Mr.  Woolcock  has  very  ingeniously 
endeavoured  to  prove  that,  by  looking  after  one's  own 
welfare  first,  one  is  also  consulting  the  welfare  of  the 
country.  No  doubt  such  a  view  is  extremely  convenient, 
and  in  consequence  it  appears  to  be  acted  upon  by  a  large 
section  of  the  community  ;  but,  unfortunately,  it  is  certainly 
not  supported  by  the  evidence  of  history,  nor  does  it  agree 
at  all  well  with  the  usual  definition  of  patriotism.  .  .  . 
The  way  in  which  Mr.  Woolcock  classifies  the  politics  of 
pharmacists  as  (a)  Liberal,  (b)  "  Pharmaceutical,"  (c)  Con- 
servative is  no  doubt  quite  correct,  but  it  strongly  reminds 
me  of  the  state  of  affairs  at  the  last  General  Election,  when 
the  politics  of  the  electors  might  with  equal  accuracy  have 
been  classified  as  (a)  Liberal,  (b)  "  Chinese,"  (c)  Conserva- 
tive. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Mr.  Woolcock's  "Pharma- 
ceutical "  party  will  be  more  fortunate  than  the  afore- 
said "  Chinese  "  politicians,  and  will  not  have  such  reason 
to  regret  the  results  of  their  decision.  The  most  important 
point  which  I  raised — viz.,  that  the  present  is  a  most  in- 
auspicious time  at  which  to  obtrude  questions  of  secondary 
importance  into  the  political  arena — Mr.  Woolcock  does  not 
attempt  to  refute.  With  regard  to  the  question  of  earmark- 
ing subscriptions  so  that  they  may  be  used  on  behalf  of  a 
Conservative  candidate,  it  seems  that  such  subscriptions 
can  hardly  be  expected  until  a  candidate  is  actually  selected. 
A  very  easy  way  of  getting  over  this  difficulty,  however, 
would  be  to  ask  for  promises,  to  be  redeemed  only  if  a  Con- 
servative candidate  is  forthcoming.  With  this  reservation 
I  should  be  very  pleased  to  accede  to  the  suggestion  made 
by  Mr.  Woolcock  at  the  end  of  his  letter.  To  conclude,  I 
venture  to  hope  that  my  remarks  will  be  taken  in  the  strictly 
"Pickwickian"  sense  in  which  they  are  intended,  since  I 
should  be  very  sorry  to  hurt  anyone's  personal  feelings  in 
the  slightest  degree.

Esperanto  or  Ido. 

Sir, — The  best  international  language  is  purely  a  prac- 
tical question.  It  is  not  a  question  of  choosing,  among  the 
host  of  projects,  plagiarisms  of  Esperanto,  of  which  Ido  is 
the  most  feeble  and  the  least  followed,  the  one  which  the 
best  suits  one's  personal  taste.  It  is  not  a  question  of 
whether  Esperanto  is  perfect  or  imperfect.  The  one  ques- 
tion for  a  practical  man  is  this  :  Does  Esperanto  de  facto 
fulfil  the  aim  of  an  international  language  ?  Is  it  accepted 
in  every  civilised  country  of  the  world  ?  Can  persons  of 
all  nationalities  by  it  perfectly  correspond  and  fluently  talk 
one  with  another  ?  To  an  international  language  success  is 
the  only  criterion  of  perfection.  The  answer  is  that 
Esperanto  more  than  fulfils  the  most  sanguine  expectations. 
Its  progress  in  all  parts  of  the  Old  and  New  World  is 
simply  marvellous,  and  this  progress  has  never  been  so 
great  as  since  the  Congress  at  Cambridge  in  August  1907, 
precisely  the  date  when  Ido  and  its  many  imitators  desirous 


of  snatching  to  themselves  the  fruits  of  Dr.  Zamenhof's 
wonderful  invention  have  striven  by  the  most  unqualifiable, 
underhand  tricks  to  make  the  public  believe  that  their 
plagiarisms  were  simply  reforms  of  Esperanto. 

Esperanto,  the  language  of  Dr.  Zamenhof,  whose  evolu- 
tion is  guided  and  controlled  by  the  Linguistic  Committee 
and  the  Academy  recognised  by  the  Majstro  spreads  every- 
where. Five  International  Congresses,  at  Boulogne, 
Geneva,  Cambridge,  Dresden,  and,  last  September,  at 
Barcelona,  have  proved  to  the  world  its  perfect  efficiency, 
a  vast  and  increasing  literature  in  science,  romance,  poetry, 
and  art ;  eighty-six  journals  and  reviews ;  over  1,400 
Esperanto  clubs;  the  remarkable  V.E.A.  Society,  with  its 
800  delegates  in  almost  every  important  town  of  the  world, 
ready  to  help  all  its  members  by  giving  information  on  all 
subjects  regarding  commerce,  industry,  education,  travel- 
ling, etc. — all  this  proves  to  any  practical  man,  who  does 
not  worry  his  head  about  ideal  grammatical  perfection, 
that  Esperanto  does  its  work  and  has  come  to  stay.  As 
the  delegate  of  the  United  States  said  at  Dresden,  "  When 
England  and  America  take  up  a  big  thing,  they  know 
what  they  are  about,  and  mean  to  make  it  hum."  It  is 
not  only  England  and  America  which  have  taken  up 
Esperanto,  but  France,  Germany,  Japan,  China,  and"  also 
small  but  thoroughly  businesslike  countries  such  as  Belgium! 
and  Switzerland.  We  do  not  pretend  that  Esperanto  is 
ideally  perfect,  but  that  it  practically  satisfies  everybody 
who  accepts  it  :  "  Securus  judicat  orhis  terrarum." 

Mr.  Lock  talks  about  ' '  thousands  of  old  Esperantists  ' ' 
who  have  been  converted  to  Ido.  He  must  be  joking. 
The  recent  election  for  an  "Ido  Academy,"  in  which  all 
Idists  were  begged  to  take  part,  resulted  in  the  proof  that 
there  were  not  300  Idists  in  the  whole  world — not  a  third 
of  the  one  Parisian  Esperantist  group  which  has  its  head- 
quarters in  the  Sorbonne.  About  "  Pharmacy  and 
Esperanto  "  I  can  tell  you  that  the  I.E.F.A.  (International 
Esperantist  Pharmaceutical  Association),  founded  in 
Dresden  in  1908,  contains  at  present  a  hundred  members 
belonging  to  fourteen  nationalities.  In  a  few  weeks  will 
appear  the  first  number  of  the  "  Esperantist  Pharmaceutical 
Review  "  ;  this  and  the  following  number  will  contain  the 
scientific  and  professional  papers  presented  in  the  four 
sessions  of  the  I.E.F.A.  held  in  Barcelona  during  the  last 
Esperanto  Congress.  At  the  beginning  of  next  year  our 
Association  will  publish  the  international  "  Esperantista 
Deklingva  Farmacia  Vortareto  " ;  it  is  a  small  dictionary 
of  the  most  useful  pharmaceutical  terms  in  Esperanto  and 
ten  national  languages.  A  French  proverb  says  :  "  Give 
me  two  lines  written  by  anyone,  and  I  will  make  him  hang 
on  the  gallows."  The  pitiable  bit  of  Esperanto  prose 
appended  to  the  letter  of  Mr.  Lock  (which  no  tyro  in 
Esperanto  would  have  composed)  is  the  two  lines  to  make 
Esperanto  worthy  of  the  gallows.  But  they  do  not  form 
a  satisfactory  proof.  Knowing  half-a-dozen  European 
languages  (Flemish,  French,  English,  German,  Italian,  anciS 
Spanish)  and  having  notions  of  other  European  languages, 
I  learned  Esperanto  thirteen  years  ago,  having  given  up 
Volaptik  6ince  that  time.  I  think  that  my  practical  ex- 
perience of  thirteen  years  in  Esperanto  correspondence  and 
speaking  is  sufficient  to  prove  the  excellence  of  this  inter- 
national helping  language.  I  have  used  it  all  that  time  in 
correspondence  all  over  the  world  and  for  all  purposes,  and 
never  have  I  had  mistakes  through  its  use ;  always  everyone 
(even  persons  who  did  not  know  Esperanto)  has  given 
me  satisfying  answers.

Are  Chemists  Business  Men  ? 
Sir, — I  often  wonder  when  reading  your  valuable  journal 
(which  I  could  not  do  without)  if  an  affirmative  answer 
to  the  above  would  be  correct  or  not.  Even  in  last  week's 
issue  I  notice  that  a  Chemists'  Association  in  the  West 
Riding  of  Yorkshire  spent  their  time  in  passing  resolu- 
tions because  some  patent  medicine  is  being  cut  by  the 
stores,  and  also  because  a  well-known  maker  of  embroca- 
tion has  advanced  his  price  to  the  trade.  Surely  there  is 
more  in  the  chemist's  business  than  selling  a  few  patents 
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at  nearly  cost  price,  when  any  little  grocer  or  even  hair- 
dresser's shop  with  a  licence  can  sell  them.  I  think  a 
chemist  who  has  served  his  apprenticeship  and  passed  his 
examinations  should  aim  at  something  higher  than  this, 
especially  bothering  about  a  few  patents.  I  was  in  a  North 
Riding  town  a  few  days  ago,  and  spoke  to  a  chemist  about 
the  advance  of  price  in  spirit,  and  I  said,  "  Of  course 

you  have  in  M  all  advanced  your  prices  for  tinctures  ?  " 

"  Oh,  no,"  he  replied  ;"  we  have  not."  "What?"  I  said  ; 
"do  you  mean  to  tell  me,  that,  spirit  costing  6s.  per  gal. 
more  than  it  did,  you  are  still  selling  at  the  old  price?  " 
"Yes,"  he  said;  "we  have  to,  because  a  drug-store  in 
the  town  is  doing  it."  I  think  there  is  something  wrong 
here.  That  a  drug-store  with  one  shop  in  the  town  can 
give  out  their  prices  and  make  the  other  thirty  chemists  in 
the  town  follow  them,  and  the  chemists  can  do  nothing 
but  follow  on,  passes  my  comprehension.  It  is  like  putting 
your  hand  in  another  person's  pocket  to  rob  him,  and  he 
is  frightened  and  lets  you  do  it  because  you  are  a  bigger 
man  than  he.  Leeds  is  making  a  special  show  this  week 
to  get  people  to  come  in  and  do  their  shopping  there.  I 
noticed  some  of  the  prices  of  drugs  in  a  drug-store  window 
in  the  centre  of  the  city  as  follows  :  2-gr.  cascara  sagrada 
tablets,  25  in  a  bottle,  2^d.  ;  powdered  borax,  2d.  per  lb. ; 
itnagnes.  sulph.,  3c/.  per  lb.  ;  potass,  permang.,  Id.  per  lb. ; 
pulv.  glycyrrh.  co.,  9d.  per  lb.;  and  2-oz.  bottles  of 
vaseline,  l^d.  West  Riding  chemists  must  look-out,  as 
■drugs  are  being  cut  to  nothing,  and  dispensing  is  getting 
less  in  amount.  It  is  time  for  us  to  look  round  for  a 
good  side-line,  and  go  more  in  for  the  fancy  trade,  as 
Boots  do.  Yours  truly,

Eggs,  Arsenic,  and  Beetles.

From  the 
inquiries  I  have  made  of  those  who  keep_  and  breed  fowls,  I 
learn  that  eggs  are  unfit  for  consumption  if  the  hens  eat 
beetles,  the  eggs  being  full  of  black  specks  throughout.  This 
effect  was  observed  after  a  beetle-trap  had  been  emptied  and 
the  fowls  had  devoured  the  insects.  I  trust  this  information 
may  be  of  some  use.

Stocktaking. 

Mr.  Fish  says,  "  Weigh  it  up  in  grains."  "  Veteran"  says, 
"Don't  do  it  at  all."  Jay  Mack  says,  "Cut  it  short,  but  do 
it,  if  only  to  teach  apprentices  and  to  rake  out  drawers 
and  cupboards  yearly."  "  Veteran  "  does  really  take  stock  : 
he  keeps  exact  account  of  goods  bought,  from  that  deduces 
his  stock,  and  arrives  at  his  net  profit :  a  good  way  too,  when 
you  have  a  steady  business  and  follow  a  steady  policy.  Let 


him  not  sorrow  over  us  in  the  North  and  our  mixed  trade. 
Oilshops  are  developing  into  drug-stores  in  the  South.  Few 
oilshops  in  the  North.  Lancashire  can  show  the  South  how 
to  hold  apprentice  exams,  instead  of  locking  up  tradecraft 
in  our  heads  as  "Veteran"  does  his  stocktaking  system. — 
Jay  Mack. 

Suckers  for  Shoivcards. 

I  have  frequently  seen  useful  little  tips  in  the  C.  &  D.,  and 
often  found  them  of  service.  Having  discovered  one  myself, 
I  thought  it  may  be  of  interest  to  others  if  you  can  spare  space 
for  it.  Being  made  out  of  scrap,  it  costs  nothing  and  in- 
volves very  little  time  or  trouble.  Take  the  thick  bulb  of  a 
double  spray  bellows  (which  is  usually  good,  though  rendered 
useless  by  the  thinner  bulb  bursting  or  going  wrong),  slit  it 
up  lengthwise  with  a  pair  of  scissors ;  then,  keeping  it  in  its 
natural  shape  as  much  as  possible,  from  the  inside,  with  a 
cork-borer  or  such-like  appliance,  cut  out  discs  of  about  1  in. 
diameter.  Then  stick  a  pin  through  the  outer  or  convex  face 
at  a  tangent — about  the  centre — taking  care  that  the  pin  has 
a  good  enough  hold  but  not  to  puncture  the  inner  or  concave 
face.  Next  bend  the  pin  into  the  form  of  a  hook.  These 
make  splendid  showcard-holders  for  the  window,  by  damping 
the  concave  face  and  pressing  firmly  on  to  the  glass,  so  as  to 
force  out  all  the  air.  They  will  hold  fairly  large  showcards. 
It  is  astonishing  the  weight  they  will  hold  for  their  size. —

A  Saturated  Mixture. 
Sir, — Would  you  kindly  tell  me  how  the  following  should 
be  dispensed  ? — 

Ferri  sulph   gr.  xxxij- 

Sodii  bicarb.    311  j. 

Sodii  sulph   3j. 

Tr.  Zingib  3iij. 

Spt.  chlorof   31  j.  _ 

Inf.  quassise  ad    ■■■  3yiij- 

Wo  dispensed  it  as  follows  :  We  dissolved  ferri  sulph.  and 
sodii  sulph.  in  aq.  dest.,  then  added  sod.  bicarb.,  allowed 
it  to  stand  after  shaking,  to  expel  CO2,  then  added  tr. 
zingib.,  spt.  chlorof.,  and  inf.  quassiae  cone.  (1-8).  Very  small 
crystals  are  precipitated,  which  adhere  to  the  bottle,  and 
these  cannot  bo  easily  removed.         Yours  faithfully,

[There  is  rather  more  sod:  im  salts  than  the  liquid  will 
retain  in  solution  at  winter  temperature.  If  the  whole  of 
the  liquid  were  infusion  only,  there  would  be  no  precipitation 
of  crystals.  The  spirituous  constituents  reduce  the  solvent 
power  of  the  liquid.  In  order  to  ensure  that  any  undissolved 
portion  of  the  sodium  salts  will  be  in  a  condition  to  be  readily 
shaken  up,  they  should  be  rubbed  down  with  the  mixed  liquids 
before  being  put  into  the  bottle.  The  ferrous  sulphate  should 
be  dissolved  in  about  2  dr.  of  the  infusion,  reserved  for  the 
purpose,  and  added  just  before  corking.  The  official  in- 
fusion should  be  used.  The  concentrated  preparation  contains 
spirit,  which  makes  matters  worse.] 


Legal  Oueries. 

W.  Y.  (184/9). — You  are  quite  right  in  refusing  to  sell 
sulphur  and  potassium  chlorate  to  be  used  by  children  for 
making  bombs.  Mixed  they  constitute  chlorate  mixture, 
which  is  an  explosive. 

Secundo  Curo  (207/40).— The  deduction  of  cost  of  cheque 
stamp  or  money  order  poundage  and  postage  in  paying  an 
account  in  England  is  not  legal.  It  is  entirely  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  debtor  that  a  creditor  accepts  a  cheque,  when 
he  may  legally  demand  payment  in  coin  of  the  realm  at  his 
place  of  business. 

/.  7?.  (197/19).— Each  of  your  draft  labels  would  involve 
liability  to  medicine  stamp-duty — the  fruit  laxative  because 
it  is  stated  to  be  "a  corrective  mixture,  unequalled  as  a 
blood-tonic  and  liver-invisrorator ''  ;  the  ointment  because  it 
"draws  and  heals"  and  is  "antiseptic  and  healing":  and 
the  tablets  because  they  are  "  special  for  children  troubled 
with  worms."  The  manufacture  and  sale  of  any  of  these 
articles  requires  a  patent-medicine  licence. 

.7.  C.  (202/29).— Pharmacy  in  New  Zealand.— See  the  note 
in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  214.  You  can  get  a  copy  of  any  issue 
of  "The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia"  from  our 
office  for  6f?.,  but  Australian  and  New  Zealand  berths  can  only 
be  secured  by  those  on  the  spot.  If  you  want  to  go  out  there 
you  must  save  a  bit  of  money  to  keep  you  alive  when  there 
and  until  you  get  a  berth.  It.  is  advisable  to  qualify  before 
you  go  out.  as  it  will  be  years:  before  Australian  qualifications 
are  recognised  by  Great  Britain.

Chapping  Ointment. — A.  C.  (208/67)  wants  a  good  recipe 
for  a  preparation  so  called,  and  to  know  what  it  is  for.  Can 
any  reader  oblige  by  postcard  ? 

A.  C.  F.  (182/31).-7(1)  Husk-draught.—  Two  editions  of 
"  V.C.P."  have  been  issued  since  the  one  you  mention,  and 
p.  201  has  become  p.  237.  The  following  is  a  modification  of 
the  formula  for  the  purpose  of  producing  a  cheaper  product 
dose  for  dose  : 

Asafetida   Jvj. 

Chloroform   3iij. 

Methylated  ether  3iv. 

Wood    naphtha    or  methylated 

spirit  .".  5XXX- 

Macerate  two  days,  shaking  occasionally;   then  add — 

Oil  of  turpentine   9vj. 

Shake  well  occasionally  in  the  course  of  a  day,  then  steam. 
Direct  half  a  pint  of  this  to  be  mixed  with  4  gals,  of  gruel 
and  given  in  quarter-pint  doses  to  each  sheep. 

(2)  The  cough  of  dogs  is  not  the  same  as  hoose  in  sheep. 

Staff  (192/71). — "  Recipe  "  governs  the  accusative — e.g., 
"  recipe  potassii  iodidi  drachmam." 

J.  H.  S.  (188/7). — The  drug  to  be  used  as  "  a  never-failing 
tonic  restorative "  in  nervous  disorders,  brain-fag,  and  de- 
pression is  Java  coca-leaves  coarsely  comminuted. 

/.  K.  (235/35). — The  second  volume  of  "Pharmaceutical 
Formulas"  is  devoted  to  known,  admitted,  and  approved 
remedies.  Each  of  our  Diaries  since  1904  contains  a  series 
of  formulas,  as  also  does  the  last  edition  of  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas."   You  should  find  all  that  you  require  in  these. 

Bad.  Gent.  (190/21). — Feosting  Glass.— Crystalline  effects 
on  the  surface  of  glass  are  obtained  by  applying  strong 
solution  of  one  of  the  following  salts :  Epsom  salts, 
Glauber's  salt,  alum,  zinc  sulphate.  The  salt  or  salts  are 
dissolved  in  warm  beer,  or  to  an  aqueous  solution  is  added 
gum  arabic  or  dextrin.  For  a  permanent  obscuration  of  the 
glass  dabbing  with  putty  is  practised,  or  a  paint  of  zinc 
oxide  and  linseed  oil  applied.  Painters  seem  to  rely  on 
painting  with  a  lead  paint  and  dabbing  a  flat  brush  on  the 
painted  surface.  The  hydrofluoric-acid  method  is  good,  but 
difficult  to  use  when  the  glass  is  fixed  in  a  window. 

67.  R.  F.  (195/25).— Dyeing  Beown  Boots  Black.— All 
grease  must  be  removed  by  means  of  benzine  or  carbon  tetra- 
chloride, and  when  the  leather  is  drybrushoverit  several  coats 
of  a  spirituous  solution  of  blue-black  aniline  (1  oz.  to  a  gallon), 
allowing  each  application  to  dry  before  using  the  next.  A 
liquid  shoe-blacking  of  the  Nubian  type  gives  a  good  result. 

Devonian  (188/72). — Decolorising  Turpentine. — There  is 
no  ready  method  of  decolorising  turpentine  which  has  become 
contaminated  with  iron.  Redistilling  is  what  is  done  on  a 
large  scale,  but  where  small  amounts  are  involved  the  tur- 
pentine should  be  used  up  in  furniture  and  boot  creams. 

C.  S.  (192/59). — The  recipe  for  the  Asthma-cure  was  given 
in  the  C.  &  D.,  January  25,  1908,  p.  112.  The  basis  may  be 
a  saturated  solution  of  boric  acid  or  a  mixture  of  equal  parts 
of  simple  tincture  of  benzoin  and  glycerin. 

Raddle  (194/38). — Sheep-marking  Stick. — Your  suggestion 
of  paraffin  wax  coloured  with  aniline  dyes  is  a  good  one ; 
experiment  on  these  lines,  and  let  us  know  the  result. 

Ergo  (Torino)  (196/65). — Guaiacol  is  generally  given  in 
capsules  along  with  cod-liver  oil,  the  latter  disguising  the 
taste.  Oil  of  cinnamon  is  perhaps  the  best  flavouririg-agent 
for  guaiacol  when  given  in  mixture  form.  The  proportions 
ordered  in  the  Guy's  Hospital  Pharmacopoeia  are — 

Guaiacol       ...       ...       ...       ...  4min. 

Alcohol  (90-per-cent.)    40  min. 

Glycerin        ...       ...       ...       ...    30  min. 

Oil  of  cinnamon    1  min. 

Water  to    1  oz 

Beauty  (198/1). — Toilet-preparations. — The  chapters  on  the 
preparation  of  toilet-articles  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas" 
are  the  most  complete  that  have  been  published.  During 
the  month  of  April  we  printed  a  series  of  articles  on  skin- 
creams,  to  which  you  should  refer. 


Chemicus  (197/36). — Scythe-sharpening. — Are  you  not  re- 
ferring to  the  ordinary  practice  of  employing  a  hone  and  oil 
to  sharpen  scythes  ? 

C.  E.  (195/27).— Piccalilli  or  Indian  Pickle.— The  following 
is  a  standard  formula : 

Take  a  hard  white  cabbage  (sliced),  two  cauliflowers 
(pulled  to  pieces),  some  French  beans,  one  stick  of  horse- 
radish (sliced),  twenty-four  small  white  onions,  and 
twelve  gherkins,  and  cover  them  with  boiling  brine.  The 
next  day  drain  the  whole  on  a  sieve,  put  into  a  jar,  and 
add  curry-powder  or  turmeric  2  oz.,  garlic,  ginger,  and 
mustard-seed,  of  each  1  oz.,  capsicums  i  oz.,  fill  up  the  vessel 
with  hot  pickling-vinegar,  bung  it  up  close,  and  let  it 
stand  for  a  month  with  occasional  agitation. 

This  recipe  is  capable  of  considerable  modification  in  the 
spices  that  are  employed.  Allspice,  cloves,  long-pepper, 
black  pepper,  shallots,  and  mustard  flour  figure  in  some 
recipes. 

J.  F.  T.  (192/34). — The  preparation  which  you  refer  to  as 
"sea-foam"  we  take  to  be  a  spirituous  dry-shampoo,  a 
formula  for  which  was  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  October  9,  p.  592. 

S.  S.  H.  (189/5). — "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  seems  to  be 
the  best  book  to  cover  your  requirements  as  far  as  you  state 
them,  and  the  thousands  of  recipes  which  it  contains  probably 
also  include  those  you  mean  by  "  etc." 

A.  &  S.  (189/27). — Tanning  Eel-skins. — We  have  not  been 
able  to  obtain  any  specific  information  on  this  point,  but 
suggest  that  the  method  employed  for  tanning  furs  might  be 
suitable.  This  consists  in  dressing  the  inner  surface  with  a 
mixture  of  borax,  saltpetre,  and  Glauber's  salt  after  scraping 
off  any  superfluous  tissue.  After  two  days  this  powder  is 
replaced  by  a  mixture  of  alum,  saltpetre,  and  sal  ammoniac, 
which  is  rubbed  into  the  skin  each  day  for  a  week  or  so. 
Finally  the  skin  is  smoothed  with  sandpaper  and  dusted  with 
chalk  and  alum. 

Pomona  (208/63).  —  Teee-banding,  practised  in  fruit- 
orchards,  is  for  the  purpose  of  trapping  certain  moths  which 
make  their  way  up  into  the  branches  to  lay  their  eggs.  The 
bands  are  parchment  or  other  grease-proof  paper — newspaper 
soaked  in  boiled  oil  and  dried  answers  welt — and  are  tied 
round  a  smooth  part  near  the  top  of  the  trunk.  The  top  part 
of  the  paper  band  is  turned  down  (like  a  man's  collar),  and 
beneath  is  placed  a  ring  of  grease.  In  practice  some  cheap 
material  such  as  cart-grease  is  mostly  used,  but  the  following 
are  better :

Boil  together. 

These  are  best  put  up  in  tins  with  well-fitting  lids.  Many 
proprietary  brands  find  a  ready  sale  at  seedsmen's  shops,  and 
there  is  no  reason  why  chemists  should  not  be  able  to  work 
up  a  sale  for  their  own  brand  of  tree-banding  grease. 

C.  B.  (188/41). — Books  on  Fruit-preserving. — Pacrette's 
"Art  of  Canning  and  Preserving"  (21s.,  Sprague  Canning 
Machinery  Co.,  42  River  Street,  Chicago,  111.);  Bradley  & 
Crooke's  "Book  of  Fruit-bottling"  (2s.  bd.,  Lane). 

H.  J.  S.  (255/39).— Terpeneless  Essential  Oils.— You  will 
find  the  particulars  which  you  require  in  Parry's  "  Essential 
Oils"  (Scott  Greenwood,  12s.  bd.). 

E.  P.  (202/26). — The  Gripe-mixture  or  Children's  Friend 
that  you  refer  to  is  published  under  the  title  of  "  Gripe 
Cordial."   The  formula  is  as  follows : 

Sodium  bicarbonate    128  grains 

Alcohol  (90-per-cent.)    3  fl.  oz. 

Syrup   8  fl.  oz. 

Dill-water    21  fl.  oz. 

T.  S.  (196/9). — It  is  difficult  to  prescribe  correctly  for  pains 
in  the  head  during  menstruation  without  more  particulars 
as  to  the  general  health  of  patient.  If  there  is  any  tendency 
to  constipation,  we  would  suggest  giving  half  a  drachm  of 
magnes.  sulph.  twice  or  three  times  a  day  for  a  week  or  so 
before  the  period,  and,  if  there  is  anremia  (as  shown  by 
pallor  of  lips  and  of  mucous  membrane  inside  lower  eyelid), 
pil.  ferri  gr.  v.  three  times  daily  for  some  time.  For  the 
immediate  relief  of  the  headache,  10  grains  of  antipyrin, 
repeated  if  necessary  in  an  hour,  is  often  effective.  Severe 
pain  in  the  stomach  is  not  a  usual  accompaniment  of  men- 
struation, pain  in  the  pelvis  (lower  part  of  the  body)  or 
back  being  more  common,  and  often  yielding  to  10-grain 
doses  of  guaiacum  resin  given  three  times  daily  for  a  week 
before  the  period. 
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Hygiene  in  Schools.

•eeessity,  for  without  them  digestion  is  impossible,  and  the  food  which 
tbooM  go  to  nourish  and  strengthen  the  body  cannot  fulfil  its  purpose.

Decay  of  the  teeth  proceeds  from  the 
action  of  microbes  harbouring  in  the  moutb

and  through  it  the  blood  vessels  and  nerves  from  the  periosteum 
of  the  jaw  enter  the  pulp.
